Wuereas by Order in Council of the 26th day of April, 1916, 
Your Majesty was pleased to approve of the payment under 
certain conditions of extra pay to Officers and Men employed 
as Observers in the Royal Naval Air Service : 

And whereas it is now necessary to make further provision 
for the pay and emoluments of the Observer Branch : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to 
sanction the proposals set forth in the annexed Schedule, 
with effect as from the 2nd day of April, 1917, except as shown 
in Paragraph 4.

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 
AMENDMENTS. 


Wuerreas by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-cighth 
day of November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty was 
pleased to make regulations (called the ‘‘ Defence of the Realm 
Regulations ’’) under the Defence of the Realm Consolidation Act, 
1914, for securing the public safety and the defence of the realm : 

And whereas the said Act has been amended by the Defence 
of the Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, the Defence of the Realm 
(Amendment) (No. 2) Act, 1915, and the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, and other enactments : 

And whereas the said regulations have been amended by 
various subsequent Orders in Council : 

And whereas it is expedient further to amend the said 
regulations in manner hereinafter appearing : 


1. In subsection (3) of Regulation 2m after the words 
“contravention of this regulation ’’ there shall be inserted the 
words “or negligently or wilfully fails to comply with the 
requirements of any order made under this regulation, or with 
any condition subject to which a licence under any such order 
has been granted.” 


2. Regulation 8@ and Regulation 8caq@ shall cease to have 
ciect as from such date as may be fixed by order made hy the 
Board of Trade.

Nore (1).—All persons or firms resident. carrying on business or being in 
the United Kingdom are prohibited from having, with any person or firm 
mentioned in this List, or in any List issued under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, 1916, No. 3, any dealings other than 
such as are expressly authorised by paragraph 5 of the Proclamation. A 
List (The Consolidating List, No 414) consolidating all previous Lists. 
was published on the 7th December, 1917, which together with List No. 42 
of the 21st December, 1917, and the List herewith annexed contains all 
the names which up to this-late are inchided in the Statutory List. 
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Additions to and variations in these Lists will be published at intervals 
approximately of two weeks. 

The Lists are published in the London Gazette and reproduced in the 
Board of Trade Journal, and separate copies of all Lists may be obtained 
at a small cost from the Superintendent of Publications, His Majesty's 
Stationery Office, Imperial House, Kingsway, W.C. 

Nore (2).—Where a person or firm mentioned in the List has more than 
one address in the country, or group of countries under which the name of 
the person or firm appears, all dealings in that country, or in any country 
in the group, with such person or firm are prohibited, even in cases where 
one only of the addresses or one only of the countries is specifically 
mentioned. 

Nore (3).—Trading is prohibited under the Trading with the Enemy 
Proclamations of 25th June, and 10th November, 1915, with any person or 
firm of enemy nationality resident or carrying on business in China, Siam, 
Persia, Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese East Africa. Persons or firms in 
the United Kingdom are therefore prohibited from trading with any person 
or firm of enemy nationality in any of those countries, even though such 
person or firm is not mentioned by name in the Statutory List. 

Note (4).—In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export trade 
owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, the 
Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of 
non-enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned 
in the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes without the necessity of 
referring the matter abroad. The Department is, however, prepared on 
application to enquire of His Majesty's Representatives abroad for the 
names of suitable substitutes. When the applicant wishes this done by 
telegraph he is required to undertake to pay the cost of telegraphic corres- 
pondence. It would greatly facilitate the work of the Foreign Trade 
Department if applicants in making enquiries would specify the particular 
trade or trades for which substitutes are required. 

Nore (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty's Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues 
of the List as they appear. The Lists for all countries in Central or South 
America are also telegraphed to His Majesty's Ambassador at Washington, 
who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York and to other 
centres in the United Stafes likely to be interested. 

Nore (6).-—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as ‘* Handel Maatschappy “ (‘Trading Company) or ‘‘Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the firm under its proper name followed. 
by the general descriptive term ‘“‘ Handel Maatschappy ” or *‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap (N.V.) as in the case of an English company. For instance 
Handel Maatschappy van den Berg & Company, and Naamlooze Venoots- 
chap de Komeet v’h Dumonceau Fréres will be found under * Berg” and 
“ Komeet ” respectively and not under ‘“ Handel” or “ Naamlooze.”

TRADING WITH THE ENEMY—AMENDMENTS TO 
BLACK LIST. 


WHEREAS His Majesty has been pleased, in exercise of the 
power in that behalf conferred on Him by Section one, sub-sec- 
tion one, of the Trading with the Enemy (Extension of Powers) 
Act, 1915, by divers Proclamations, and in particular by a 
Proclamation dated the 23rd day of May, 1916, entitled ‘“ The 
Trading with the Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, 1916, 
No, 3,” to prohibit all persons or bodies of persons, incorporated 
or unincorporated, resident, carrying on business, or being in the 
United Kingdom from trading with any of the persons or bodies 
of persons mentioned in the List contained in the last mentioned 
Proclamation, such List being therein referred to as the Statutory 
List : 

And whereas by Section one, sub-section two, of the said 
Act, it is provided that any List of persons and bodies of persons, 
incorporated or unincorporated, with whom such trading is pro- 
hibited by a Proclamation under the said Act may be varied or 
added to by an Order made by the Lords of the Council on the 
recommendation of a Secretary of State : 

And whereas the Statutory List contained in the last 
mentioned Proclamation has been varied and added to by 
subsequent Orders of Council : 

And whereas there was this day read at the Board a 
recommendation from the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
to the following effect :— 

That the Statutory List should be further varied and added 

to as set forth in the Schedule hereto.

Norte (1).-—All persons or firms resident, carrying on business or being in 
the United Kingdom are prohibited from having, with any person or firm 
mentioned in this List, or in any List issued under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, 1916. No. 3, any dealings other than 
such as are expressly authorised by paragraph 5 of the Proclamation, A 
List (The Consolidating List, No. 41a), consolidating all previous Li 
was published on the 7th December, 1917, which together with Lists No. 
and No. 43 of the 21st December, 1917, and 4th January, 1918, respect- 
ively, and the List herewith annexed, contains all the names which up 
to thix date are included in the Statutory List. 


Additions to and variations in these Lists will be published at intervals 
approximately of two weeks. 
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The Lists are published in the London Gazette and reproduced in the 
Board of Trade Journal, and separate copies of all Lists may be obtained 
at a small cost from the Superintendent of Publications, His Majesty's 
Stationery Office, Imperial House, Kingsway, W.C. 

Norte (2). Where a person or firm mentioned in the List has more than 
one address in the country, or group of countries under which the name of 
the person or firm appears, all dealings in that country, or in any country 
in the group, with such person or firm are prohibited, even in cases where 
one only of the addresses or one only of the countries is specifically 
mentioned. 

Notre (3). —Trading is prohibited under the Trading with the Enemy 
Proclamations of 25th June, and 10th November, 1915. with any person or 
firm of enemy nationality resident or carrying on business in China. Sinm, 
Persia, Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese East Africa. Persons or firms in 
the United Kingdom are therefore prohibited from trading with any person 
or firm of enemy nationality in any of those countries, even though such 
person or firm is not mentioned by name in the Statutory List. 


Noten (4).--In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export: trade 
owing to the inclusion in the Ntatutory List of a former connection, the 
Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of 
non-enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned 
in the Statutory List. A considerable ainount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes without the necessity of 
referring the matter abroad. The Department is, however, prepared on 
application to enquire of His Majesty's Representatives abroad for the 
names of suitable substitutes. When the applicant wishes this done by 
telegraph he is required to undertake to pay the cost of telegraphic corres- 
pondence. It would greatly facilitate the work of the Foreign Trade 
Department if applicants in making enquiries would specify the particular 
trade or trades for which substitutes are required. 

Notre (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty's Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons: 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues 
of the List as they appear. The Lists forall countries in Central and South 
America are also telegraphed to His Majesty's Ambassador at Washington, 
who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York and to other 
centres in the United States likely to be interested. 

Note (6).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as ** Handel Maatschappy ” (‘Trading Company) or ‘S Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the firm under its proper name followed 
hy the general descriptive term * Handel Maatschappy ~ or * Naamlooze 
Venootschap” (N.V.) as in the case of an English company. For instance 
Handel Maatschappy van den Berg & Company, and Naamlooze Vencots- 
chap de Komeet v/h Dumonceau Fréres will be found undor * Berg” and 
“Komeet ” respectively and not under * Handel” or * Naamlooze.”

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 
AMENDMENTS. 


Wuereas by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-eighth day 
of November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty was 
pleased to make regulations (called the ‘‘ Defence of the Realm 
Regulations ”) under the Defence of the Realm Consolidation Act, 
1914, for securing the public safety and the defence of the realm : 

And whereas the said Act has been amended by the Defence of 
the Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, the Defence of the Realm 
(Amendment) (No. 2) Act, 1915, and the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, and other enactments : 


And whereas the said regulations have been amended by 
various subsequent Orders in Council : 


And whereas it is expedient further to amend the said 
regulations in manner hereinafter appearing : 


1. After Regulation 2aa the following regulation shall be 
inserted :— 

2aaa. With a view to developing as economically and 
expeditiously as possible any supply of petroleum which 
may exist in strata in the United Kingdom it shall be lawful 
for the Board of Trade or the Minister of Munitions or any 
person authorised by them or him, but for no other person, 
to search and bore for and get petroleum, and the Board 
of Trade or Minister of Munitions or a person so authorised 
for the purposes aforesaid may enter on or take possession 
of any land and sink wells and construct other works thereon. 

If any person searches or bores for or gets petroleum 
in contravention of this provision he shall be guilty of 
a summary offence against these regulations. 

For the purposes of this regulation petroleum means all 
petroleum and its relative hydrocarbons, (excluding coal and 
shales), and natural gas existing in their natural conditions 
in strata, but does not include natural gas set free in the 
course of mining or other lawful operations. 


2. For Regulation 18a the following regulation shall be 
substituted :— > 

18a. Where a person without lawful authority or 

excuse either within or without the United Kingdom has 
been in communication with or has attempted to com- 
municate with an enemy agent and is subsequently found 
within the United Kingdom, he shall be guilty of an offence 
against these Regulations unless he proves that he did not

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know and had no reason to suspect that the person with 
whom he so communicated or attempted to communicate 
was an enemy agent. 


For the purposes of this regulation but without prejudice 
to the generality of the foregoing provision :— 


(a) @ person shall unless he proves the contrary be 
deemed to have been in communication with an 
enemy agent if 


(i) he has either within or without the United 
Kingdom visited the address of an enemy agent 
or consorted with an enemy agent; or 


(ii) either within or without the United King- 
dom the name or address or any other information 
regarding an enemy agent has been found in his 
possession or has been supplied by him to any 
other person or has been obtained by him from 
any other person ; 


(b) the expression “enemy agent ”’ includes any person 
who is, or has been, or is reasonably suspected of 
being or having been, employed by the enemy 
either directly or indirectly for the purpose of 
committing an act either within or without the 
United Kingdom which if done within the United 
Kingdom would be a contravention of these 
regulations, or who has, or is reasonably suspected 
of having, either within or without the United 
Kingdom, committed or attempted to commit 
such an act with the intention of assisting the 
enemy ; 


(c) any address, whether within or without the United 
Kingdom, reasonably suspected of being an address 
used for the receipt of communications intended for 
the enemy, or any address at which an enemy 
agent resides or to which he resorts, shall be 
deemed to be the address of an enemy agent and 
communications addressed to such an address to 
be communications with an enemy agent. 


3. Regulation 37 shall be amended by the substitution for 
the words “ This regulation ” of the following words :— 

(2) The Admiralty may make regulations for the 
purpose of providing for the better security of vessels, and 
if any person, being a person required by any of the pro- 
visions of any such regulations to do or abstain from doing 
any act, fails to comply with those provisions he shall be 
guilty of an offence against these regulations.

(3) If any ship obtains, or attempts to obtain, clearance 
outwards for the purpose of proceeding, or attempts to 
proceed, or proceeds, to sea in contravention of this regula- 
tion, or if in the case of any ship there is a failure to comply 
with any terms or conditions contained in a licence granted 
under this regulation in respect of that ship, the master 
thereof and the owner, or, if the ship is subject to a time 
charter, the charterer, thereof shall be guilty of an offence 
against these regulations, and if the ship is at the time of 
the commission of the offence, or is subsequently at any 
time found, at any port of, or within the territorial waters 
adjacent to, the United Kingdom it may be detained in 
the same manner as if it were a ship liable to be detained 
under the Merchant Shipping Acts, 1894 to 1916. 

(4) In this regulation the expressions “ship” and 
“ British ship ” have the same meaning as in the Merchant 
Shipping Acts, 1894 to 1916, and the expression “ charterer ””

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means the charterer at whose disposition the ship is for 
the time being held. 

(5) This regulation shall come into force on the first 
day of February, nineteen hundred and eighteen.

When the applicant wishes this done by 
telegraph he is required to undertake to pay the cost of telegraphic corres- 
pondence. It would greatly facilitate the work of the Foreign Trade 
Department if applicants in making enquiries would specify the particular 
trade or trades for which substitutes are required. 


Nore (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty's Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues 
of the List as they appear. The Lists for all countries in Central or South 
America are also telegraphed to His Majesty’s Ambassador at Washington, 
who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York and to other 
centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


Nore (6).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy ” (Trading Company) or ‘‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the firm under its proper name followed 
by the general descriptive term ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy ” or ‘“‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap”’ (N.V.) as in the case of an English company. For instance 
Handel Maatschappy van den Berg & Company, and Naamlooze Venoots- 
chap de Komeet v/h Dumonceau Freres will be found under ‘‘ Berg” and 
“ Komeet ” respectively, and not under ‘‘ Handel” or ‘‘ Naamlooze.”

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 


AMENDMENTS. 


Wuereas by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-eighth 
day of November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty 
was pleased to make regulations (called the ‘‘ Defence of the 
Realm Regulations”) under the Defence of the Realm Con- 
solidation Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the 
defence of the realm : 


And whereas the said Act has been amended by the Defence of 
the Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, the Defence of the Realm 
(Amendment) (No. 2) Act, 1915, and the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, and other enactments : 


And whereas the said regulations have been amended by 
various subsequent Orders in Council : 


And whereas it is expedient further to amend the said 
regulations in manner hereinafter appearing : 


1. After Regulation 5 the following regulations shall be 
inserted :— : 


5a. The Admiralty, Army Council or Minister of 
Munitions may by order if they or he consider it necessary 
to do so for the purpose of securing the public safety or 
defence of the realm take over the control and maintenance 
of any highway, but nothing in this regulation shall relieve 
any authority or person who, but for this regulation, would 
have been responsible for the maintenance of such highway 
from liability for the payment of the cost of such main- 
tenance, and that cost may be recovered by the Admiralty, 
Army Council or Minister of Munitions from any such 
authority or person : 


Provided that the amount so recoverable shall not 
exceed the amount which at the cost of labour and materials 
ruling during the period in respect of which the amount is 
claimed such authority or person would have had to expend 
in order to maintain the highway in a condition fit to carry 
the ordinary traffic using the highway previous to the war, 
nor, in the case where the person responsible is a person 
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other than a local authority, shall it exceed the cost of such 
works of maintenance as such person could have been 
required to execute if the road had not been taken over 
and the traffic on the highway had remained such as it 
was previous to the war. 


In default of agreement as to the amount to be recovered 
in any case that amount shall be determined by the Road 
Stone Control Committee whose decision shall be final. 


For the purposes of sub-sections (2) (3) and (4) of section 
eleven of the Local Government Act, 1888, any sums con- 
tributed under this regulation by an authority shall be 
treated as costs of maintenance and repair of the highway 
incurred by the authority. 


For the purpose of this regulation the word “ highway ” 
shall have the same meaning as in the Highways Act, 1835, 
but shall include “‘ county bridge.” 


58. Where with a view to economising transport and 
labour the Road Stone Control Committee are of opinion 
that it is expedient that a county council should obtain a 
supply of stone, gravel or other materials for making or 
repairing highways or bridges from any land in the county, 
the owner or occupier of the land shall, notwithstanding 
anything in the proviso to section five of the Highways and 
Bridges Act, 1891, not be disqualified for being elected or 
for being a member of the county council by reason only 
of his having a share or interest in a contract for such 
supply, if the price to be paid for the material under the 
contract is approved by the said committee. 


2. After Regulation 8a the following regulation shall be

8aa. With a view to making the best use of all persons

Norte (1).-—All persons or firms resident, carrying on business or being in 
the United Kingdom are prohibited from having, with any person or firm 
mentioned in this List, or in any List issued under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, any dealings other than such as are 
expressly authorised by paragraph 5 of the Proclamation. A List (The 
Consolidated — Lis No, 464) consolidating all) previous Lists, was 
published on the Ist February, 1918, which together with the List 
herewith annexed, contains all tho names which up to this date are 
included in the Statutory Lis 

Additions to and variations in these Lists will be published at intervals 
approximately of two weeks. 
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The Lists are published in the London Gazette and reproduced in the 
Board of Trade Journal, and separate copies of all Lists may be obtained 
at a small cost from the Superintendent of Publications, His Majesty's 
Stationery Oftice, Imperial House, Kingsway, W.C. 

Note (2).—Where a person or firm mentioned in the List has more than 
one address in the country, or group of countries under which the namo of 
the person or firm appears, all dealings in that country, or in any country 
in the group, with such person or firm are prohibited, even in cases whore 
one only of the addresses or one only of the countries is specifically 
mentioned. 

Norte (3).—Trading is prohibited under the Trading with the Enemy 
Proclamations of 25th June, and 10th November, 1915, with any person or 
firm of enemy nationality resident or carrying on business in China, Siam, 
Persia, Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese East Africa. Persons or firms in 
the United Kingdom are therefore prohibited from trading with any person 
or firm of enemy nationality in any of those countries, even though such 
person or firm is not mentioned by name in the Statutory List. 

Nore (4).—In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export trade 
owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, the 
Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of 
non-enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned 
in the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes jor individual firms on 
the Lists without the necessity of referring the’ matter abroad. The 
Department. is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His 
Majesty's Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. 
When the applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to 
undertake to pay the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would 
greatly facilitate the work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants 
in making enquiries would specify the particular trade or trades for which 
substitutes are required. General enquiries for new connecticns abroad 
shunid be addressed to The Comptroller General, Lepartment of Overseas 
Trade (Development and Intelligence), 73, Basinghal! Street, London E.C.2. 

Nore (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty's Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues 
of the List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty's Ambassador at: 
Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested.

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS—

1. In Regulation 8£ for the words “ Minister of Munitions ” 
there shall be substituted the words ‘‘ Director-General of National 
Service,’ for the word ‘‘ Minister ’’ there shall be substituted the . 
words ‘‘ Director-General.” 


2. After Regulation 8£ there shall be inserted the following

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 
AMENDMENTS. 


Wuerzas by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-eighth day 
of November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty was 
pleased to make regulations (called the ‘‘ Defence of the Realm 
Regulations”) under the Defence of the Realm Consolidation 
Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the defence of the 
realm : 

And whereas the said Act has been amended by the Defence 
of the Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, the Defence of the Realm 
(Amendment) (No. 2) Act, 1915, and the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, and other enactments : 

And whereas the said regulations have been amended by 
various subsequent Orders in Council : 

And whereas it is expedient further to amend the said regula- 
tions in manner hereinafter appearing : 

1, For sub-section (8) of Regulation 2 the following sub- 
section shall be substituted :— 

(8) This regulation shall apply to Ireland subject to 
the following modifications :— 
(i) The Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruc- 
tion for Ireland shall be substituted for the Board 
of Agriculture and Fisheries : 
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(ii) The following sub-section shall be substituted for 
sub-section (1) :— ; 

Where the Department of Agriculture and 

Technical instruction for Ireland are of opinion 

that, with a view to increasing the production of 

food in the country, it is expedient that they 

should exercise the powers given to them under 

this regulation as respects any land the Department 

may enter on and take possession of the land, 


(a) without any consent, if the land is for 
the time being unoccupied, or if the Department 
are of opinion that it is not being cultivated 
according to the rules of good husbandry ; 


(6) without any consent, if, at any time after 
the first day of February in any year, it appears 
to the Department that the occupier of the land 
has not taken the necessary steps to cultivate 
the minimum tillage portion of his holding in 
accordance with the requirements of any Order 
made by the Department under the Third 
Schedule of the Corn Production Act, 1917, 
and applying to the holding ; 

(c) without any consent, if the land is situated 
in or near a town to which the Towns Improve- 
ment (Ireland) Act, 1854, or any part thereof 
applies or an urban district, and the Depart- 
ment are of opinion that in order to provide 
necessary food for residents in the locality land 
in or near that town or district is immediately 
required for the purpose of being cultivated in 
allotments, and that the use of the land for that 
purpose is unreasonably withheld; and 

(d) in any other case, with the consent of the 
occupier and the person in receipt of the rent 
of the land, 

and cultivate the land or any part thereof, or 
arrange for its cultivation, by any person in such 
manner and upon such terms and conditions as 
the Department may direct. 


(iii) For the purposes of this regulation the Department 
may :— 
(a) on entering on any land enter on and take 
possession of any buildings thereon; and 
(b) provide accommodation for persons, ma- 
chinery, implements of husbandry or plant, 
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farm produce, stock or animals, employed or used 
by the Department, or by any person authorised 
by the Department, for the cultivation of land 
or the increase of the food supply of the country, 
and for that purpose take or retain possession 
of any land or buildings. 


(iv) Any person authorised by the Department in that 
behalf may, for the purposes of this regulation and 
upon the production, if so required, of his authority, 
enter on and inspect any land or building and 
inspect any machinery, implements of husbandry, 
farm stock or produce thereon. 


(v) for the purposes of this sub-section the expressions 
“cultivation” and “cultivate’’ shall have the 
same respective meanings as in the Third Schedule 
to the Corn Production Act, 1917, and the expres- 
sions “‘ occupier ” and “ unoccupied ”’ refer to such 
occupation as involves liability to payment of poor 
rates : 

Provided that where the poor rate is made in 
respect of a half rent under section sixty-three of 
the Poor Relief (Ireland) Act, 1838, instead of 
upon the occupier of the land, the land shall not 
on that account be deemed to be unoccupied. 


(vi) Sub-sections (4) and (6) shall not apply. 


(vii) The powers conferrred by this regulation on the 
Department shall be in addition to and not in 
derogation of any other powers of the Department, 
and all such powers may be exercised concurrently 
in respect of any land. 


2. After Regulation 58 the following regulation shall be 
inserted :— 

“ 5c. Where with a view to prevent congestion of traffic 
on, or excessive damage to, public highways being caused by 
the haulage or transport of timber or other heavy material 
the Army Council consider it is expedient to do so, the 
Army Council may by order regulate or provide for the 
regulation of such haulage and transport on public highways 
outside the administrative county of London, and may by 
such order provide for directions being given for prescribing 
the routes to be followed and restricting the types of vehicles 
to be used, and if any person affected by the order fails to 
comply with the provisions thereof or with any directions 
given thereunder he shall be guilty of a summary offence 
against these regulations.” 
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3. Regulation 14a shall be amended as follows :— 

(1) After the words “‘ His Majesty’s forces” there shall 
be inserted the words “or of the forces of any of His 
Majesty’s Allies ” ; 

(2) For the words “ from one part of the United Kingdom 
to another” there shall be substituted the words ‘ from 
one part of Great Britain to another or from one part of 
Ireland to another.” 


4. For paragraph (c) of Regulation 27 the following paragraph 
shall be substituted :— 

(c) Spread reports or make statements intended or 
likely to prejudice the recruiting of persons to serve in any 
of His Majesty’s forces, or in any body of persons enrolled 
for employment under the Army Council or Air Council 
or entered for service under the direction of the Admiralty, 
or in any police force or fire brigade, or to prejudice the 
training, discipline or administration of any such force, 
body or brigade; or. 


5. In Regulation 31 after the words “ parts of military arms ” 
there shall be inserted the words “ military equipment” and 
after the word “ ammunition ” there shall be inserted the words 
“ or components thereof.” 

6. In Regulation 33 for the words “ dock harbour “ there shall 
be substituted the words “ dock or harbour”; after the words “in 
possession of ” there shall be inserted the words “ or have under 
his control”: after the word “ firearms ” there shall be inserted 
the words “military arms, military equipment,” and after the 
words “or ammunition” there shall be inserted the words “ or 
parts or components thereof.” 

7. In Regulation 33a for the words “ or military arms ” there 
shall be substituted the words “ military arms military equip- 
ment, or ammunition or parts or components thereof.”

Prohibition) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation or Order in 
Council made under Section 8 of the Customs and Inland Revenue 
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Act, 1879, as amended by the Act now in recital, may, whilst a 
state of war exists, be varied or added to by an Order made by the 
Lords of the Council on the recommendation of the Board of 
Trade : 


And whereas it is provided by Section 2 of the Customs 
(Exportation Restriction) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation made 
under Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, may, 
whether the Proclamation was made before or after the passing 
of the Act now in recital, be varied or added to, whilst a state of 
war exists, by an Order made by the Lords of the Council on 
the recommendation of the Board of Trade: 


And whereas by a Proclamation, dated the 10th day of May, 
1917, and made under Section 8 of the Customs and Inland 
Revenue Act, 1879, and Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms 
Act, 1900, and Section 1 of the Customs (Exportation Prohibition) 
Act, 1914, the exportation from the United Kingdom of certain 
articles to certain or all destinations was prohibited : 

And whereas by subsequent Orders of Council the said 
Proclamation was amended and added to in certain particulars : 

And whereas there was this day read at the Board a recom- 
mendation from the Board of Trade to the following effect :— 

That the Proclamation, dated the 10th day of May, 1917, 
as amended and added to by subsequent Orders of Council, 
should be further amended by making the following amend-

Nore (1).—All persons or firms resident, carrying on business or being 
in the United Kingdom are prohibited from having, with any person or firm 
mentioned in this List, or in any List issued under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, any dealings other than such as are 
expressly authorised by paragraph 5 of the Proclamation. A List (The 
Consolidated List, No. 46a) consolidating all previous Lists, was published. 
on the Ist February, 1918, which together with List No. 47 of 15th February, 
1918, List No. 48 of Ist March, 1918, and the List herewith annexed, 
contains all the names which up to this date are included in the Statutory 
List. 

Additions to and variations in these Lists will be published at intervals 
approximately of two weeks. 

The Lists are published in the London Gazette and reproduced in the 
Board of Trade Journal, and separate copies of all Lists may be obtained 
at a small cost from the Superintendent of Publications, His Majesty's 
Stationery Office, Imperial House, Kingsway, W.C. 

Nore (2).—Where a person or firm mentioned in the List has more than 
one address in the country, or group of countries under which the name of 
the person or firm appears, all dealings in that country, or in any country 
in the group, with such person or firm are prohibited, even in cases where 
one only of the addresses or one only of the countries is specifically 
mentioned. 


Nore (3).—Trading is prohibited under the Trading with the Enemy 
Proclamations of 25th June, and 10th November, 1915, with any person, 
or firm of enemy nationality resident or carrying on business in China, Siam, 
Persia, Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese Kast Africa. Persons or firms in 
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the United Kingdom are therefore prohibited from trading with any 
person or firm of enemy nationality in any of those countries, even though 
such person or firm is not mentioned by name in the Statutory List. 


Note (4).—In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export trade 
owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, the 
Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of non- 
enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned in 
the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for individual firms on the 
Lists, without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. ‘The Depart- 
ment is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His Majesty's 
Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. When 
the applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to undertake 
to pay the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly 
facilitate the work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants in making 
enquiries would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes 
are required. General enquiries for new connections abrvuad should be 
addressed to The Comptroller General, Department of Overseas Trade 
(Development and Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C, 2. 


Nore (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty’s Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List.

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TRADING WITH THE ENEMY—AMENDMENTS TO 
BLACK LIST. 
Wuereas His Majesty has been pleased, in exercise of the 


power in that behalf conferred on Him by Section one, sub-sec- 
tion one, of the Trading with the Enemy (Extension of Powers) 
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Act, 1915, by divers Proclamations, and in particular by a Pro-

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 


AMENDMENTS. 

Wuereas by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-eighth day 
of November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty was 
pleased to make regulations (called the ‘‘ Defence of the Realm 
Regulations ”) under the Defence of the Realm Consolidation Act, 
1914, for securing the public safety and the defence of the realm : 

And whereas the said Act has been amended by the Defence 
of the Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, the Defence of the Realm 
(Amendment) (No. 2) Act, 1915, and the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, and other enactments : 

And whereas the said regulations have been amended by 
various subsequent Orders in Council : 

And whereas it is expedient further to amend the said regula- . 
tions in manner hereinafter appearing : 

1. In Regulation 2 after the word ‘“‘ manufacture ” there shall 
be inserted the word “ use.” 

2. In Regulation 13a after the words “ any offence as a prosti- 
tute” there shall be inserted the words “ or of an offence under 
Regulation 40D.” 
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3. In Regulation 31 the words “ military equipment ” and the 
words ‘‘ or components thereof ” shall be omitted, and after the 
words ‘‘ explosive substance ’’ there shall be inserted the words 
“ or bring into Ireland any military equipment or component parts 
of ammunition.” 


4. After Regulation 40c the following regulation shall be 
inserted :— 


40p. No woman who is suffering from venereal disease in 
a communicable form shall have sexual intercourse with any 
member of His Majesty’s forces or solicit or invite any 
member of His Majesty’s forces to have sexual intercourse 
with her. 


If any woman acts in contravention of this regulation 
she shall be guilty of a summary offence against these regula- 
tions. 

A woman charged with an offence under this regulation 
shall if she so requires be remanded for a period (not less 
than a week) for the purpose of such medical examination as 
may be requisite for ascertaining whether she is suffering 
from such a disease as aforesaid. 

The defendant shall be informed of her right to be 
remanded as aforesaid and that she may be examined by her 
own Doctor or by the Medical Officer of the Prison. 

In this regulation the expression ‘‘ Venereal disease ” 
means syphilis, gonorrhea, or soft chancre. 


5. In Regulation 42 after the word ‘‘ attempts ” there shall be 
inserted the words ‘‘ or does any act calculated or likely ” and after 
the words ‘‘ His Majesty’s forces ’’ there shall be inserted the words 
“or any of the forces of any of His Majesty’s Allies.” 


6. After Regulation 45z the following regulations shall be 
inserted :— 

45r. For facilitating the enforcement by His Majesty’s 
Allies of discipline amongst such of their naval or military 
forces as may for the time being be within the United 
Kingdom the following provisions shall have effect :— 

(1) It is hereby declared that, subject to any general or 
special agreement, the naval and military authorities and 
courts of an Ally may exercise in relation to the members of 
any naval or military force of that Ally who may for the 
time being be in the United Kingdom all such powers as are 
conferred on them by the law of that Ally. 


(2) The Admiralty or Army Council may make orders 
authorising the arrest and custody of members of any force of 
an Ally alleged to have been guilty of offences, and, subject 
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to any such agreement as aforesaid, the handing over of such 
persons to the proper naval or military authority of the Ally 
whether within or outside the United Kingdom for the 
purpose of being dealt with (whether within or without the 
United Kingdom) by the naval or military authorities or 
courts of the Ally according to the law of the Ally. 


(3) A competent naval or military authority may on the 
application of the proper naval or military authority of an 
Ally issue an order requiring any person not being a member 
of any naval or military force of that Ally, subject to the 
payment or tender of the reasonable expenses of his attend- 
ance, to attend as a witness and give evidence or to produce 
documents before a naval or military court of the Ally in 
the United Kingdom or before any person duly authorised to 
take evidence in the United Kingdom in connection with 
any proceedings before a naval or military court of the Ally, 
and if any person fails without reasonable excuse to comply 
with any of the provisions of the order he shall be guilty 
of an offence against these regulations. 


(4) Where a person not being a member of a naval or 
military force of an Ally is guilty of any contempt towards 
a naval or military court of that Ally in the United Kingdom 
by using insulting or threatening language, or by causing 
any interruption or disturbance in its proceedings, or by 
printing observations or using words calculated to influence 
members of or witnesses before such court, or to bring it into 
disrepute, he shall be guilty of an offence against these 
regulations. 


(5) Where a person not being a member of a naval or 
military force of an Ally when examined in the United 
Kingdom before any naval or military court of that Ally, 
or before any person duly authorised to take evidence in 
connection with any proceedings before such a court, wilfully 
gives false evidence he shall be guilty of an offence against 
these regulations, but nothing in this provision shall prejudice 
any liability under the Perjury Act, 1911, or in Scotland 
or Ireland at common law. 


(6) It shall be lawful for a member of a naval or military 
court of an Ally, or any person duly authorised to take 
evidence in connection with any proceedings before such 
court, to administer oaths to witnesses. 


(7) If any person not being a member of a naval or 
military force of an Ally procures or persuades a member 
of such force to desert or absent himself without leave, or 
knowingly aids or assists a member of such force about to 
desert or absent himsclf without leave, or knowingly 
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conceals a deserter or absentee without leave from such 
force, or aids or assists him in concealing himself, or aids 
or assists in his rescue, that person shall be guilty of an 
offence against these regulations, and for the purposes of 
this provision shall be deemed to have had knowledge unless 
he proves that he had not knowledge. 


(8) If a person not being a member of a naval or military 
force of an Ally— 
(a) buys, exchanges, takes in pawn, or detains; or 
(6) solicits or entices a member of such force to sell, 
exchange, pawn or give away; or 


(c) assists or acts for a member of such force in selling, 
pawning, or making away with 

any arms, ammunition, equipment or clothing of any 
member of such force or any stores belonging to or in 
charge of any such force, that person shall be guilty of an 
offence against these regulations, unless he proves either that 
he acted in ignorance of the same being the arms, ammuni- 
tion, equipment or clothing of a member of such force or 
being such stores as aforesaid, or that the same was sold by 
the order or with the consent of the proper naval or military 
authority of that Ally. 

(9) Any sentence passed in the United Kingdom on a 
member of a naval or military force of an Ally by a naval 
or military court of an Ally in accordance with the laws 
of the Ally may be executed according to the tenour thereof 
within the United Kingdom, and if the sentence involves 
the detention of any person in custody that person whilst 
in custody in pursuance of the sentence shall be deemed 
to be in legal custody, and any sentence passed on such a 
man by such a court shall be deemed to be in accordance 
with the law and to be within the jurisdiction of the court 
and the court shall be deemed to have been properly 
constituted. 

(10) For the purposes of the foregoing provisions the 
expression ‘“ proper naval or military authority ” includes 
such members of their naval or military forces as the 
Government of the Allied State appoint for the purposes as 
aforesaid and different members may be appointed for 
different purposes.

ROYAL MARINE LABOUR CORPS—PAY AND 
ALLOWANCES FOR OFFICERS AND MEN. 


WHEREAS we are of opinion that Pay and Allowances at special 
rates should be paid to Officers and Men of the Naval Labour 
Companies serving in France who have been transferred from the 
Army Service Corps to the Royal Marines as the Royal Marine 
Labour Corps : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty

Note (3).-—Trading is prohibited under the Trading with the Enemy 
Proclamations of 25th June, and 10th November, 1915, with any person 
or firm of enemy nationality resident or carrying on business in China, Siam, 
Persia, Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese East Africa. Persons or firms in 
the United Kingdom are therefore prohibited from trading with any 
person or firm of enemy nationality in any of those countries, even though 
such person or firm is not mentioned by name in the Statutory List. 


Nore (4).—In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export trade 
owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, the 
Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of non- 
enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned in 
the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department. and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for indiridual firms on the 
Lists, without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. The Depart- 
ment is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His Majesty's 
Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. When 
the applicant. wishes this done by telegraph he is required to undertake 
to pay the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly 
facilitate the work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants in making 
enquiries would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes 
are required. General enquiries for new connections abroad should be 
addressed to The Comptroller General, Department of Overseas Trade 
(Devdopment and Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, London, B.C. 2. 


Nore (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty's Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues of 
the List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notitied to His Majesty’s Ambassador at 
Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 
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Nore (6).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as ‘* Handel Maatschappy ” (Trading Company) or ‘* Naamlooze 
Venootschap " (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the firm under its proper name followed 
by the general descriptive term ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy ” or ‘* Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (N.V.) as in the case of an English company. For instance 
Handel Maatschappy vanden Berg & Company, and Naamlooze Venoots- 
chap de Komeet v/h Dumohccau Fréres will be found under ‘“ Berg” and 
“ Komeet ” respectively, and not under ‘‘ Handel” or ‘* Naamlooze.”

CUSTOMS (EXPORTATION PROHIBITION) ACT, 1914— 
AMENDMENTS. 


WuerEaS it is provided by Section 2 of the Customs (Exportation 
Prohibition) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation or Order in 
Council made under Section 8 of the Customs and Inland Revenue 
Act, 1879, as amended by the Act now in recital, may, whilst a 
state of war exists, be varied or added to by an Order made by the 
Lords of the Council on the recommendation of the Board of 
Trade : 


And whereas it is provided by Section 2 of the Customs 
(Exportation Restriction) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation made 
under Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, may, 
whether the Proclamation was made before or after the passing 
of the Act now in recital, be varied or added to, whilst a state 
of war exists, by an Order made by the Lords of the Council on 
the recommendation of the Board of Trade : 


And whereas by a Proclamation, dated the 10th day of May, 
1917, and made under Section 8 of the Customs and Inland 
Revenue Act, 1879, and Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms 
Act, 1900, and Section 1 of the Customs (Exportation Prohibition) 
Act, 1914, the exportation from the United Kingdom of certain 
articles to certain or all destinations was prohibited : 


And whereas by subsequent Orders of Council the said 
Proclamation was amended and added to in certain particulars :

Nore (1).—All persons or firms resident, carrying on business or being 
in the United Kingdom are prohibited from having, with any person or firm 
mentioned in this List, or in any List issued under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, any dealings other than such as are 
expressly authorised by paragraph 5 of the Proclamation. A List (The Con- 
solidated List, No. 514) consolidating all previous Lists up to and includ - 
ing that of the 5th April, 1918, is in press and will shortly be published. 
This Consolidated List, together with the List herewith annexed, contains 
all the names which up to this date are included in the Statutory List. 

Additions to and variations in these Lists will be published at intervals 
approximately of two weeks.

Note (2).—-Where a person or firm mentioned in the List has more than

Nore (3).—Trading is prohibited under the Trading withthe Enemy 
Proclamations of 25th June, and 10th November, 1915, with any person or 
firm of enemy nationality resident or carrying on business in China, Siam. 
Persia, Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese East Africa. Persons or firms in 
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the United Kingdom are therefore prohibited from trading with any 
person or firm of enemy nationality in any of those countries, even though 
such person or firm is not mentioned by name in the Statutory List. 


Nore (4).—In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export trade 
owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, the 
Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of non- 
enemy firms who may be able to act. as substitutes for firms mentioned in 
the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for individual firms on 
the Lists, without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. The 
Department is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His 
Majesty's Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. 
When the applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to under- 
take to pay the cust of wlegraphic correspondence. Lt would greatly 
facilitate the work of the Foreign ‘rade Department if applicants in making 
enquiries would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes 
are required, General enquiries for new connections abroad shonld be 
wltressed to The Comptroller General, Department of Overseas Trade 
\Derelopment and Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, London, #.C. 2. 


Note (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on tho 
day of issue, to His Majesty's Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abruad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues 
of the List as they appear. ‘The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notitied to His Majesty's Ambassudor at. 
Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


Nore (6).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as ‘* Handel Maatschappy © (‘Trading Company) or Naamlooze 
Venootschap * (Limited Liability Company).

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 
AMENDMENTS. 
Wuergas by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-eighth 


day of November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty 
was pleased to make regulations (called the “ Defence of the Realm 
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Regulations ’’) under the Defence of the Realm Consolidation Act, 
1914, for securing the public safety and the defence of the realm : 


And whereas the said Act has been amended by the Defence 
of the Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, the Defence of the Realm 
(Amendment) (No. 2) Act, 1915, and the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, and other enactments : 

And whereas the said regulations have been amended by 
various subsequent Orders in Council : 

And whereas it is expedient further to amend the said 
regulations in manner hereinafter appearing : 

Regulation 14B shall be amended as follows :— 

(1) In the fourth paragraph after the words “ deportation 
of aliens”? there shall be inserted the words ‘‘or any 
committee specially appointed by the Secretary of State 
for the purposes of this regulation.” 

(2) After the fourth paragraph (ending with the words 
“high judicial office”) the following paragraph shall be 
inserted :— 

“In any area in respect of which the operation of 
Section one of the Defence of the Realm (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1915, is for the time being suspended, 
this regulation shall apply in relation to any person 
who is suspected of acting or having acted or of 
being about to act in a manner prejudicial to the 
public safety of the defence of the realm, as it 
applies in relation to persons of hostile origin or 
association.” 

(3) In the fifth paragraph after the word ‘ Scotland ”

NAVAL COURTS - MARTIAL — REVISED GENERAL 
ORDERS REGULATING THE PROCEDURE AND 
PRACTICE. 


WHEREAS there was this day read at the Board a Report of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, dated the 14th day of 
February, 1918, in the words following :— 

“Your Magesty having been pleased, by Your Order in Council 
of the 5th day of February, 1918, to refer unto this Committee 
a Memorial of the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, dated 
the 17th day of January, 1918, humbly recommending that 
Your Majesty would be graciously pleased, by Your Order in 
Council, to direct that the General Orders for regulating the 
Procedure and Practice of Naval Courts-Martial sanctioned by 
Your Majesty’s Order in Council of the 7th day of July, 1916, 
should be cancelled, and the Revised General Orders annexed 
to the said Memorial substituted in lieu thereof, and likewise to 
refer unto this Committee in accordance with the provisions 
of the Naval Discipline Act, 1866, the said Revised General 
Orders, to consider the same and report their opinion to Your 
Majesty : 

“The Lords of the Committee in obedience to Your Majesty’s 
said Order of Reference have taken the said Memorial and the 
said Revised General Orders into consideration, and Their Lord- 
ships do this day agree humbly to report to Your Majesty, as their 
opinion, that the General Orders for regulating the Procedure and 
Practice of Naval Courts-Martial sanctioned by Your Majesty's 
Order in Council of the 7th day of July, 1916, ought to be 
cancelled, and that the Kevised General Orders annexed to this 
Report ought to be substituted in lieu thereof.”

Now, therefore, His Majesty, having taken the said Report 
into consideration, is pleased, by and with the advice of His 
Privy Council, to approve thereof, and to order, as it is hereby 
ordered, that the General Orders for regulating the Procedure 
and Practice of Naval Courts-Martial sanctioned by His Majesty's 
Order in Council of the 7th day of July, 1916, be, and the same 
are hereby, cancelled, and that the Revised General Orders 
hereunto annexed be, and the same are hereby, substituted in 
lieu thereof. 
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REVISED GENERAL ORDERS REGULATING THE 
PROCEDURE AND PRACTICE OF NAVAL 
COURTS-MARTIAL. 


PROCEDURE PREPARATORY TO TRIAL. 


WHERE A SPECIFIC CHARGE Is Maps. 


663. An application for the trial by Court-Martial of any 
person on any charge shall be made as follows. There shall be 
forwarded to the Convening Authority through the usual channels 
a letter, herein-after called the Circumstantial Letter, reporting 
the circumstances on which the charge or charges are founded in 
the order of their occurrence, and in sufficient detail to show 
the real nature and extent of the offence; when words con- 
stitute the substance of the offence, they are to be fully and 
exactly set out. The letter is not to refer in any way to the 
previous character or conduct of the offender, nor contain any 
reference to facts prejudicial to him other than such as bear 
directly on the charges. 

604, There shall also be forwarded at the same time as the 
Circumstantial Letter a further letter enclosing :— 


(a) The charge or charges drawn in accordance with the 
prescribed forms in the very words in which the offence is 
described in the section of the Naval Discipline Act under 
which it falls. 


(6) A list of witnesses for the Prosecution. 
(c) A Summary of Evidence in support of the Charges. 
And when the offender is below the rank of subordinate 
officer, 

(d) A certified extract of all entries of offences and 
punishments in Conduct Book, or Company Conduct Sheet 
in the case of a Marine, prior to the date of the offence 
charged, but subsequent to his joining his present ship, 
and a Conduct Sheet, or the corresponding part of a 
Company Conduct Sheet in the case of a Marine, with his 
character assessed from the previous 3lst December to 
the date of the offence with which he may be charged, 
but excluding all consideration of it. 


(e) A certified copy of the offender’s Certificate of 
Service. 


665. An accused person, for whose trial by Court-Martial an 
application has been made, shall be afforded full opportunity of 
preparing his defence, and of free communication with his 
witnesses, or with any adviser whom he may wish to consult. 
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(2) Unless the person charged desires to conduct his own 
case, he may have a person or persons to assist him during the 
trial, whether an Officer, legal adviser, or any other person. In 
case an accused person below the rank of Officer should not 
obtain the help of anyone for that purpose, it is to be considered 
part of the ordinary duty of the Officer of his division, or 
detachment if he is a Marine, to watch the case on his behalf. 
and assist him should he desire it. 


(3) In the event of the Officer of the division or detachment 
being a witness for the Prosecution, or unavailable, or ineligible 
for the duty for any other reason, the Captain is t> direct another 
Officer t assist the accuses. 


WHERE NO SPECIFIC CHARGE IS MADE. 


666. The Convening Authority may, subject to any Orders 
from time to time made by the Admiralty, on his own motion 
issue a Warrant in the prescribed form in accordance with the 
provisions of Sections 91, 92 and 93 of the Naval Discipline 
Act, convening a Court-Martial to inquire into the cause of the 
wreck, loss, destruction, or capture of one of His Majesty's 
Ships. 

(2) No Circumstantial Letter shall be necessary, but if the 
Convening Authority shall have received from the Commanding 
Officer, or from the senior surviving Officer of such ship, a report 
of the circumstances of the loss, &c., such report shall be sent 
with the Warrant to the President of the Court. 

(3) The Convening Authority shall appoint a Prosecutor 
and shall send to him a copy of the report, if any, of the loss. 
&c., of the ship. 


(4) The Prosecutor shall on receipt of the report, and after 
having taken a statement of evidence from such of the survivors 
and other persons as he may consider desirable, or read statements 
of evidence taken from them, prepare questions in reference to 
the loss, &c., and the conduct of the Officers and men upon 
which the opinion of the court is desired. He shall, not less 
than twenty-four hours before the commencement of the trial. 
deliver a copy of such questions to the President, to the senior 
surviving Officer or man, and to any other Officer or man among 
the survivors whose conduct in relation to or after the said 
loss, &c., is specially in question. 

(5) The Prosecutor shall call before the Court and examine 
such witnesses as he may think necessary for the purposes of 
elucidating the circumstances of the loss, &c¢., of the ship, but 
this shall not prevent the Court from further examining such 
witnesses, or from recalling any witness when and so often as it 
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may think desirable, or from calling any other person as a witness 
whose evidence the Court may consider desirable. 

(6) At the conclusion of the evidence called by the Prosecutor 
he may. if he thinks fit. amend the questions submitted to the 
Court or add new questions suggested by the evidence which 
shall have been given during the trial, and shall deliver copies 
of the amended or additional questions to the Court. and to the 
persons to whom he has delivered copies of the original questions, 
and to any other surviving Officer or man implicated by such 
further questions. All such persons shall have the right to recall 
any witnesses for the purpose of cross-examination by them, 
to call any other witnesses, and to submit to the Court any 
statement in defence they may desire to make before it is cleared 
to consider the Finding. 


(7) The Finding of the Court shall consist of its answers to 
the questions submitted to it by the Prosecutor. together with a 
narrative of the circumstances attending the loss, &c., in which 
is to be stated the opinion of the Court as to the conduct of the 
Officers and men on the occasion of the loss, &c. Hf the Court 
shall be of opinion that all or any of the survivors are not to 
blame, it shall formally acquit them. 


(8) If the Court shall be of opinion that the conduct of any 
person in relation to or subsequent to the loss, &e., deserves 
censure, the Finding shall state in what respect blame is 
attributable to such person, and whether his conduct amounts to 
an offence under any, and if so what. section of the Naval 
Discipline Act. [f such person has, in the opinion of the Court, 
committed no offence he shall be formally acquitted, but if the 
Court shall be of opinion that he has committed an offence, it 
shall proceed as directed in Articles 697, 698 and 699 in applying 
the provisions of which they shall be construed as if the words 
“any Officer or member of the crew of any of His Majesty's 
Sbips wrecked, lost. captured or destroyed, to whom blame is 
attributable ” were substituted for the word “ accused.” 


Duties OF THE CONVENING AUTHORITY, 


667. When it is proposed to try a person on any charge, the 
Convening Authority shall not order a Court-Martial to assemble 
until he shall have satisfied himself that the Charges are correct 
and sufficient. and that they are properly framed and carefully 
drawn up, and until he has also satisfied himself that the 
evidence, if uncontradicted or unexplained, will probably suffice 
to ensure a conviction. 


(2) The Convening Authority shall issue to the Officer 
appointed by him to preside at the Court-Martial a Warrant 
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under his hand in the prescribed form, directing him to assemble 
a Court-Martial, and shall, when the Court-Martial is appointed 
to try any person on any charge, transmit to the President the 
Circumstantial Letter and the Charge or Charges with the 
Warrant. 


668. In any case the Convening Authority, if Commander- 
in-Chief of any fleet or squadron, may, in the absence of the 
Judge-Advocate of the Fleet or his Deputy, and in default of 
any appointment in that behalf by the Admiralty, by Warrant 
under his hand in the prescribed form, appoint a person to 
officiate as Deputy Judge-Advocate at the trial, and shall (except 
when the trial is to be held under Section 91 and 92 of the Naval 
Discipline Act) send him a copy of the Charge and of the 
Circumstantial Letter, and shall forward to him (or to the 
President for him) in all cases the documents mentioned in 
Article 664 (6) and (c), and in case of the trial of an Officer, the 
list of Officers who have been tried by Court-Martial, or a 
certified extract therefrom, and in the case of the trial of a person 
below the rank of subordinate Officer, the documents mentioned 
in Article 664 (d) and (e). 

(2) The Convening Authority, or, in his absence, the Senior 
Naval Officer present, shall, by Warrant under his hand in the 
prescribed form, appoint a Provost Marshal to take the accused 
into his custody and safely keep him until he shall have been 
delivered in due course of law. 


(3) It is the duty of the Captain of the ship to which the 
accused belongs in ordinary cases to act as Prosecutor, but if 
for any reason it is undesirable or impossible for the Captain or 
Executive Officer of that ship to conduct the Prosecution, the 
Convening Authority shall appoint a competent person to 
undertake the duty. 


CONSTITUTION AND SUMMONING OF THE CotuRT. 


669. Whenever a Court-Martial is ordered, such timely 
notice as may be practicable, and which as a general rule, should 
be not less than 24 hours, shall be given in General Orders or 
by Signal to the ships present, so that the proper Officers 
may be prepared to attend at the place and hour appointed. 
The names of the President and of the Officers whose presence 
it is anticipated will be required are at the same time to be made 
known, and after such notice no Officer junior to the President 
of a rank eligible to sit as a Member is to proceed on leave of 
absence without the express authority of the Officer ordering 
the Court-Martial, or of the Senior Officer present. 


(2) On the morning of the day appointed for the Court-Martial 
to be held the Commander-in-Chief or Senior Officer present shall 
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send to the President a list of the Officers who are eligible and 
may be required to sit as Members notifying if there be any 
whose attendance is not attainable by reason of the exigencies 
of the public service. This list is also to give the names of any 
Officers absent on leave. 


(3) The Commander-in-Chief or Senior Officer present shall, 
by signal, order the President to make a signal not less than 
one hour before the time appointed for the Court-Martial to 
assemble, summoning the Officers junior to himself present at 
the place where the Court-Martial shall be held, to sit thereon, 
which latter signal shall be deemed to be a compliance with 
Section 58 (16) of the Naval Discipline Act. 


670. Officers whose duty it may be to attend as Members of 
a Court-Martial shall sit only in the confirmed rank they hold in 
the Service, notwithstanding they may be borne on the books 
of the ships to which they may respectively belong in a superior 
rank, but Commodores when not acting in conjunction with 
Senior Captains shall sit as Commodores, otherwise as Captains 
only. 

(2) Any Officer who, on promotion, may not be re-appointed 
in the higher rank by the Admiralty, but who may temporarily 
retain his appointment in the lower rank, shall sit at Courts 
Martial in the rank from which he was promoted, but senior 
of that rank; if, however, two or more Officers promoted to 
the same rank and similarly circumstanced be present, they 
shall sit in the order in which they stood on the official list in 
their lower rank. 


(3) Officers on the Reserved, Retired, Emergency or Supple- 
mentary Lists of the Royal Navy, if on full pay, shall sit at 
Courts-Martial in the order in which they take rank and command, 
but if holding acting rank they shall sit in the order in which they 
would have taken rank and command if they had not been 
granted acting rank. 


671. A Member of a Court who may have been absent during 
any part of the trial of an accused person can take no further 
part in the trial, but the Court will not be affected except as 
provided by Section 60 of the Naval Discipline Act. 


Duties oF THE PRESIDENT. 


672. If the President appoints a person to officiate as Deputy 
Judge-Advocate, he shall forward to him with the Warrant, a 
copy of the charge or charges and Circumstantial Letter. 

(2) In every case in which any person is about to be tried 
on any charge the President shall satisfy himself that the accused 
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has been furnished, at the earliest possible moment with a copy 
of the Charge Sheet and of the Circumstantial Letter, a List of 
Witnesses for the Prosecution, and a notice that it is competent 
for him to give evidence on his own behalf. 


(3) If, in pressing circumstances, where delay would be very 
inconvenient to the public service, the above-mentioned docu- 
ments shall not have been furnished to the accused 24 hours 
before trial, this fact shall be recorded in the Minutes of the 
Proceedings, together with a statement of the pressing circum- 
stances which prevented their being so furnished. 


(4) Notwithstanding anything herein contained, in the case 
of mutiny the trial may take place immediately after the 
commission of the offence. 


(5) The President shall appoint an Officer to be Officer of the 
Court, and shall give him such orders as may be necessary for 
the due transaction of the business of the Court. 


(6) The President shall be responsible for the due constitution 
of the Court and for the trial being conducted in accordance 
with the provisions of the Naval Discipline Act in force for the 
time being, with the General Orders framed thereunder and with 
any supplementary orders given by the Admiralty. 


(7) In the event of there being no Prosecutor, the Court and 
the Judge-Advocate* shall ask such questions of the witnesses 
as may be necessary to bring the whole case fully before the 
Court. 


Dvties OF THE JUDGE-ADVOCATE.* 


673. The Judge-Advocate shall give notice in writing to the 
accused of the time and date of the trial, and that it is competent 
for him to give evidence on his own behalf. He shall also cause 
the accused to be furnished with a copy of the Charges, Cireum- 
stantial Letter, the List of Witnesses for the Prosecution, and, if 
the Prosecutor should at a later stage desire to call any further 
witnesses, the Judge-Advocate shall give the accused immediate 
notice of his intention to do so. He shall also inform the accused 
that any witnesses whom he may desire to call shall be summoned. 
on his behalf, and shall inform the President that he has | 
performed these duties. The Judge-Advocate shall inform the 
Prosecutor of the date and time of the Court-Martial and request 
him to forward certified copies (in the case of an Officer) of any 
of the documents mentioned in Article 698 (a) (ii), and (in the 
case of a person below the rank of subordinate officer) of the 


* The title ‘‘ Judge-Advocate”’ includes the Deputy Judge-Advocate 
of the Fleet or the person appointed to ofticiate as Deputy Judye- 
Advocate at the trial (Article 672). 
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documents mentioned in Article 698 (6) (i). He shall also forward 
to the Prosecutor a copy of the charges if the charges submitted 
have been amended by the Convening Authority. 


(2) The Judge-Advocate shall take the necessary steps to 
procure the attendance of the witnesses whom the Prosecutor 
or the accused may desire to call, and whose attendance can 
reasonably be procured, serving them with a summons in the 
prescribed form under Section 66 of the Naval Discipline Act. 
Should it appear that any witness has been summoned without 
due cause, the person requiring the attendance of such witness 
may, at the discretion of the Admiralty at home, or Commander- 
in-Chief abroad, be required to refund the cost of such attendance. 
Without prejudice to this provision, the payment of reasonable 
expenses of the witnesses not subject to the Naval Discipline 
Act, who may have been summoned to give evidence at a Court- 
Martial, shall be made by the Judge-Advocate, who shall be 
repaid under the direction of the President by the Accountant 
Officer of the Flag or Senior Officer’s ship at the port where 
the Court-Martial may be assembled; and the Judge-Advocate 
shall report to the Secretary of the Admiralty the particulars 
of all such payments when the Minutes of the Proceedings are 
forwarded, or as soon after as may be. 


(3) Atall times after the Judge-Advocate has been appointed, 
the Prosecutor and the accused shall, if they ask for it, be entitled 
to his opinion on any question of law relating to the charge or 
trial, subject, should he be in Court, to the permission of the 
Court. 


Whether consulted or not, he shall inform the Convening 
Authority and the Court of any informality or defect in the charge 
or charges or in the constitution of the Court. 


(4) The Judge-Advocate shall, whether his opinion is asked 
or not, advise the Court to the utmost of his knowledge and 
ability, not only on questions relating to Naval Law and to the 
procedure of Courts-Martial, as they arise, but also on every 
question of doubt or difficulty with reference to Common and 
Statute Law, to the law and rules of evidence, and to the rules 
and regulations of the Service generally. 

Any information, advice, or opinion, given to the Court 


on any matter before it, shall be entered in the Proceedings, if 
he. or the Court, desire it. 


(5) The Judge-Advocate shall maintain an entirely impartial 
position. He shall not act as Prosecutor. He shall take care 
that the accused does not suffer any disadvantage in consequence 
of his position or of his ignorance, or of his incapacity to examine 
OF cross-examine witnesses, or of any other cause, and for that 
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purpose, with the permission of the Court, he may call witnesses 
and put such questions to any witness as may appear necessary 
to elicit the truth. 


(6) The Judge-Advocate shall be responsible for the due 
recording of the Minutes in the prescribed form. He or the 
shorthand writer shall take down in writing and number con- 
secutively the questions put to, and the answers given by each 
witness, and shall read the same in the hearing of the witness, 
when required to do so, in order that any mistake may be 
corrected. No erasures are to be made in the Minutes, and all 
corrections or interlineations are to be verified by his initials. 


PROCEDURE AT THE TRIAL. 


674. Except as hereinafter provided, all persons, other than 
those who may be summoned to give evidence, shall be admitted 
to the place where the Court-Martial is being held. Provided 
always that during the period of the present war upon the 
production by the Prosecutor before the trial commences of a 
certificate under the hand of the Secretary of the Admiralty 
that it is in the interests of the national safety or upon an 
application made on the like grounds by the Prosecutor at any 
time after the Members of the Court have been sworn, that all 
or any portion of the public should be excluded during the 
whole or any part of the trial,* the Court may in its discretion 
make an order to that effect, but the sentence shall be pronounced 
in open Court. The fact of any such application being made, 
and the order of the Court thereon, shall be recorded in the 
Minutes of the Proceedings. 


*Such application to be heard and determined after the 
exclusion and in the absence of the public. 


675. As soon as the Court has been assembled the accused 
shall be brought in and the Prosecutor and audience admitted. 
The Judge-Advocate shall read the Warrant for assembling the 
Court, and the names of the Ofticers whose attendance is stated 
in the list furnished under Article 669 (2) not to be attainable, 
together with the reasons for their absence. 


(2) The Judge-Advocate shall read the names of the Officers 
composing the Court, and shall ask the Prosecutor whether he 
objects to any of them. 


(3) If the Prosecutor shall have made no objection, or after 
any objection made by the Prosecutor has been disposed of, 
the Judge-Advocate shall ask the accused if he objects to any 
Member of the Court. 
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The following provisions shall apply to the case of objections both 
by the Prosecutor and the accused :— 


(4) Neither the Prosecutor not the accused can object to the 
Judge-Advocate. 


(5) Any Member may be objected to on any ground which 
affects his competency to act as an impartial judge. 


(6) Objections to Members shall be decided separately, that 
to the Officer lowest in rank being taken first. All the other 
Members, whether objected to or not, shall vote as to the disposal 
of the objection. 


(7) On an objection being allowed, the Member is at once to 
retire, and his place is to be filled up before an objection against 
another Officer is considered. 


(8) Should the President be objected to, and the objection 
be allowed, the Court is to adjourn until a new President has 
been appointed by the Convening Authority. 


(9) Should a Member be objected to on the ground of being 
summoned as a witness, and should it be found that the objection 
has been made in good faith, and that the Officer is to give 
evidence as to facts, and not merely as to character, the objection 
should be allowed, whether made by the Prosecutor or by the 
accused. Should, however, it be found that the Officer was 
summoned to give evidence without a sufficient cause, and merely 
to disqualify him from sitting, the Court is to exercise its 
discretion in regard to allowing the objection. 


676. The Judge-Advocate shall then ask the accused whether 
he has any further objection to make respecting the constitution 
ofthe Court. Should he raise any objection it shall then be decided 
by the Court. 


(2) If the accused should have no further objection to make 
to the constitution of the Court, the Members and the Judge- 
Advocate shall then take the oaths in the manner prescribed by 
the Naval Discipline Act. 


677. The trial shall commence by the Judge-Advocate reading 
the Charge and the Circumstantial Letter. 


678. A person assisting an accused person may advise him 
on all points, and may, by permission of the President, but not 
otherwise, examine him if he desires to give evidence and cross- 
examine the Witnesses for the prosecution and examine those 
for the defence. He may in every case suggest to the accused 
questions to be put to Witnesses, and may read the accused’s 
Defence or Statement in mitigation of Punishment, but he is 
not to address the Court on the facts of the case. , 
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679. The accused shall not be called on to plead to the Charge 
or Charges, but should he voluntarily plead guilty, his plea is 
to be recorded on the Minutes. If the accused pleads guilty, 
he shall be deemed to have admitted the accuracy of all the 
material Statements contained in the Circumstantial Letter. In 
such a case, before the Court proceeds to deliberate on the 
Sentence, the accused may make a Statement in mitigation of 
punishment; if written, it must be signed by himself, and shall 
be read to the Court, and attached to the Proceedings. Should 
this Statement, in the opinion of the Court, amount to a plea of 
‘* Not Guilty,” or should the Court be satisfied by such Statement, 
or by any other means, that the accused does not understand 
the effect of a plea of “ Guilty,” or should the Court be of opinion 
that the circumstances of the case are such that the proper 
Sentence cannot be awarded unless the facts are investigated, 
such plea of ‘Guilty ” is not to be accepted, but the trial is 
to be proceeded with as if the accused had not pleaded. If, 
however, the Statement is, in the opinion of the Court, not 
inconsistent with a plea of “‘ Guilty,” and if the Court is satisfied 
that the accused understands the effect of such a plea, and that 
no further investigation is required, such plea is to be accepted. 


680. If the accused does not voluntarily plead guilty, or if his 
plea of guilty is not accepted, the trial shall proceed, and the 
witnesses for the Prosecution shall be called. No witness whose 
name was not included in the original list of witnesses shall be 
called by the Prosecutor, unless the Judge-Advocate has given 
notice to the accused that he intends to call such witness. 


681. At any time during the trial, should the Court think 
it necessary, or should either the Prosecutor or the accused 
request it on any reasonable ground, an impartial person shall 
be employed to act as interpreter, and sworn in due course. 


(2) At any time during the trial, should the Court think it 
desirable, an impartial person or persons may be employed to 
act as shorthand writer and duly sworn. 


682. Before a person is sworn as interpreter or shorthand 
writer, the accused should be informed of the person whom it is 
proposed to employ, and may object to such person as not being 
impartial; and the Court, should it think such objection 
reasonable, shall not swear that person as interpreter or shorthand 
writer. 


(2) If a shorthand writer is employed, the evidence given by 
a witness shall, when required by the Court or the witness, be 
read over to him by the shorthand writer before the witness 
leaves the Court. 
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(3) The transcript of the Shorthand Writer’s Notes, made and 
signed by him, and certified as such by the Judge-Advocate, 
shall constitute the original Proceedings of the Court. 


683. No witness shall be examined until he has been duly 
sworn. Except as hereinafter provided, the Oath shall be 
administered in the following manner :— 

The person to be sworn shall hold the New Testament, or in 
the case of a Jew the Old Testament, in his uplifted hand, and 
shall say or repeat after the Judge-Advocate the following :— 

If a Witness : 


I swear by Almighty God that in the evidence I shall give before 
the Court on the present trial, I will, whether it be favourable 
or unfavourable to the accused, declare the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth. 


If the Accused : 


I swear by Almighty God that the evidence I shall give on my 
own behalf shall be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth. 

If a Shorthand Writer : 


I swear by Almighty God that I will truly take down, to the 
best of my power, the evidence to be given before this Court- 
Martial, and such other matters as I may be required, and, 
when required, will deliver to the Court a true transcript of 
the same. 


If a Shorthand Writer, and if and when the Court in accordance 
with Article 674 shall have made an order that all or a portion of 
the public shall be excluded during the whole or part of the 
trial : 

I swear by Almighty God that I will truly take down, to the 
best of my power the evidence to be given before this Court- 
Martial, and such other matters as I may be required to 
take down, and, when so required, will deliver to the Court 
a true transcript of the same, and that I will not publish or 
communicate to any person the proceedings or anything 
relating thereto except for the purpose of making the tran- 
script, nor will I disclose to any person anything I may 
learn in the course of the trial, and will, with the transcript, 
deliver up the original shorthand notes. 

If an Interpreter : 


I swear by Almighty God that I will, to the best of my ability 
truly interpret and translate, as I shall be required to do, 
touching the matter before this Court-Martial. 


(2) Any person upon objecting to be sworn on the grounds 
that he has no religious belief, or that the taking of an Oath is 
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contrary to his religious belief, may make his solemn affirmation 
as follows, slowly and distinctly repeating the words after the 
Judge-Advocate :— 


I, A.B., do solemnly, sincerely, and truly declare and affirm 
that . . . . proceeding with the words of 
the Oath prescribed, but not making use of any book. 


684. In all cases where the above forms of Oath are not 
binding on the conscience of the person to be sworn, such person 
shall be sworn in such form as he may declare to be binding on 
his conscience. 


THE ExaMINATION OF WITNESSES. 


685. Witnesses must not be present in Court during any 
part of the Proceedings, unless by permission of the Court, 
except when under examination, and except when the Court 
re-opens for reading the finding and the Sentence. 


(2) The Prosecutor is a competent witness. A Member of 
the Court, whether previously objected to or not by either side, 
is not necessarily disqualified from being examined as a witness 
should it be found in the course of the Proceedings that he can 
give material evidence, but thereafter he is disqualified from 
acting as a Member of the Court, unless his evidence has been 
given after conviction, and has been directed to the good 
character of the accused. 


686. The examination of all witnesses shall be oral, and 
except in the case mentioned in Article 687, shall be taken in 
the presence of the Court. Unless a strong reason to the contrary 
exists, the evidence of witnesses shall be taken at one examination 
in regard to all the charges. 


(2) The examination of all witnesses shall be conducted as 
follows :—First, they shall be examined by the person calling 
them; after which, they may be cross-examined by the opposite 
party should he desire to do so; then re-examined by the person 
calling them, but only on matter arising out of the cross- 
examination; and, finally, examined by the Court and 
Judge-Advocate. 


(3) On the application of the accused, the Court should allow 
his cross-examination of a witness to be postponed, unless it should 
appear that the request has been made for the purpose of 
obstruction. 


(4) In addition to exercising the right of examination above 
conferred, the Court and the Judge-Advocate may put questions 
to any witness at any period of his examination for the purpose of 
elucidating any answers previously given by him. 
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(5) The Court, and the Judge-Advocate with the consent of 
the Court, may at any time during the trial recall a witness; 
and may before the accused gives evidence or is called on for his 
Defence also call and examine any other person touching the 
matter in question, whose evidence the Court may deem necessary 
for the furtherance of the ends of justice. After the close of the 
case for the Defence, they may call and examine any other person 
whose evidence the accused may show to the Court to be material 
in his behalf. 


(5a) After the close of the Defence, the Court may also call 
any Medical Officer whose professional opinion as to the state of 
health or sanity of the accused might aid the Court to arrive at 
a just conclusion as to the measure of his culpability. Such a 
medical witness should not be called to give evidence which could 
be used in reply to the Defence, nor should he be permitted to 
pronounce an opinion as to the guilt or otherwise of the accused. 

(6) The Prosecutor is not bound to call all the witnesses 
whose names are on the list given to the accused, but he shall 
call such of them as the accused may desire to be called, in order 
that the accused may cross-examine them, if he wishes to do so, 
Such witness or witnesses shall be called before the Prosecution 
is finally closed. 

687. If any material witness should be in hospital, or other- 
wise unable from sickness to appear before the Court, the Court 
shall adjourn, and his evidence shall be taken on Oath before a 
Magistrate or Consul, in the presence of the Judge-Advocate, 
of the accused, of the accused’s adviser, should there be one, 
and of the Prosecutor; and full opportunity shall be afforded 
of cross-examining the witness. The Judge-Advocate shall take 
down the evidence, as in the case of other witnesses, and on his 
return to the Court, shall lay before it the evidence which has 
thus been taken, and shall attach it to the Minutes. 


688. Should a question proposed be objected to, the opinion 
of the Court shall be taken, and the question shall be admitted 
or rejected as the majority may decide. The fact of the objection 
being made, the ground thereof, and the decision of the Court 
shall be recorded in the Minutes. 


689. If at any time it appears to the Court that any witness is 
prevaricating in his evidence or behaving with contempt, the 
President shall warn the witness that under Section 66 of the 
Naval Discipline Act he is liable to imprisonment or detention 
for such prevarication or contempt. The fact that this warning 
has been given shall be recorded in the Minutes of Proceedings. 


SpeciaL Directions As TO EvIDENCE IN ALL Cases. 


690. Whenever it is necessary for the purposes of either the 
prosecution or the defence to prove the contents of any voucher, 
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receipt, account, muster, ship’s book, or other document made 
or kept in pursuance of any Act of Parliament, the King’s Regula- 
tions, Admiralty Instructions, or of the Custom of the Service, 
a copy of the same, purporting to be signed and certified as a 
correct copy by the Officer for the time being commanding the 
ship in which the same was made or kept, or by the Secretary 
of the Admiralty, may be received as prima facie evidence of 
such document and of the matters, transactions, and accounts 
therein recorded. 


CuarceEs oF Loss, STRANDING, oR Hazarpine or H.M. Sures. 


(2) If a Court-Martial should be ordered to inquire into the 
loss, stranding, or hazarding of a ship or to try a charge 
arising therefrom, the following procedure is to be observed :— 


(a) The Captain is to produce the ship’s log book and 
deck log book; the rough and fair Engine Room Registers ; 
the chart or charts and sailing directions by which the ship 
was navigated; the last table of compass deviations, the 
subsequent observed deviation of the compass at sea, 
and the compass journal, as directed in Article 1004; the 
Captain’s night order book; and the Navigating Officer’s 
note book and work book. 


(b) The Court is to ascertain whether the proper chart, 
sailing directions, and all hydrographical notices bearing 
on the case had been supplied, and if so, whether they 
had been used; whether the position of the ship had been 
fixed as often as necessary under existing circumstances, 
if not, when it was last ascertained so correctly as to be 
reliable; and whether the courses steered by standard 
compass, the distances run between the time when the 
position of the ship was last correctly ascertained and that 
of the occurrence, were noted in the deck log book and 
whether the regulations contained in Article 982, with 
regard to sounding were carefully observed. The Court 
shall also examine the Compass Journal to ascertain the 
degree of reliance that can be placed on the deviations of 
the standard compass. 


(c) The Court shall direct one or more Navigating or 
other competent officers of ships present to work up the 
ship’s reckoning from the log and the Navigating Officer’s 
note book and work book (Article 1028), and the rough 
and fair engine-room registers, from the time when her 
position was last accurately ascertained (or from such a 
time, and with such details, as the Court may require) 
to the time of her taking, or being in danger of taking, 
the ground; the result is to be delivered to the Court in 
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the prescribed form attested by the signature of such 
Officer or Officers, and he or they are to be sworn, and to 
be subject to cross-examination as to its accuracy. The 
President is to endorse the report as approved if the Court 
concurs, and if not, an expression of its dissent is to be 
added, signed by the President, showing in what respects 
and for what reasons it dissents. The positions of the 
ship, so determined, are to be laid off on the chart by 
which she was navigated, or on a copy or tracing of the 
chart if the original is not available, and also the determined 
position when ashore or in danger, as noted in the log 
book. The rate and direction of the current and of the 
tidal stream, and the time of tide should also, if possible, 
be ascertained, stated, and equally verified on Oath. 

(d) These documents, viz., the report in the prescribed 
form and the prepared chart, as well as an attested copy 
of the ship’s log book and the engine-room register, com- 
mencing from at least 48 hours before the ship took the 
ground or was endangered, if so long from a known 
anchorage, are to accompany the Minutes. 


WHERE No Specific CHARGE Is MapE. 

(3)—(a) The Court may, where no specific charge is made, 
receive in evidence any written statements from persons whose 
attendance cannot be secured for any reason deemed adequate 
by the Court, provided that no person shall be found to blame 
for the wreck, loss, capture, or destruction of the ship by reason 
of the evidence afforded by such reports unless the persons making 
such written statements shall at some time during the trial have 
been sworn, and the person or persons who shall ultimately be 
found to blame shall have had an opportunity of cross-examining 
such persons on Oath. 

(6) Where no specific charge is made any witness who has 
been duly sworn may, if the Court thinks fit, notwithstanding 
anything herein contained, for the purpose of giving his evidence 
read from a written statement previously prepared and signed 
by him which shall thereafter be attached to the Minutes. He 
may be further examined, cross-examined, and re-examined in 
accordance with Article 686 (2). 

691. The examination and cross-examination of the Officer or 
Officers who have been directed to perform the duty mentioned 
in Article 690 (c) is to be limited to ascertaining the accuracy 
or inaccuracy of the document thus laid before the Court. 


THE DEFENCE, 
692. The Prosecution being closed, and the witnesses, if any, 
called by the Court, having been examined, the accused shall 
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be called on for his Defence, and shall, on his application, be 
granted a reasonable time for the preparation of the same. The 
Court shall adjourn during that time and may adjourn again 
from time to time on the application of the accused if he shall 
satisfy the Court that the time granted him has not been sufficient 
for the due preparation of his Defence. 

693. The accused’s Statement in Defence may be either 
oral or in writing; if oral, it shall be recorded in the Minutes 
as nearly as possible in the accused’s own words; if in writing, 
it shall be signed by him, and attached to the Minutes. Such 
Statement shall be made or read, if the accused elects to give 
evidence and is the only witness for the Defence, immediately 
after he gives evidence; in all other cases, after the close of the 
case for the Prosecution, and before he himself gives evidence. 

(2) The Criminal Evidence Act, 1898, is hereby, pursuant to 
Section 6 (2) (a) of the said Act, applied to Naval Courts-Martial. 

(3) The accused shall produce his other witnesses for the 
Defence after he has given his own evidence; but should the 
accused not have applied to be examined as witness, he is to be 
called on to produce his witnesses after he has made his Statement 
in Defence. The witnesses for the Defence shall be examined, 
cross-examined and re-examined as mentioned in Article 686 (2). 

(4) The accused may, with the consent of the Court, after the 
conclusion of the evidence, deal with any discrepancies between 
his evidence or statement and the evidence of the witnesses 
called by him and comment on any new fact that may be elicited 
during the examination of his witnesses. 

(5) In applying the above provisions to the casé of a Court- 
Martial held under Section 92 of the Naval Discipline Act, they 
shall be construed as if the words “ any Officer or member of the 
crew of any of His Majesty’s Ships wrecked, lost, captured, or 
destroyed, against whom any allegation has been made” were 
substituted for the word “ accused.” 


AMENDMENT OF THE CHARGE. 

694. If at any time in the course of a trial after the Court 
has been sworn, but before the Finding, the Court shall be 
satisfied :— 

(1) that there is a variance in unessential details 
between the charge or charges and the evidence adduced 
in support thereof; or 

(2) that a charge drawn under Section 28 of the Naval 
Discipline Act would in the circumstances disclosed by the 
evidence have been more appropriately drawn under 
Section 43 of that Act, which latter section empowers the 
Court to pass a less sentence than that prescribed by the 
former section: 
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the Court may direct the Judge-Advocate to amend the charge 
or charges accordingly, provided always— 


(3) that no evidence which could not have been given 
in support of the original charge shall be given in support 
of the substituted charge ; 


(4) that the accused cannot be substantially prejudiced 
by the making of such amendment in the conduct of his 
defence; and 


(5) that the Court shall, if so requested by the accused, 
adjourn for a reasonable time to enable him to meet the 
charge or charges as so amended. 


All such amendments shall be noted in the Minutes at the point 
at which such amendments shall be made and shall be verified 
on the original documents by the signature of the President. 


ASCERTAINING OPINION OF THE COURT. 


695. In taking the opinion of the Court upon all questions, 
the Junior Member shall vote first, and then the other Members, 
in order of seniority to the President, all voting orally, and the 
votes of the majority, except for judgment of death (which is 
specially provided for by Section 53 (2) of the Naval Discipline 
Act) shall decide the question. Should the Members disagree 
upon any question, and on a division the votes be equal, the 
construction most favourable to accused shall prevail. (See also 
Article 699.) 


THE Finpine. 


696. When the evidence has been closed the accused shall be 
removed, and the Prosecutor and bystanders ordered to withdraw. 
The Court shall then consider the matter in evidence before it, 
and the Judge-Advocate, if so directed by the Court, shall draw 
up such questions as shall be agreed upon, whereon to form a 
determination in regard to the innocence or guilt of the accused. 
The Judge-Advocate shall then draw up the Finding. 


(2) The Finding shall be signed by every Member of the 
Court by way of attestation, notwithstanding any difference of 
opinion there may have been among the Members, and be 
countersigned by the Judge-Advocate. 


697. The Court shall be reopened, the accused brought in, 
and the Judge-Advocate, by direction of the Court, shall read 
the Finding. 

698. If the accused is found guilty, the Court, before awarding 
punishment, may call evidence as to the previous character and 
qualifications of the accused and, in addition to any oral evidence 
of general character that may be adduced, shall taken into con- 
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sideration the following documents, which shall be read in 
open Court :— 


(a) In the case of an Officer :-— 


(i) Any entries against him in the list ‘of Officers who 
have been tried by Court-Martial; 

(ii) Any previous entries against him in the Log of the 
Ship to which he may have belonged when the offence or 
offences for which he is being tried were committed, and 
also any documents, other than such entries in the Log, 
of the nature of a definite censure by superior authority 
for a definite offence; which Log and documents the 
Prosecution is to produce ; 

(iii) Any certificates or other documentary evidence of 
character which the accused may produce. 


(b) In the case of a person below the rank of Subordinate 
Officer :-—- 

(i) The entries against him in the Conduct Book or 
Company Conduct Sheet in the case of a Marine, prior to 
the date of the offence charged, but Gari kai to his 
joining his present ship ; 

(ii) His Certificate of Service ; 

(iii) Any entries against him in the list of those who 
have been tried by Court-Martial, together with his Conduct 
Sheet, or the corresponding part of a Company Conduct 
Sheet in the case of a Marine, with character assessed 
from the previous 31st December to the date of the offence 
for which he may be under trial, but excluding all 
consideration of it. 


(2) If the accused is found guilty he may, before the Court 
proceeds to deliberate on the Sentence, make a statement in 
mitigation of punishment. 


Tue SENTENCE. 


699. The Court shall then be cleared, and the Members shall 
consider and determine on the punishment proper to be inflicted 
in conformity with the Finding. All the Mena of the Court, 
whether they have voted for an acquittal or not, shall vote on 
the question of what punishment is proper to be awarded for the 
offence of which the accused has been found guilty. In the 
event of the votes varying so considerably as not to give an 
actual majority in favour of the award of any given punishment, 
the President shall call on the Members to revise their votes. 


(2) If the Court should desire to draw attention to the 
conduct or manner of giving evidence of any witness, an entry 
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to that effect should be made on the Minutes after the Sentence, 
of which latter it is not, however, to form any part, unless 
Sentence is passed on such witness under Section 66 of the Naval 
Discipline Act. 


(3) Except as above, all representations which the Court 
may desire to make with reference to matters arising out of the 
Court-Martial are to be made the subject of a separate letter 
signed by the President before the Court has been dissolved, 
and are not to form part of the recorded Proceedings of the 
Court. 

700. The Judge-Advocate shall draw up the Sentence in the 
prescribed form; it shall be signed by every Member of the 
Court by way of attestation, notwithstanding any difference 
of opinion there may have been among the Members, and shall 
be countersigned by the Judge-Advocate. The Court shall then 
be re-opened, and the accused brought in, and the Judge- 
Advocate shall, by direction of the Court, pronounce the Sentence. 
The accused shall be removed and the Court dissolved. 


(2) As soon as the Court has been dissolved, the President is 
to wait upon the Commander-in-Chief or Senior Officer with a 
letter reporting the Finding and the Sentence of the Court- 
Martial. 


(3) The Commander-in-Chief or Senior Officer present, before 
he takes any step to give effect to the Sentence, either by issuing 
his certificate for the keeping of the accused in penal servitude 
or warrant for his imprisonment or detention, or otherwise, 
or before he orders the suspension of the sentence under 
section 74a of the Naval Discipline Act, shall satisfy himself, by 
a careful examination of the Minutes of the Proceedings, that 
no fatal error has been committed in the conduct of the Court- 
Martial, calculated, in his opinion, to invalidate the Finding of 
the Court-Martial. If he should doubt the correctness of the 
Finding, in fact or in law, or the legality of the Sentence, he shall 
avoid either putting the Sentence into execution or formally 
suspending it pending reference to the Admiralty.

PRIZE BOUNTY—AMENDED SCALE OF 
DISTRIBUTION. 


Whereas by the Naval Agency and Distribution Act, 1864, it 
is provided that money distributable among the Officers and 
Crews of any of His Majesty’s Ships of War in respect of Awards 
made in the several cases therein mentioned, so far as full pro- 
vision respecting the distribution thereof is not made by or under 
any Act of Parliament other than that Act, shall be distributed 
under the direction of the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty 
in the shares in that behalf specified in any Royal Proclamation 
or Order in Council : 

And whereas His Majesty was pleased, by an Order in Council 
dated the 24th October, 1916, to authorize the distribution under 
the direction of the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty of all 
Prize Bounty, also the net proceeds of Captures and Seizures 
under the several Acts of Parliaments passed relating to the 
Revenues of Customs, and to Trade and Navigation, for the 
Abolition of the Slave Trade, for the Capture and Destruction of 
Pirates and Piratical Vessels, and of the Rewards conferred for 
the same, and also of the Awards for all salvage granted to the 
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Crews of His Majesty’s Ships and Vessels of War, when not 
otherwise specially apportioned by the Terms of the respective 
Awards and Allowances, and all other Moneys whatsoever granted 
to be shared among the Officers and Crews of His Majesty’s Ships 
and Vessels in the manner of Prize Money, except those arising 
from Prize of War, in the shares and under the Regulations set 
forth in the said Order : 


And whereas it is considered expedient to amend the Scale of

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 
AMENDMENTS. 


Wuereas by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-eighth 
day of November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty 
was pleased to make regulations (called the ‘“‘ Defence of the 
Realm Regulations’) under the Defence of the Realm Con- 
solidation Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the 
defence of the realm : 


And whereas the said Act has been amended by the Defence 
of the Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, the Defence of the Realm 
(Amendment) (No. 2) Act, 1915, and the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, and other enactments : 


And whereas the said regulations have been amended by 
various subsequent Orders in Council : 


And whereas it is expedient further to amend the said 
regulations in manner hereinafter appearing : 


1. The following provision shall be inserted at the end of 
Regulations 2B, 2z, 7, and 8cc :— 


“and the Food Controller may by order direct that any 
action in contravention of, or failure to comply with, this 
regulation or any order or requirement made thereunder, 
shall, so far as it relates to the powers of the Food Con- 
troller, instead of being an offence, be a summary offence 
against these regulations, and this regulation shall have 
effect accordingly.” 


2. The following paragraph shall be added at the end of sub- 
section (4) of Regulation 255 :— 

Any order made by the Board of Trade under Regulations 
2B or 15c may direct that contravention or failure to 
comply therewith shall, instead of being an offence, be a 
summary offence against these regulations and these 
tegulations shall have effect accordingly.

4, As from the twenty-seventh day of May, nineteen hundred 
and eighteen, Regulation 24c shall be revoked and Regulations 
24 and 248 shall be amended in manner hereinafter appearing ;

Nore (1).—All persony or firms resident, carrying on business or being 
in the United Kingdom are prohibited from having, with any person or firm 
mentioned in this List, or in any List issued under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List! Proclamation, any dealings other than such as are 
expressly authorised by paragraph 5 of the Proclamation. A List (The 
Consolidated List, No. 514} consolidating all previous Lists up to and 
including that of the 5th April, 1918 is in press and will shortly be 
published. This Consolidated List, together with List No. 52 of the 
19th April, 1918 and the List herewith annexed, contains all the names 
which up to this date are included in the Statutory List.

Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of non- 
enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned in 
the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for individual firms on the 
Lists, without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. The Depart- 
ment is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His Majesty's 
Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. | When 
the applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to undertake 
to pay the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly 
facilitate the work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants in making 
enquiries would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes 
are required.

Nore (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty's Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues of 
the List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty's Ambassador at 
Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


Nore (6).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as “‘ Handel Maatschappy ” (Trading Company) or “‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the firm under its proper name followed 
by the general descriptive term ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy ” or ‘t Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (N.V.) as in the case of an English company. For instance 
Handel Maatschappy van den Berg & Company, and Naamoze Venoots- 
chap de Komeet v/h Dumonceau Freres will be found under “ Berg” and 
“ Komeet ” respectively, and not under ** Handel ’’ or “ Naam!ooze.””

CAPTAINS AND MAJORS, ROYAL MARINES— 
PROMOTION, RETIREMENT AND RETIRED PAY. 


Wuereas Your Majesty was graciously pleased, by Your 
Orders in Council bearing dates the 8th day of October, 
1914, and the 22nd day of December, 1915, to authorize us 
to promote a number of Warrant Officers and Non-Commis- 
sioned Officers of the Royal Marines to Commissioned Rank 
for various services outside the ordinary requirements of Your 
Majesty’s Fleet, and further to provide that such Officers 
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should be permitted to retire either. after 10 years’ Commissioned 
Service, or on attaining the age of 55: 

And whereas we consider that the Officers who have been

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 
AMENDMENTS. 


Wuereas by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-eighth 
day of November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty 
was pleased to make regulations (called the ‘‘ Defence of the Realm 
Regulations ”’) under the Defence of the Kealm Consolidation Act, 
1914, for securing the public safety and the defence of the realm : 


And whereas the said Act has been amended by the Defence of 
the Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, the Defence of the Realm 
(Amendment) (No. 2) Act, 1915, and the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, and other enactments : 


And whereas the said regulations have been amended by 
various subsequent Orders in Council : 


And whereas it is expedient further to amend the said 
regulations in manner hereinafter appearing : 


1. The following regulation shall be inserted after Regula- 
tion 2u3 :— 
2g33. (1) Where the Board of Trade (hereinafter referred 
to as “the Board’) are of opinion that, with a view to 
providing and maintaining an efficient system for the 
transport of goods by road (hereinafter referred to as 
“road transport’) and using in the manner best suited 
to the needs of the country any horses or vehicles in use or 
capable of being used for the purpose of road transport. 
and thereby furthering the successful prosecution of the 
war or otherwise securing the defence of the realm, it is 
expedient that they should exercise the powers given to 
them under this regulation, the Board may by order do 
all or any of the following things, that is to say :— 

(a) regulate, restrict, or give directions with respect to, 
the use for the purposes of road transport or the 
sale ov purchase of any such horses or vehicles as 
aforesaid : 

(b) take possession of any such horses or vehicles as 
aforesaid or require them to be placed at the 


ie 
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disposal of the Board or of any person specified 
by the Board in that behalf either absolutely or 
by way of hire and either for immediate or future 
use: 

(c) require persons owning, or having in their possession 
or under their control, any such horses or vehicles as 
aforesaid to make to the Board, or to any person 
specified by the Board in that behalf, returns giving 
the prescribed particulars with respect to those 
horses and vehicles, and require any such returns 
to be verified in the prescribed manner : 

(d) require persons owning or having in their possession 
or under their control any such horse or vehicle as 
aforesaid to give notice in the prescribed manner 
before disposing thereof or allowing it to pass out 
of their possession or control : 

(¢) prohibit the carriage of goods of any class by road, 
and prescribe the radius or distance within which 
goods or goods of any class may be carried by 
road : 

(f) provide for the giving of directions with respect to 
the carriage of goods on any particular vehicles, 
or by any particular route, or to any particular 
clearing house or depot : 

(g) regulate the priority in which goods are to be carried 
by road and vehicles used for the purposes of 
road transport : 

(A) prescribe the conditions on which, and the rates at 
which, horses or vehicles may be hired for the 
purpose of road transport and goods carried by 
road, and the conditions on which goods so carried 
or to be carried are to be loaded or discharged : 

(i) make such other provision in relation to road transport 
as appears to the Board necessary or expedient. 


(2) Any order under this regulation may be made so as 
to apply either gencrally to all horses and vehicles or to 
horses or vehicles of any class or to horses or vehicles 
belonging to any particular owner. 

(3) Such compensation shall be paid for any horse or 
vehicle of which possession is taken, or which is placed at 
the disposal of the Board or of any person specified by the 
Board, in pursuance of this regulation, as shall in default 
of agreement be determined by a single arbitrator appointed 
in the prescribed manner, and in determining the amount 
of the compensation the arbitrator shall have regard to 
Ne 
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the age and condition of the horse or vehicle, but shall not 
be bound to have regard to the market price of the horse 
or vehicle, or to the rate of hire prevailing in the district. 

Nothing in this provision shall require the payment of 
compensation in respect of horses or vehicles taken or 
placed at the disposal of the Board or of any person in 
connection with a preconcerted scheme to be put in operation 
in case of invasion or special military emergency. 

(4) For the purpose of testing the accuracy of any 
return made to the Board under this regulation, or of ob- 
taining information in the case of failure to make a return 
or to give any prescribed notice, any person authorised in 
that behalf by the Board may enter any premises belonging 
to or in the occupation of the person who has made or has 
failed to make the return, or on which the person so 
authorised has reason to believe that any horses or vehicles 
with respect to which a return has been required under this 
regulation are kept, and may carry out such inspection 
and examination (including the inspection and examination 
of books) as he may consider necessary for testing the 
accuracy of the returns or for obtaining such information. 


(5) No individual return or part of a return made, and 
no information obtained, under this regulation, shall 
without lawful authority be published or disclosed by any 
person except for the purpose of a prosecution under this 
regulation. 

(6) If in any case the Board are of opinion that it is 
expedient to obtain information from any person in con- 
nection with any horses or vehicles, the Board may, without 
making an order for the purpose, require that person to 
furnish them with that information, and where the Board 
so require any information to be furnished the provisions 
of this regulation shall apply to information furnished and 
the furnishing of the information as they apply to returns 
made and the making of returns. 

(7) The powers conferred by this regulation shall not be 
exercised as respects horses and vehicles used wholly or 
mainly in agriculture except in connection with a pre- 
concerted scheme to be put in operation in case of invasion 
or special military emergency, and nothing in this regulation 
shall authorise any person to scll or part with the possession 
of, or buy, any horse in contravention of Regulation 2T 
or of the conditions of any licence granted thereunder. 


(8) In this regulation the expression “ prescribed ” 
means prescribed by an order made under this regulation, 
and the expression “ horse ” includes mule, 
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(9) If any person 

(a) acts in contravention of or fails to comply with the 
provisions of this regulation or of any order or 
requirement made thereunder; or 


(6) sells, removes or secrets any horse or vehicle so as to, 
or with intent to, defeat obstruct or delay the 
operation of any order made under this regulation 
or any directions duly given in pursuance of any 
such order; or 

(c) obstructs or impedes any person authorised by the 
Board in the exercise of any of his powers under 
this regulation ; 

he shall be guilty of a summary offence against these 
regulations. 


2. Regulation 2n shall be amended as follows :— 


(1) After the words “lawful authority ” there shall be 
inserted the words “ or excuse damages any growing crops 
or any hedge or fence or any agricultural land, or if any 
person without lawful authority or excuse.” 


(2) The words ‘or damages any growing crops or 
hedge or fence on any such land” shall be omitted. 


(3) At the end of the regulation the following new 
paragraph shall be inserted :— 

Where any such damage as aforesaid is caused by the 
assembly of a number of persons any one of such 
persons shall be deemed to have caused the damage 
unless he proves the contrary. 


3. At the end of Regulation 20 the following provisions shall 
be inserted :— 


(2) It shall be lawful to keep pigs in any locality, 
premises or place where they do not cause nuisance or 
injury to health, and no locality, premises or place shall be 
deemed to be a place unfit for keeping pigs by reason only 
of being within a specified distance of any street or public 
place, provided that the permission of the local authority 
has been obtained for such locality, premises or place 
being used for the purpose aforesaid. 

Nothing in this provision shall affect any covenant 
or condition as to the user of premises. 


(3) If in any case the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries 
with a view to maintaining the food supply of the country 
certify that a local authority has been unreasonable in 
refusing to grant any permission under this regulation or 
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that any directions required by a local authority to be 
observed are unreasonable, the Local Government Board 
may exercise such powers as are hereinbefore conferred 
upon the local authority and any permission granted or 
directions given by the Local Government Board in such a 
case shall have effect as if they had been granted or given 
by the local authority. 

(4) Where any permission has been granted under this 
regulation such permission shall continue in force until 
withdrawn and shall not be withdrawn for a period of five 
years after it has been granted, if and so long as such 
rules as may be made by the Board of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, with the concurrence of the Local Government 
Board, with respect to the keeping of pigs are observed. 

(5) It shall be lawful for any local authority to erect or 
provide and maintain piggeries and to purchase keep or 
sell pigs and to defray the expenses of so doing as if the 
expenses had been incurred in the execution of the Public 
Health Act, 1875, or the Public Health (London) Act, 1891, 
as the case may be. 

(6) The expression ‘‘ local authority ” in this regulation 
means in London the sanitary authority for the purposes 
of the Public Health (London) Act, 1891, and elsewhere 
the council of a borough or of an urban or rural district. 

(7) This regulation shall apply to Scotland subject to 
the following modifications :— 

(a) The Board of Agriculture for Scotland and the Local 
Government Board for Scotland shall be sub- 
stituted for the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries 
and the Local Government Board respectively ; 
and the Public Health (Scotland) Act, 1897, shall 
be substituted for the Public Health Act, 1875; 

(b) Paragraph (2) shall not apply, and in lieu of the 
powers conferred by paragraph (3) the Local 
Government Board for Scotland shall have power 
to require the local authority to grant any such 
permission or to modify any such directions as 
the Board may think fit, and the local authority 
shall be bound to carry out such requirement ; 

(c) The expression “local authority” means the local 
authority for the purposes of the Public Health 
(Scotland) Act, 1897, 

(8) This regulation shall apply to Ireland, subject to 
the following modifications :— 

(a) References to the Local Government Board for 
Ircland and to the Department of Agriculture and 
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Technical Instruction for Ireland shall respectively 
be substituted for the references to the Local 
Government Board and the Board of Agriculture 
and Fisheries ; 


(b) Sub-section (5) shall not apply. 


4. The following regulation shall be inserted after Regula- 
tion 8F :— 

8a. It shall be lawful for the Admiralty or Army Council 
or the Minister of Munitions to require the manufacture or 
production of gas in any gas works to be carried out in 
accordance with any directions, regulations or restrictions 
given, made or imposed by the Admiralty, Army Council, or 
Minister of Munitions with the object of making such gas 
works or the plant or labour therein as useful as possible for 
the production of any war material or any articles required 
for or in connection with the production thereof and in 
particular to require that all or any part of the toluol, benzol 
or other hydrocarbons contained in the gas produced or 
any other constituents of such gas shall be extracted 
therefrom, by scrubbing or otherwise, before the gas is 
supplied to the consumers in the district supplied by such 
gas works. 

The occupier and every officer and servant of the 
occupier of the gas works and any persons affected by any 
such directions, regulations or restrictions and, where the 
occupier is a corporation or company, every officer of such 
corporation or company shall obey such directions, regula- 
tions or restrictions (notwithstanding the requirements of 
any statute or statutory order with regard to the illuminating 
or calorific power of the gas supplied from such gas works) 
and if he fails to do so he shall be guilty of a summary 
offence against these regulations.” 


5. In Regulation 298 after the words “or in the case of 
Scotland of the Secretary for Scotland” in sub-szction (1) there 
shall be inserted the words “ or in the case of Ireland of the 
Chief Secretary.” 


6. Regulation 30nB shall be amended as follows :— 

(1) For the words “any interest in any mine to which 
this regulation applies, or any interest in an oil field” there 
shall be substituted the words ‘“ any interest in any property 
or undertaking to which this regulation applies.” 

(2) For the words “such a mine or any interest in an 
oil field? and for the words “such a mine or oil field” 
there shall be substituted the words “ such undertaking or 
property.” 
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(3) For the words from ‘The mines to which this 
regulation applies ” to the end of the regulation, there shall 
be substituted the following words :— 

“The undertakings and properties to which this 
regulation applies are : 

(i) any mine wherever situated, from which any ores of 
the following metals are extracted, that is to say 
copper, lead, tin, tungsten, zinc or any other 
metal which may hereafter be added by order of 
the Board of Trade; 

(ii) any oil field ; 

(iii) any business, factory, or undertaking situate in 
Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Russia, Holland, 
Spain, or Switzerland which is engaged in or used 
for the manufacture, treatment, production or 
supply of any article or commodity which is 
declared for the time being to be contraband, 
either absolute or conditional, or which is required 
or used for the manufacture, treatment or pro- 
duction of any article or commodity so declared.” 


7. Ir Regulation 358 for the words “ any aircraft or vessel 
ot the enemy ”’ there shall be substituted the words “ any vessel 
of the enemy or of any aircraft,” and for the words “ aircraft 
or vessel” where they secondly occur there shall be substituted 
the words “ vessel or aircraft.” 


8. In Regulation 36a after the word ‘“‘ use” there shall be 
inserted the words “ or mooring ” and after the word “ thereto ” 
the following words shall be inserted :—“ or on any part of the 
coast of the United Kingdom, and such regulations may provide 
that boats shall only be moored or beached at specified places, 
and subject to specified conditions.” 


9. Regulation 45 shall be amended as follows :— 


(1) In paragraph (cc) there shall be inserted after the 
word “licence” wherever it occurs, the words ‘ or other 
document,” and after the word “ issued ” where it secondly 
occurs the words “ or intended to be issued.” 


(2) After paragraph (cc) there shall be inserted the 
following paragraph :— 

(ccc) uses or has in his possession without lawful authority 
or excuse any form which has at any time been 
prepared by or under the direction of any Govern- 
ment Department or the Government of any of 
His Majesty’s Dominions or any foreign Govern- 
ment for the purpose of being when completed 
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issued as such pass, permit, certificate, licence, or 
other document, or passport, or has in his possess- 
ion without lawful authority or excuse any paper 
or other document so nearly resembling any such 
form as to be calculated to deceive. 


(3) At the end thereof there shall be inserted the 
following sub-section :— 


(2) For the purpose of removing doubts it is declared 
that the expression ‘‘ other document” in this 
regulation includes any certificate or other docu- 
ment of any kind whatsoever entitling or pur- 
porting to entitle any person to exemption from 
military service, or being or purporting to be 
evidence that a person is exempt or is entitled to 
be exempted from, or is excepted from military 
service, or is for the time being to be allowed to 
remain in civil life though liable for military service. 


10. Regulation 558 shall be amended as follows :— 


In sub-section (1) for the words “ fire that in the case of 
an air raid or apprehended air raid” there shall be sub- 
stituted the words “ fires caused by air raids or for dealing 
with serious outbreaks of fire at naval, military or air force 
establishments, docks, railway buildings, shipbuilding 
yards, or premises in which warlike materials, food, forage 
or stores or articles required for the production thereof, are 
manufactured, handled or stored that.” 


In paragraph (6) of the same sub-section, after the 
words “ apprehended air raid” there shall be inserted the 
words “‘ and for the purpose of dealing with fires to which 
the order applies.” 


At the end of paragraph (c) of the same sub-section 
there shall be inserted the words ‘‘ including provisions for 
the recovery of charges for any services rendered by a 
fire brigade in pursuance of the order at or in connection 
with a fire outside the district ordinarily served by the 
fire brigade.” 


11. The following paragraph shall be substituted for the first 
paragraph of Regulation 614 :— 

A certificate purporting to be signed by a recruiting 
official of the Ministry of National Service that a notice 
calling up a man belonging to the Army Reserve for military 
service or for medical examination or re-examination has 
been duly served on that man in manner provided by the 
Reserve Forces Act, 1882, or by any orders or regulations 
made under that Act, (the manner of service being specified 
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in the certificate), and that that man has failed to attend 
at the time and place specified in the notice, shall in any 
proceedings against that man for so failing be evidence,

CUSTOMS (EXPORTATION PROHIBITION) ACT, 1914— 


AMENDMENTS. 


Whereas it is provided by Section 2 of the Customs (Exportation 
Prohibition) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation or Order in 
Council made under Section 8 of the Customs and Inland Revenue 
Act, 1879, as amended by the Act now in recital, may, whilst a 
state of war exists, be varied or added to by an Order made by the 
Lords of the Council on the recommendation of the Board of 
Trade :

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 
AMENDMENTS. 


Wuereas by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-eighth 
day of November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty 
was pleased to make regulations (called the ‘‘ Defence of the 
Realm Regulations”) under the Defence of the Realm Con- 
solidation Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the 
defence of the realm :

1. After Regulation 7BBB the following regulation shall be 
inserted :— 

Zac. If in the case of any tramway undertaking carried 
on under statutory powers by a local authority it appears to 
the Board of Trade that it is necessary for the successful 
prosecution of the war that the undertaking should be 
carried on in an efficient manner, but that owing to 
circumstances arising out of the war it cannot be so carried 
on without either charging tolls, fares, and charges in excess 
of those which the local authority is authorised in any year 
to charge or without applying in aid of a deficiency in any 
year in the revenue of the undertaking local rates or funds 
which are not applicable to that purpose, the Board of

he shall be guilty of an offence against these regulations. 

In any proceedings for contravention of this regulation 
the burden of showing what amount of silver coinage is 
reasonably required for the purposes aforesaid shall rest 
upon the person charged. 

(2) Any person who sells or purchases, offers to sell or 
purchase, any coin current in the United Kingdom for an 
amount exceeding the face value of the coin, or accepts or 
offers to accept any such coin in payment of a debt or 
otherwise for an amount exceeding its face value, shall be 
guilty of an offence against these regulations. 


3. In Regulation 358 for the words “ or of any aircraft ” there 
shall be substituted the words “ or any aircraft.” 


4. Regulation 418 shall be amended by the insertion after the 
word “ country ” of the words “ or Finland,” and after the words 
“ Act, 1915,” of the words ‘or of any person resident in 
Finland.” 

The foregoing amendments of Regulation 418 shall be deemed 
to have had effect from the fifteenth day of April, nineteen 
hundred and eighteen.

Nore (4).—In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export trade 
owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, the 
Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of non- 
enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned in 
the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for individual firms on the 
Lists, without the necessity of referring to the matter abroad. The 
Department is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His 
Majesty's Representativos abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. 
When the applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to under- 
take to pay the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly 
facilitate the work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants in making 
enquiries would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes 
are required. General enquiries for new connections abroad should be 
addressed to The Comptroller General, Department of Overseas Trade 
(Development and Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, London, H.C. 2. 


Nore (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty's Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues 
of the List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty's Ambassador at 
Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-Ceneral at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


Note (6).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy ”’ (Trading Company) or ‘‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the tirm under its proper name followed 
by the general descriptive term ‘“ Handel Maatschappy ” or Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (N.V.) as in the case of an English company. For instance 
Handel Maatschappy van den Berg & Company, and Naamlooze Venoots- 
chap de Komeet v/h Dumonceau Freres will he found under “ Berg” and 
“ Komeet " respectively, and not under ‘* Handel ” or ‘‘ Naamlooze.”

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 
AMENDMENTS, 
Whereas by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-cighth 
day of November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty 
was pleased to make regulations (called the ‘“ Defence of the 
O 24881 P 
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Realm Regulations ”) under the Defence of the Realm Consolida- 
tion Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the defence of 
the realm : 


And whereas the said Act has been amended by the Defence of 
the Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, the Defence of the Realm 
(Amendment) (No. 2) Act, 1915, and the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, and other enactments : 


And whereas the said regulations have been amended by 
various subsequent Orders in Council : 


And whereas it is expedient further to amend the said 
regulations in manner hereinafter appearing : 


1. Regulation 2E shall be amended by the insertion therein 
after the word “ sale ” of the word “ repair,” and by the insertion 
therein after the words ‘‘ the sale” and the words “to sell,” 
wherever those words occur, of the words “‘ or repair.” 


2. In Regulation 14¢ for the words “If any person acts in 
contravention of this regulation he shall be guilty of a summary 
offence against these regulations,” there shall be substituted the 
following provisions :— 


(2) A Secretary of State may by order from time to 
time prescribe the ports at which persons proceeding as 
passengers from Great Britain to Ireland or from Ireland to 
Great Britain may embark and the routes by which they 
may travel, and where such an order is made then subject to 
any exceptions provided by or under the order no person, 
other than as aforesaid, shall, when proceeding as a passenger 
from Great Britain to Ireland or from Ireland to Great 
Britain, embark at any port other than a port so prescribed 
or travel by a route other than a route so prescribed. 

(3) If any person acts in contravention of this regulation 
he shall be guilty of a summary offence against these 
regulations, and where a person embarks at a port in con- 
travention of this regulation the master of the vessel on 

_ which he embarks shall, unless he proves to the contrary, be 
deemed to have aided and abetted the offence. 


3. Regulation 37 shall be amended by the insertion therein 
after the word “coast” of the words ‘or in controlling or 
directing the movements of merchant shipping.” 


4. After Regulation 43a the following regulation shall be 
inserted :— 


43n. If any person procures or persuades a soldier to 
absent himself without leave or knowingly aids or assists a 
soldicr to absent himself without leave, or knowingly con- 
ceals an absentee without leave or aids or assists him in 
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concealing himself, or aids or assists in his rescue, that person 
shall be guilty of a summary offence against these regulations 
and for the purpose of this provision shall be deemed to have 
had knowledge unless he proves that he had not knowledge :

DEFENCE OF THE REALM (LIQUOR CONTROL) 
REGULATIONS—AMENDMENTS. 


WHEREAS under the Defence of the Realm (Amendment) (No. 3)

And whereas it appears to His Majesty that it is expedient for 
the purpose of the successful prosecution of the present War that 
the sale and supply of intoxicating liquor in the respective areas 
defined and specified in the Schedule hereto should be controlled 
by the State on the grounds that War material is being made, 
loaded, unloaded and dealt with in transit therein, and that 
men belonging to His Majesty’s Naval and Military forces are 
assembled therein :

Norte (1).—All persons or firms resident, carrying on business or being 
in the United Kingdom are prohibited from having, with any person or firm 
mentioned in this List, or in any List issued under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation. any dealings other than such as are 
expressly authorised by paragraph 5 of the Proclamation. A List (The 
Consolidated List, No. 564) consolidating all previous Lists up to and 
including that of the 3lst May 1918 is in press and will shortly be 
published. This Consolidated List, together with the List herewith annexed, 
contains all the names which up to this date are included in the Statutory 
List. 

Additions to and variations in these Lists will be published at intervals 
approximately of two weeks. 

The Lists are published in the London Gazette and reproduced in the 
Board of Trade Journal, and separate copies of all Lists may be obtained 
at a sinall cost from the Superintendent of Publications, His Majesty's 
Stationery Office, Imperial House, Kingsway, W.C. 

Note (2).—Whore a person or firm mentioned in the List has more than 
one address in the country, or group of countries under which the name of 
the person or tirm appears, all dealings in that country, or in any country 
in the group, with such person or firm are prohibited, even in cases where 
one only of the addresses or one only of the countries is specifically 
mentioned. 

Nore (3).—Trading is prohibited under the Trading with the Enemy 
Proclamations of 25th June, and 10th November, 1915, with any person, 
or firm of enemy nationality resident or carrying on business in China, Siam, 
Persia, Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese Kast Africa. Persons or firms in 
the United Kingdom aro therefore prohibited from trading with any 
person or firm of enemy nationality in any of those countries, even though 
such person or firm is not mentioned by name in the Statutory List. 


Norr (4).---In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export trade 
owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, the 
Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of non- 
enemy firms who may be able to act aa substitutes for firms mentioned in 
the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at. the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for individual firms on the 
Liats, without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. The Depart- 
ment is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His Majesty's 
Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. When 
the applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to undertake 
to pay the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly 
facilitate the work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants in making 
enquiries would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes 
are required. General enquiries for new connections abroad should be 
addressed to The Comptroller General, Department of Overseas Trade 
(Development and Intelligence), 73, Businghall Street, London, B.C. 2. 
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Note (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty’s Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Ofticers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues of 
the List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty’s Ambassador at 
Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


Notr (6).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to he registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as ‘* Handel Maatschappy ” (Trading Company) or ‘‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap *’ (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the firm under its proper name followed 
by the general descriptive term ‘“‘ Handel Maatschappy ” or ‘“ Naamlooze 
Venootschap ”’ (N.V.) as in the case of an English company. For instance 
Handel Maatschappy van den Berg & Company, and Naamlonze Venoots- 
chap de Komeet v/h Dumonceau Freres will be found under “ Berg” and 
“Komeet ”’ respectively, and not under ‘‘ Handel” or ** Naamlooze.”’

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A _PROCLAMATION—EXPORTATION FROM THE 
UNITED KINGDOM TO SWITZERLAND OF 
CERTAIN ARTICLES—PROHIBITION OF. 


Wuereas it is provided by Section one of the Exportation of 
Arms Act, 1900, that We may by Proclamation prohibit the 
exportation of all or any of the following articles, namely, arms, 
ammunition, military or naval stores, and any article which We 
shall judge capable of being converted into or made useful in 
increasing the quantity of arms, ammunition, or military or 
naval stores, to any country or place therein named whenever 
We shall judge such prohibition to be expedient in order to 
prevent such arms, ammunition, military or naval stores, being 
used against Our subjects or forces or against any forces engaged 
or which may be engaged in military or naval operations in 
co-operation with Our forces : 


And whereas it is provided by Section one of the Customs 
(Exportation Restriction) Act, 1914, that Section one of the 
Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, shall have effect whilst a state 
of war in which We are engaged exists as if, in addition to 
the articles therein mentioned, there were included all other 
articles of every description : 


And whereas by Our Proclamation, dated the tenth day of

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 


AMENDMENTS. 


WueREas by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-eighth 
day of November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty 
was pleased to make regulations (called the ‘‘ Defence of the 
Realm Regulations ”) under the Defence of the Realm Consoli- 
dation Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the defence 
of the realm : 


And whereas the said Act has been amended by the Defence of 
the Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, the Defence of the Realm 


(Amendment) (No. 2) Act, 1925, and the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, and other enactments : 


And whereas the said regulations have been amended by 
various subsequent Orders in Council : 


And whereas it is expedient further to amend the said regula- 
tions in manner hereinafter appearing : 

1, At the end of Regulation 2a the following sub-section shall 
be inserted :— 

(3) It shall be lawful for the Admiralty for the purpose 
of housing, with or without their wives and families, work- 
men employed in the building or repairing of ships or their 
machinery or accessories, to take possession of any premises 
(whether furnished or not) which are not ordinarily inhabited 
during the winter months or which have not been inhabited 
for a total period of three months at least during the twelve 
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months immediately preceding the taking of possession. 
Provided that in the case of furnished premises possession 
shall not be taken until seven days after notice of the inten- 
tion so to do has been left on the premises and sent by post 
to the owner or occupier.” 


2. After Regulation 27 the following regulations shall be in- 


serted :— 


“2u. (1) The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries with 
a view to maintain or develop eel fisheries may in respect of 
or in relation to any waters to which this regulation is 
applied by order made by the Board, exercise any of the 
following powers, that is to say, the Board may 


(a) assume and take possession of the sole right to fish for 
or take eels in the waters, or to stock the waters 
with eels and exercise such rights or authorise 
their exercise by any person; and 


(6) construct or place and maintain or authorise any 
person to construct or place and maintain in the 
waters or on any land adjacent thereto any traps 
or other appliances or works for taking eels, or for 
the purpose of maintaining or developing the eel 
fishery ; and 


(c) enter or take possession of or authorise any person to 
enter on or take possession of any land for the 
purpose of access to the waters or fishing for eels 
therein by the use of boats or otherwise, or the 
exercise of any other power conferred by this 
regulation. : 


(2) If any person without authority of the Board fishes 
for or takes eels in any waters to which this regulation is 
applied or obstructs or otherwise interferes with or impedes 
any person in the exercise of his powers under this regulation 
he shall be guilty of a summary offence against these 
regulations. 

2uu (1) Where the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries 
are of opinion that with a view to maintain or develop any 
fisheries it is expedient that they should exercise the powers 
given to them under this regulation, they may : 

(a) enter on and take possession of or authorise any 
person to enter on and take possession of any 
several fishery and take any fish therein and for 
this purpose enter or authorise the entry on any 
land; 

(b) authorise the fishing for, taking, or removal of fish by 
any method or appliance, at any time, or in any 
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circumstances by at or in which the same would 
otherwise be unlawful ; 


(c) authorise the possession, sale, exposure, consignment 
for sale or purchase of fish at any time at which the 
same would otherwise be unlawful; 


(d) prohibit or regulate the taking of fish or of fish of any 
kind or size by any method or at any time, or in 
any area specified in the prohibition or regulation, 
or the taking possession or sale of immature fish ; 


(e) authorise any person to kill or take any bird injurious 
to fisheries, or to take the eggs of any such bird, 
at any time when such killing or taking would 
otherwise be illegal ; 

(f) by notice served on any person require him to make 
and send to the Board a return, on a form supplied 
by the Board, of all fish or any specified kind of 
fish taken by him, and within such time as shall 
be required by the notice ; 


(g) by notice served on any person entitled to or exercising, 
whether as owner or tenant, a right of several 
fishery, or the power of regulating a fishery, require 
him to take such measures for the cultivation, 
management and development of the fishery as 
the Board may think necessary or desirable and 
may require by the notice; 

(A) enter on and take possession of any portion of the 
foreshore and bed of the sea or any estuary or 
tidal river or of any land abutting on, or in close 
proximity thereto and within the area on which 
they have entered exercise or authorise any person 
to exercise the exclusive right of fishing, and 
construct and provide or take possession of or 
acquire appliances for taking fish or tanks, 
machinery, appliances, vessels and works for the 
purpose of cleansing and purifying shell-fish, or 
storing or cultivating or dealing with shell-fish.

A List (The Con- 
solidated List, No. 564) consolidating all previous Lists up to and includ- 
ing that of the 3lst May, 1918, is in press, and will shortly be published. 
This Consolidated List, together with the List herewith annexed, contains 
all the names which up to this date are included in the Statutory List.

Nore (3).—Trading is prohibited under the Trading with the Enemy 
Proclamations of 25th June, and 10th November, 1915, with any person or 
tirm of enemy nationality resident or carrying on business in China, Siam, 
Persia, Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese East Africa. Persons or firms in 
the United Kingdom are therefore prohibited from trading with any 
person or firm of enemy nationality in any of those countries, even though 
such person or firm is not mentioned by name in the Statutory List. 


Nore (4).—In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export. trade 
owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, the 
Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of non- 
enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned in 
the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for individual firms on the 
Lists, without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. The 
Department is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His 
Majesty's Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. 
When the applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to under- 
take to pay the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly 
facilitate the work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants in making 
enquiries would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes 
are required. (General enquiries for new connections abroad vhould be 
addressed to The Comptroller General, Department of Overseas Trade 
(Development and Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. 2. 


Nore (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty's Representative in that country, who is 
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instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues 
of the List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty's Ambassador at. 
Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


Nore (6).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under the names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as ‘“* Handel Maatschappy ” (‘Trading Company) or ‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap ’ (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the firm under its proper name followed 
by the general descriptive term ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy "’ or “‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap”’ (N.V.) as in the case of an English company. For instance,

Wuereas His Majesty has been pleased, in exercise of the 
power in that behalf conferred on Him by Section one, sub-sec- 
tion one, of the Trading with the Enemy (Extension of Powers) 
Act, 1915, by divers Proclamations, and in particular by a Pro- 
clamation dated the 23rd day of May, 1916, and amended on the 
16th day of January, 1918, entitled “The Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation,” to prohibit all persons or 
bodies of persons, incorporated or unincorporated, resident, 
carrying on business, or being in the United Kingdom from 
trading with any of the persons or bodies of persons mentioned in 
the List contained in the last-mentioned Proclamation, such List 
being therein referred to as the Statutory List : 

And whereas by Section one, sub-section two, of the said 
Act, it is provided that any List of persons and bodies of persons, 
incorporated or unincorporated with whom such trading is pro- 
hibited by a Proclamation under the said Act may be varied or 
added to by an Order made by the Lords of the Council on the 
recommendation of a Secretary of State : 

And whereas the Statutory List contained in the last-mentioned 
Proclamation has been varied and added to by subsequent Orders 
of Council : 

And whereas there was this day read at the Board a 
recommendation from the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
to the effect that the Statutory List should be further varied and 
added to as set forth in the Schedule hereto.

Note (1).—All persons or firms resident, carrying on business or being 
in the United Kingdom are prohibited from having, with any person or firm 
mentioned in this List, or in any List issued under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclainatiom, any deulings other than such as 
are expressly authorised by paragraph 5 of the Proclamation. A List 
(The Consolidated List, No. 56a) consolidating all previous Lists up to 
and including that of the 31st May, 1918, together with List No. 57 of 
14th June, 1918, List No. 58 of 28th June, 1918, and the List herewith 
annexed, contains all the names which up to this date are included in the 
Statutory List. 

Additions to and variations in these Lists will be published at intervals 
approximately of two weeks. 

The Lists are published in the London Gazette and reproduced in the 
Board of Trade Journal, and separate copies of all Lists may be obtained 
at a small cost from the Superintendent of Publications, His Majesty's 
Stationery Oflice, Imperial House, Kingsway, W.C. 

Nors (2).—Where a person or firm mentioned in the List has more than 
one address in the country, or group of countries under which the name of 
the person or firm appears, all dealings in that country, or in any country 
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in the group, with such person or firm are prohibited, even in cases where 
one only of the addresses or one only of the countries is specifically 
mentioned. é 


Nore (3).—Trading is prohibited under the Trading with the Enemy 
Proclamations of 25th June, and 10th November, 1915, with any person 
or firm of enemy nationality resident or carrying on business in China, Siam, 
Persia, Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese East Africa. Persons or firms in 
the United Kingdom are therefore prohibited from trading with any 
person or firm of enemy nationality in any of those countries, even though 
such person or firm is not mentioned by name in the Statutory List. 


Note (4).—In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export trade 
owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, the 
Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of non- 
enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned in 
the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for individual firms on the 
Lists, without the necessity of referring tne matter abroad. The Depart- 
ment is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His Majesty's 
Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. When 
the applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to undertake 
to pay the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly 
facilitate the work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants in making 
enquiries would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes 
are required. General enquiries for new connections abroad showdd be 
addressed to The Comptroller General, Department of Overseas T'rade 
(Derelopment and Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. 2. 


Note (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty's Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues of 
the List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty’s Ambassador at 
Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 

Norte (6).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under the names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy ” (‘Trading Company) or ‘“‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap ”’ (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the firm under its proper name followed 
by the general descriptive term ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy ” or ‘*-Naamlooze 
Venoctschap ” (N.V.) as in the case of an English company. For instance 
Handel Maatschappy van den Berg & Company, and Naamlooze Venoots- 
chap de Komeet v/h Dumonceau Fréres will be found under “ Berg” and 
“ Komeet ” respectively, and not under “ Handel” or ‘* Naamlooze.”

ROYAL NAVAL RESERVE OFFICERS—NAVIGATING 
ALLOWANCE. 


WuEREAS by the Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve Act, 
1863, it is enacted, inter alia, that the Admiralty may enrol 
Officers of Reserve to the Royal Navy under and subject to 
such Rules, Orders and Regulations as the Admiralty may, with 
the consent of Your Majesty in Council, from time to time 
establish : 

And whereas by the Regulations for the Royal Naval Reserve 
(Officers) it is provided that Royal Naval Reserve Officers of 
or below the rank of Commander shall, when employed on 
Navigating Duties in Your Majesty’s Fleet, receive an allowance 
of 4s. or 2s. 6d. a day, according to their Rank and Mercantile 
Marine Qualifications : 

And whereas we consider that certain service in the Royal 
Navy should also be allowed to count towards the qualifying 
service for such Allowances : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to 
approve of the present Regulations as to the payment of 
Navigating Allowance being amplified as follows :— 

(1) Royal Naval Reserve Officers appointed for Navigat- 
ing Duties who are not fully qualified under Article 101 
of the Royal Naval Reserve Regulations (Officers) for 
the 4s. rate of Navigating Allowance, to be eligible to 
receive Navigating Allowance at the rate of 4s. a day 
provided that in each case :— 

(a) The Officer’s Rank is not lower than that of 

Lieutenant : 


(b) He has served for a period of 3 years as Navigating 
Officer in one or more of Your Majesty’s Ships : 


(c) Payment of the Allowance at the rate of 4s. a day 
is recommended by the Commanding Officer. 

(2) Royal Naval Reserve Officers who possess an 
Extra Master's Certificate to be allowed to count all “ Active 
Service” during the War towards the 3 years’ qualifying 
service required under Article 101 of the Royal Naval 
Reserve Regulations (Officers) for the higher rate of 48. a 
day. 

(3) Royal Naval Reserve Officers who are not fully 
qualified under Article 102 of the Royal Naval Reserve 
Regulations (Officers) to be allowed to count all “ Active 
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Service ” during the War towards the one year’s qualifying 
service required for payment of Navigating Allowance at 
the rate of 2s. 6d. a day. 


The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in these proposals.

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 


AMENDMENTS. 


Wuereas by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-eighth 
day of November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty 
was pleased to make regulations (called the ‘‘ Defence of the 
Realm Regulations ’’) under the Defence of the Realm Consolida- 
tion Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the defence of 
the realm : 


And whereas the said Act has been amended by the Defence of 
the Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, the Defence of the Realm 
(Amendment) (No. 2) Act, 1915, and the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, and other enactments : 


And whereas the said regulations have been amended by 
various subsequent Orders in Council : 


And whereas it is expedient further to amend the said 
regulations in manner hereinafter appearing : 


1. Regulation 21 shall be amended as follows :— 


(1) In sub-section (1) there shall be inserted after the 
words “cultivate the land” the words ‘“‘or use the land 
(including any buildings or erections thereon) for the 
keeping or breeding of live-stock, poultry, or bees’? and 
after the word “cultivation” the words “or use as 
aforesaid.” 


(2) In sub-section (2) for the words “or for adapting 
the land to cultivation including fencing” there shall be 
substituted the words “‘or its use as aforesaid or for 
adapting the land to cultivation or to such use as aforesaid 
including the erection of fences or buildings,” and for the 
words “such fencing or work of adaptation ” there shall 
be substituted the words “fence, building or other work 
erected or constructed under this provision.” 
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(3) In sub-section (3) after the word ‘‘ cultivates ” there 
shall be inserted the words ‘or uses,” and the word 
“twenty ” shall be substituted for ‘“ nineteen.” 

(4) In paragraph (ii) of sub-section (8) there shall be 
inserted after the words “ the land or any part thereof ” the 
words “‘ or use the land (including any buildings or erections 
thereon) or any part thereof for the keeping or breeding of 
live-stock, poultry or bees” and after the word 
“ cultivation ” the words “ or use as aforesaid.” 


2. After Regulation 8D the following regulation shall be 
inserted :— 
8pp. (1) Notwithstanding anything in the Motor Car 
Act, 1903, a licence limited to the driving of a motor car 
other than a heavy motor or a public service vehicle may 
be granted under that Act to a male person who has 
attained the age of sixteen years but has not attained the 
age of seventeen years, if the authority granting the licence 
are satisfied that he is competent to drive such a motor 
car. 
(2) The provisions of the Motor Car Act, 1903, and the 
regulations made thereunder which relate to the licensing of 
a motor car driver and a licence to drive a motor car shall 
apply to the licensing of a driver and a licence granted in 
pursuance of this regulation subject to such modifications 
as are required to render the said provisions and regulations 
applicable to a licence limited as aforesaid. 


(3) For the purpose of this regulation— 


(a) the expression “ heavy moter car ”’ means a motor car 
exceeding two tons in weight unladen; and 


(b) the expression “ public service vehicle” means any 
motor car licensed to ply for hire as a hackney 


carriage or stage carriage.” 

3. In paragraph (a) of sub-section (1) of Regulation 94a the 
words “ (including fairs and markets) ” shall be inserted after the 
word ‘* assemblies.” 

4. In Regulation 13a after the words “ His Majesty’s Forces ” 
there shall be inserted the words “or of the forces of any of 
His Majesty’s Allies.” 

5. After Regulation 14a the following regulation shall be 
inserted ; 


14H. (1) A person not being a natural born British 
subject shall not for any purpose assume or use, or purport 
to assume or use, or continue after the nineteenth day of 
August, nineteen hundred and eighteen the assumption 
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or use of, any name other than that by which he was 
ordinarily known at the date of the commencement of the 
war, and if he does so, he shall be guilty of a summary 
offence against these regulations. 

(2) Where any such person as aforesaid carries on, or 
purports or continues to carry on, or is a member of a 
partnership or firm which carries on, or which purports or 
continues to carry on, any trade or business in any name 
other than that under which the trade or business was 
carried on at the date of the commencement of the war he 
shall for the purpose of this regulation be deemed to be 
using, or purporting or continuing to use, a name other 
than that by which he was ordinarily known at the date 
of the commencement of the war. 

(3) A Secretary of State may, if it appears desirable in 
any particular case, grant an exemption from the 
provisions of this regulation. 

(4) Nothing in this regulation shall— 

(a) affect the assumption or use, or continued assumption 
or use, of any name in pursuance of a Royal 
Licence; or 

(6) affect the continuance of the use, until the decision of 
the Secretary of State has been given, of a name 
in respect of which an application for exemption is 
made before the nineteenth day of August, nineteen 
hundred and eighteen; or 

(c) prevent the assumption or use by a married woman of 
her husband’s name. 


6. After Regulation 30a the following regulation shall be 
inserted :— 

3044. If any person without lawful authority incites or 
induces any other person whether or not such other person 
is in the United Kingdom to do any act outside the United 
Kingdom calculated to increase the cost in the United 
Kingdom of war material, he shall, unless he proves to the 
satisfaction of the Court that the act was not intended 
to increase the cost, be guilty of an offence against these 
regulations. 


7. In Regulation 35c after the words ‘‘ His Majesty’s Forces,” 
wherever those words occur, there shall be inserted the words 
“or of the forces of any of His Majesty’s Allies.” 


8. After Regulation 39: the following regulation shall be 
inserted :— 

39EE. (1) The Shipping Controller, after consultation 

with a Secretary of State and the Board of Trade, may, in

Wuereas in the Regulations for the Government of Your 
Majesty’s Navy, and in sundry Orders in Council, provision 
is made for the grant to Officers, subject to certain conditions, 
and during certain limited periods, of sick leave on full pay : 


And whereas in sundry Orders in Council provision is made, 
subject to certain conditions, for the grant of non-effective 
pay during periods of unemployment to Officers of the Royal 
Navy and Royal Marines at rates dependent upon their rank and 
service : 


And whereas under the Instructions for Royal Marine 
Divisions Officers of the Royal Marines, who are maintained 
at the public expense in a Naval Hospital during full-pay sick 
leave, are liable to deduction from their full pay while so 
maintained : 


And whereas we are of opinion that it is desirable in certain 


respects to modify the said Regulations for the period of the 
present War : 


We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to 
sanction the Regulations contained in the Schedule annexed 
hereto, with effect for the periods defined therein. 


The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in these proposals.

DISCIPLINE OF AIR FORCE WHEN AFLOAT. 


WueErEas by Section 88 of the Naval Discipline Act it is 
enacted that Your Majesty’s Land and Air Forces, when 
embarked on board any of Your Majesty’s Ships, shall be subject 
to the provisions of that Act to such extent and under such 
Regulations as Your Majesty, by Order in Council, shall direct : 


And whereas we are of opinion that it is expedient to 
make Regulations for the discipline of Your Majesty’s Air 
Forces when embarked as passengers in any of Your Majesty’s 
Ships, together with tables of summary punishments for Airmen 
and of punishments for Non-Commissioned Officers who may 
commit any act against the good order and discipline of the Ship 
in which they are embarked : 


We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to direct that 
the following Regulations shall be established :— 


1, Whenever any of Your Majesty’s Air Forces shall be 
embarked as passengers in any of Your Majesty’s Ships, the 
Officers and Airmen shall, from the time of embarkation, 
strictly observe the Laws and Regulations established for the 
government and discipline of Your Majesty’s Navy, and shall, 
for these purposes, be under the command of the Commanding 
Officer of the Ship, as well as of the Senior Naval Officer 
present; and all Air-Force Officers or other persons under the 
equivalent rank of Captain of Your Majesty’s Navy taking 
passages, and all Air-Force Officers in actual command for the 
time being of any Body of the Air-Force embarked, through 
whom orders to that Body (given by the Officer of the Watch) 
are required to pass, shall be under the command of the Officer 
of the Watch. 


2. Any act against the good order and discipline of the 
Ship shall be deemed an act to the prejudice of good order 
and Air-Force discipline under Section 40 of the Air Force 
Act, unless the breach of discipline constitutes some other Air- 
Force offence for which provision is otherwise made in the said 
Act. 


3. Whenever an Air-Force Officer or Airman commits any 
act against the good order and discipline of the Ship, the 
Commanding Officer of the Ship may, by his own authority, 
and without reference to any other person, cause him to be 
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put under arrest or confined as a close prisoner; and may, if 
he thinks the case requires it, order the prisoner to be disem- 
barked at the first convenient opportunity, transmitting a 
report in writing, through the Senior Naval Officer present, 
to the Senior Air-Force Officer in command of the Air Forces, 
in order that the offender may be brought before an Air-Force 
Court Martial. 


4, The Commanding Officer of the Ship shall have full 
power, on his own authority, to order an offender, whether 
Air-Force Officer or Airman, to be placed in either Naval or 
Air-Force custody, as he shall consider most desirable, observing 
that in all cases where an offender is to be disembarked for 
trial by Air-Force authority, he must be placed in Air-Force 
custody on board the Ship. 


5. If any Air-Force Officer or Airman commits any act 
which, in the opinion of the Commanding Officer of the Body 
of the Air Force embarked, can only be adequately dealt with 
by a General or District Court-Martial, the offender shall, 
with the concurrence of the Commanding Officer of the Ship, 
be disembarked on the first opportunity for the purpose of being 
proceeded against according to Air-Force law. y 


6. If any Airman shall commit any act against the good 
order and discipline of the Ship which, in the opinion of the 
Commanding Officer of the Ship, requires the infliction of any 
summary punishment for which a warrant is required by the 
Summary Punishment Table attached hereto, and which he 
is hereby authorised to award, the Commanding Officer of the 
Ship shall confer with the Commanding Officer of the Body 
of the Air Force embarked as to the nature and amount of 
such punishment, if any, to be inflicted, and on their concur- 
rence the Commanding Officer of the Ship shall, by warrant 
under his hand, which should also bear the signature of the 
Officer commanding the Body of the Air Force embarked as 
concurring, sentence the offender to suffer such punishment 
accordingly. In the event of the Commanding Officer of that 
Body not concurring with the Commanding Ofticer of the Ship, 
the Commanding Officer of the Ship is to cause the offender 
to be placed under arrest or confined as a close prisoner until 
the case can be referred to superior Air-Force authority. 


7. The Commanding Officer of the Body of the Air Force 
embarked, on his taking command of that Body, will receive 
from the Captain of the Ship authority under his hand, and in 
the established fom, to award such summary punishments as are 
specified in the Summary Punishment Table for the Air Force, 
but such authority will not deprive the Captain of his right to 
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withdraw the original authority given; in the latter case, 
however, he should report to the Admiralty the circumstances 
which induced him to deviate from the general rule. 


8. All orders to the Body of the Air Force embarked are, 
so far as may be practicable, to be given through their own 
Officers and Non-Commissioned Officers, and the Commanding 
Officer of the Ship is to bear in mind that although the discipline 
of all on board is under his entire control, he is nevertheless to 
leave the Body of the Air Force embarked to the management 
of their own Officers so far as may be consistent with the order 
and discipline of the Ship. 


9. In special and exceptional cases, where the Commanding 
Officer of the Ship may deem it necessary for the good order 
or discipline of the Ship to give such orders as may interfere 
with existing Regulations, or may affect the internal economy 
and discipline of the Body of the Air Force embarked, he is 
to make a special report of the circumstances to the Admiralty. 


10. When any Airmen of Your Majesty’s Air Forces are 
embarked as passengers in any of Your Majesty’s Ships, and 


* there is no Commissioned Officer of the Air Forces on board, 


the Commanding Officer of the Ship shall possess and may 
exercise in regard to any such Airmen all the powers conferred 
upon him by Article 6 in the case of Airmen without conferring 
with or obtaining the concurrence or signature of any Officer 
of Your Majesty’s Air Forces. 


11. All summary punishments for Airmen embarked on 
board Your Majesty’s Ships shall be in strict accordance with 
the Summary Punishment Table appended hereto.

ALIENS RESTRICTION ACT, 1914—AMENDMENTS. 


Wuereas, by the Aliens Restriction Order, His Majesty, in 
exercise of the powers conferred by the Aliens Restriction Act, 
1914, has been pleased to impose restrictions on aliens and to make 
various regulations for carrying those restrictions into effect : 


And whereas it is expedsent to extend the provisions of that 
Order in manner hereinafter appearing : 


ldentity 1. The following Article shall be inserted after Article 20D :— 


Books: 20x. (1) An alien (wherever resident) shall have in his 
possession an identity book obtained in pursuance of this 
Order and duly filled in and attested : 


Provided that— 


(a) a Secretary of State may exempt from the provisions 
of this Article any class of aliens, where he is 
satisfied that satisfactory means are provided for 
their identification, other than the possession of an 
identity book; and 

(b) an alien coming from any place out of the United 
Kingdom and landing in the United Kingdom with- 
out an identity book may, subject to the provisions 
of this Order, be allowed to proceed to his destina- 
tion in the United Kingdom if the passport or 
other document with which he is required to be 
furnished on landing in the United Kingdom 
contains, or if he supplies, such of the particulars 
required to be contained in an identity book as 
may be required by an aliens officer; but any 
such alien shall proceed directly to his destination, 
and on arriving there shall, within twenty-four 
hours, comply with all the provisions of this Order 
which are applicable to him; and 
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(c) this Article shall not apply to an Alien who appears 
to be under the age of eighteen and is in the care 
of some other person who is over that age. 

(2) The provisions contained in the Third Schedule to 
this Order shall have effect with respect to identity books. 


(3) If any person uses for the purposes of this Order an 
identity book relating to any person other than himself, or, 
in filling in or attesting the particulars in an identity book, 
or for the purpose of obtaining an identity book, whether for 
himself or any other person, makes any false statement or 
false representation, he shall be deemed to have acted in 
contravention of this Order. 

Any person who purports to attest the particulars in an 
identity book when any of the relevant particulars in the 
book have not been filled in and signed shall be deemed to 
have made a false representation in attesting the particulars 
in an identity book. 

(4) If any alien to whom an identity book has been 
issued, or who is required to be in possession of an identity 
book under this Order, fails without reasonable excuse to 
produce his identity book when so required by an officer, 
or by a soldier, sailor or airman engaged on sentry patrol 
or other similar duty, or by any aliens officer or police 
constable, he shall be deemed to have acted in contravention 
of this Order, and may, without prejudice to any other 
penalty, be detained pending the making of inquiries as to 
his identity, and while so detained shall be deemed to be in 
legal custody.

Norr: (1).—-All persons or firms resident, carrying on business or being 
in the United Kingdom are prohibited from having, with any person or firm 
mentioned in this List, or in any List issued under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, any dealings other than such as are 
expressly authorised by paragraph 5 of the ‘Proclamation. A List (The Con- 
solidated List, No. 56a) consolidating all previous Lists, up to and including

Note (4).—In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export trade 
owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, the 
Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the namos of non- 
enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned in 
the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
ty suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for individual firms on the 
Lists, without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. The 
Department is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His 
Majesty's Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. 
When the applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to under- 
take to pay the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly 
facilitate the work of the Foreign Trade Departinent if applicants in making

Norte (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty's Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however. be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues 
of the List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty's Ambassador at 
Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


Note (6).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as “‘ Handel Maatschappy ” (Trading Company) or “* Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the firm under its proper name followed 
by the general descriptive term ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy ” or ‘“‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap”’ (N.V.)as in the case of an English company.

And whereas it is provided by Section 2 of the Customs 
(Exportation Restriction) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation made 
under Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, may, 
whether the Proclamation was made before or after the passing 
of the Act now in recital, be varied or added to, whilst a state of 
war exists, by an Order made by the Lords of the Council on 
the recommendation of the Board of Trade: 
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And whereas by a Proclamation, dated the 10th day of May, 
1917, and made under Section 8 of the Customs and Inland 
Revenue Act, 1879, and Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms 
Act, 1900, and Section 1 of the Customs (Exportation Pro- 
hibition) Act, 1914, the exportation from the United Kingdom of 
certain articles to certain or all destinations was prohibited : 


And whereas by subsequent Orders of Council the said

That the goods mentioned in the Schedule to the

ACTING CHAPLAINS, R.N.—GRANT OF TEMPORARY 
COMMISSIONS TO MINISTERS OF RELIGIOUS 
BODIES NOT IN CONFORMITY WITH THE 
CHURCH OF ENGLAND. 


Wuereas by the Regulations for the Government of Your 
Majesty’s Naval Service it is provided that no person shall be 
appointed a Chaplain in the Royal Navy who shall not have been 
regularly ordained a Deacon or Priest of the Church of England, 
or admitted to the same Holy Orders by the lawful authority 
of one of the Churches within the Realm of Great Britain and 
Ireland which are in communion with the Church of England : 
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And whereas we consider that Ministers of Religious 
Bodies, not in conformity with the Church of England, who 
are rendering full time service in the Royal Navy, should 
receive, under such conditions as we may determine, temporary 
Commissions as Acting Chaplains during the period of Hostilities : 


We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to 
approve of temporary Commissions as Acting Chaplains in 
the Royal Navy being issued to such Ministers, at our discretion, 
and of their being brought under the Regulations applicable 
to Acting Chaplains for Temporary Service, Royal Navy, in 
regard to emoluments, gratuities, and pensions for disabilities, 
injuries, or wounds, and allowances to Dependants.

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 
AMENDMENTS. 


WuereEas by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-eighth 
day of November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty 
was pleased to make regulations (called the ‘“‘ Defence of the 
Realm Regulations ”) under the Defence of the Realm Consolida- 
tion Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the defence of 
the realm: 


And whereas the said Act has been amended by the Defence 
of the Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, the Defence of the Realm 
(Amendment) (No. 2) Act, 1915, and the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, and other enactments : 


And whereas the said regulations have been amended by 
various subsequent Orders in Council : 


And whereas it is expedient further to amend the said 
regulations in manner hereinafter appearing : 


1. In Regulation 233 after the words ‘‘ 2F to 23 inclusive ” in 
subsection (1) thereof, there shall be inserted the words 
“ (including 2@@).” : 


2. In Regulation 78 after the words “‘ unloading of wagons ” 
in paragraph (6) thereof, there shall be inserted the words “ by 
prescribing the time after the expiration of which charges may be 
made by railway companies for the detention of wagons or trucks 
or the use or occupation of any accommodation whether before or 
after the conveyance of any goods and.” 


3. Regulation 14H shall be amended by the insertion of the

(d) Requiring all persons concerned in the management, 
whether as owners, occupiers or otherwise, of 
seamen’s lodging-houses to make returns giving 
the prescribed particulars with regard to the 
management, use, or conduct thereof, and re- 
quiring any such returns to be verified in the 
prescribed manner. 


(2) For the purpose of testing the accuracy of any return 
made in pursuance of an order made under this regulation, 
or of obtaining information in case of failure to make a 
return, any person authorised in that behalf by the Board of 
Trade may enter any premises belonging to or in the 
occupation of the person who has made or has failed to make 
the return, and may carry out such inspection and examina- 
tion (including the inspection and examination of books) as 
he may consider necessary for testing the accuracy of the 
returns or for obtaining such information. 


(3) No individual return or part of a return made, and 
no information obtained, in pursuance of an order made 
under this regulation shall without lawful authority be 
published or disclosed by any person except for the purpose 
of a prosecution under this regulation. 


(4) If in any case the Board of Trade are of opinion that 
it is expedient to obtain information from any person in 
connection with any seamen’s lodging-house the Board may, 
without making an order for the purpose, require that person 
to furnish them with that information, and where the Board 
so require any information to be furnished the provisions of 
this regulation shall apply to information furnished and the 
furnishing of information as they apply to returns made and 
the making of returns. 

(5) Any order made under this eguluen may. be re- 
voked or varied as occasion requires, and may contain such 
consequential and supplemental provisions as appear to the 
Shipping Controller and the Board of Trade to be necessary 
for carrying the order into effect. 

(6) In this regulation— 

The expression “ prescribed means prescribed by 
order made under this regulation ; 
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The expressions ‘‘ master” and “seaman” have 
respectively the same meaning as in the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894: 


‘ > 


The expression ‘‘ seamen’s lodging-house ” means 
any house, hostel, hotel or other premises to which 
seamen resort or in which seamen are accustomed 
to lodge. 


(7) Any person who acts in contravention of or fails to 
comply with the provisions of any order made under this 
regulation, or who obstructs or impedes in the exercise of 
any of his powers under this regulation any person authorised 
in that behalf by the Board of Trade, shall be guilty of a 
summary offence against these regulations. 


7. In Regulation 40 for the paragraph beginning with the 
words “ If any member of the crew” and ending with the words 
“ guilty of an offence against these regulations” there shall be 
substituted the following paragraph : 

“If any member of the crew of a British ship without 
lawful authority gives, sells, procures, or supplies, or offers 
to give, sell, procure, or supply, any intoxicant to any 
member of His Majesty’s forces, or to any member of the 
forces of any of His Majesty’s Allies, embarked as a passenger 
on board the ship, he shall be guilty of an offence against 
these regulations.” 


8. After Regulation 45 the following regulation shall be 
inserted :— 


“ 45EE.—(1) Subject to the provisions of this regulation, 
every person who is on the second day of August, nineteen 
hundred and eighteen, serving in an established capacity in 
His Majesty’s Civil Service shall before the first day of 
November, nineteen hundred and eighteen, or before such 
later date as may in any special case be allowed by the head 
officer of the department to which he belongs, and every 
person who after the second day of August, nineteen 
hundred and eighteen, is admitted to serve in such an 
established capacity shall within one month after he is so 
admitted, take the oath of allegiance in the usual form : 

Provided that a person who has in any capacity what- 
soever previously taken the oath of allegiance and makes a 
declaration of that fact in such manner as the Treasury direct 
shall not be required to take the oath again under this 
regulation. 

(2) Without prejudice to the power of any other persons 
to administer an oath, the oath under this regulation may 
be administered to the persons required to take the same 
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by such persons, or persons of such class, as in England the 
Lord Chancellor, in Scotland the Lord Advocate, and in 
Ireland the Lord Chancellor for Ireland, may direct. 


(3) For the purpose of securing compliance with the 
requirements of this regulation a record shall be kept in 
every Government department of the persons by whom the 
oath of allegiance is taken under this regulation and of the 
persons who are exempt from the requirements of this 
regulation by reason of having previously taken the oath. 

(4) In this regulation the expression ‘ oath’ includes 
affirmation as respects a person who is permitted by law to 
make a solemn affirmation instead of taking an oath.”

(Exportation Restriction) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation made 
under Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, may, . 
whether the proclamation was made before or after the passing 
of the Act now in recital, be varied or added to, whilst a state 
of war exists, by an Order made by the Lords of the Council on 
the recommendation of the Board of Trade : 


And whereas by a Proclamation, dated the 10th day of May, 
1917, and made under Section 8 of the Customs and Inland 
Revenue Act, 1879, and Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms 
Act, 1900, and Section 1 of the Customs (Exportation Pro- 
hibition) Act, 1914, the exportation from the United Kingdom of 
certain articles to certain or all destinations was prohibited : 


And whereas by subsequent Orders of Council the said 
Proclamation was amended and added to in certain particulars ; 
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And whereas there was this day read at the Board a

TRADING WITH THE ENEMY.—AMENDMENTS TO

trading with any of the persons or bodies of persons mentioned in 
the List contained in the last-mentioned Proclamation, such List 
being therein referred to as the Statutory List : 


And whereas by Section one, sub-section two, of the said 
Act, it is provided that any List of persons and bodies of persons, 
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incorporated or unincorporated, with whom such trading is pro- 
hibited by a Proclamation under the said Act may be varied or 
added to by an Order made by the Lords of the Council on the 
recommendation of a Secretary of State : 

And whereas the Statutory List contained in the last-mentioned 
Proclamation has been varied and added to by subsequent Orders 
of Council : 

And whereas there was this day read at the Board a 
recommendation from the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
to the effect that the Statutory List should be further varied and 
added to as set forth in the Schedule hereto.

Nore (1).—-All persons or firms resident, carrying on business or being 
in the United Kingdom are prohibited from having, with any person or firm 
mentioned in this List, or in any List issued under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, any dealings other than such as are 
expressly authorised by paragraph 5 of the Proclamation. A List (The Con- 
solidated List, No. 614) consolidating all previous Lists, revised to date and 
including the amendments in the Schedule annexed hereto is issued 
concurrently with this Order. This Consolidated List contains all the 
names which up to this date are included in the Statutory List. 

Additions to and variations in these Lists will be published at intervals 
approximately of two weeks. 

The Lists are published in the London Gazette and reproduced in the 
Board of Trade Journal, and separate copies of all Lists may be obtained 
at a small cost from the Superintendent of Publications, His Majesty's 
Stationery Office, Imperial House, Kingsway, W.C. 

Nore (2).—Where a person or firm mentioned in the List has more than 
one address in the country, or group of countries under which the name of 
the person or firm appears, all dealings in that country, or in any country 
in the group, with such person or firm are prohibited, even in cases where 
one only of tho addrosses or one only of the countries is specifically 
mentioned. 

Nore (3).—Trading is prohibited under the Trading with the Enemy 
Proclamations of 25th June, and 10th November, 1915, with any person or 
firm of enemy nationality resident or carrying on business in China, Siam, 
Persia, Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese East Africa, Persons or firms in 
the United Kingdom are therefore prohibited from trading with any 
person or firm of enemy nationality in any of those countries, even though 
such person or firm is not mentioned by name in the Statutory List. 

Note (4).-—-In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export trade 
owing to*the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, the 
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Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of non- 
enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned in 
the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for individual firms on the 
Lists, without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. The 
Department is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His 
Majesty’s Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. 
When the applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to under- 
take to pay the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly 
facilitate the work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants in making 
enquiries would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes 
are required.

Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such ayencies or branches with issues 
of the List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty's Ambassador at 
Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


Nore (6).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as ** Handel Maatschappy ”’ (Trading Company) or ‘‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the firm under its proper name followed 
by the general descriptive term ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy ” or ‘* Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (N.V.) as in the case of an English company. For instance, 
Handel Maatechappy van den Berg & Company, and Naamlooze Venovts- 
chap de Komeet v/h Dumonceau Fréres will be found under * Berg” and

OFFICERS—FORMATION. 


Wuereas His late Majesty was graciously pleased, by His 
Order in Council bearing date the 12th day of March, 1903, 
to sanction the appointment of Retired Officers of the Royal 
Marines under the Rank of Lieutenant-Colonel to a Reserve of 
Officers : 


And whereas we consider it necessary to extend the Reserve 
of Officers of the Royal Marines : 


We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to 
approve of the formation of a Special Reserve of Officers, 
Royal Marines, consisting of Officers who have held Temporary 
Commissions in the Royal Marines during War, of Warrant 
Officers, Class I, and Gentlemen specially appointed from civil 
life, under the conditions prescribed in the attached Schedule. 


The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in these proposals. 


SPECIAL RESERVE OF OFFICERS, ROYAL MARINES. 


(CONSOLIDATED REGULATIONS.) 


1. A Reserve of Officers, Royal Marines, to be called the 
Special Reserve of Officers, Royal Marines, to be established ; 
and to consist of such numbers as may be determined, from 
time to time, between the Admiralty and the Treasury. 
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2. The following to be eligible for the Special Reserve :— 


(a) Officers who have held Temporary Commissions in 
the Royal Marines under the Rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. 


(b) Substantive Warrant Officers, Classes 1 and 2, and 
Non-Commissioned Officers, who have been granted Tem- 
porary Commissions during War. 


(c) Warrant Officers, Class 1, who on discharge to pension 
are recommended by their Commanding Officers as suitable 
to hold Commissions in case of emergency. 


(d) Gentlemen specially appbinted from civil life, who 
must :— 


(1) Have qualified at an Army or Royal Marine 
Entrance Examination, or have a “leaving 
certificate,” or 


(2) Have passed Matriculation Examination of a 
University. 


3. Candidates for appointment to the Special Reserve 
must pass the Medical Examination laid down, and_ those 
appointed under Paragraph 2 (d) above must be between 18 
and 25 years of age on appointment. All must be British- 
born Subjects. 


4. Temporary Officers appointed will be placed in the 
Special Reserve in the Rank, and with the Seniority, last held 
by them during service with the Corps. 


Those appointed from Warrant Officer will be granted 
Commissions as Lieutenant, Royal Marines, in the Special 
Reserve, with seniority from date of appointment. 

Gentlemen appointed from civil life will be granted Com- 
missions as Second Lieutenant in the Special Reserve, will 
be on probation for 6 months, and will be confirmed only on 
completing the probationary course of training laid down on 
appointment. 


5. Special Reserve Officers will be entitled to wear the 
uniform of Officers of the Royal Marines as laid down for 
Retired Officers, Royal Marines, and as published in the Quarterly 
Navy List.

8. Pay during training, or when recalled to service, will be 
at such rates as may be agreed upon between the Treasury 
and the Admiralty. 


9. On appointment aif outfit allowance of £30 will be 
granted on condition that the Officer refunds one quarter for 
each year short of four, if he is removed from the Servic. 
within 4 years for whatever cause, subject to waiver in whole 
or in part in special circumstances at the discretion of the 
Admiralty. 


On being called up for service Officers will be granted an 
allowance of £50 to include Camp Kit, but not to include any 
expense incurred in respect of Tropical Outfit. 


An Officer who was commissioned or called up during 
War, and received an outfit gratuity, will not receive a further 
grant of £30 on appointment to the Reserve, but will be 
granted a special allowance of £10 for provision of Mess Kit, 
&c., half to be refunded if the Officer does not complete two 
years in Reserve owing to reasons within his own control. 


A refund of gratuity will not be required in cases where 
an Officer who has received the £30 grant is called up for 
service before completion of four years, or where, if he has 
received the £10 grant, he is called up before completion of 
two years. 


10. Officers who may receive hurts or wounds on Active 
Service in the Royal Navy will receive gratuities or pensions 
on the scale applicable to Officers of corresponding rank on the 
Active List, and Widows, Children and other Dependent 
Relatives of Officers who die while on Service with the Corps 
will be eligible for pensions, gratuities, and compassionate 
allowances, at the rates, and subject to the conditions, from 
time to time prescribed for the benefit of the Widow, Children 
or other Dependent Relatives of Officers of corresponding rank 
on the Active List of the Corps. 


11, A Special Reserve Officer will not be eligible for 
promotion to the establishment of any higher Rank of the 
Corps. 


Promotion in the Special Reserve will be granted as 
follows, but Officers will be required to pass the examinations

For Lieutenant - - - - 3 years’ service.

Exemptions from these examinations will be allowed as 
in the Special Reserve of the Army. . 

Temporary Officers appointed to the Special Reserve will 
be required to pass the examination laid down for their rank, 
unless exempted. 


12. Officers will be removed from the Special Reserve of 
Officers as follows :— 


(a) For misconduct. 

(b) On resignation, if accepted by the Admiralty. 

(c) If medically unfit for Active Service. 

(d) At the age of 45, except in the case of Officers 
appointed under Paragraph 2 (6) and (c), who will be 
removed at 50 years of age. 


13. Subject to compliance with the provisions of Paragraph 8, 
and the conditions set forth below, an Officer of the Special 
Reserve may be granted a retaining fee of £20 for each completed 
year of service. 


(a) Ordinarily the fee will be payable annually in arrear 
on or after the Ist January of each year on application 
to the Accountant-General of the Navy. 


(6) The first payment will be due on the Ist January 
following the year in which the Officer completed his 
first period of training, or, if entered from civil life, 
in which he was confirmed, and will bear the same pro- 
portion to the full annual fee as the number of days 
subsequent to the completion of training, or to confirmation, 
as the case may be, bears to the total number of days in the 
calendar year. 


(c) Similarly the final payment on the Officer’s removal 
from the Special Reserve, and any other payment that 
may be due for a period less than a calendar year, will 
be proportionate to the period to which it relates. 


(d) No payment will be due in respect of any period 
during which the Officer is serving, and in receipt of pay 
from the Crown, during a time of national emergency, 
but such service will be deemed to be the equivalent of 
annual training for the purpose of qualifying the Officer 
for retaining fees during fractional parts of a calendar 
year preceding and succeeding such service.

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 


AMENDMENTS. 


Wnereas by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-cighth 
day of November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty 
was pleased to make regulations (called the “ Defence of the 
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Realm Regulations”) under the Defence of the Realm Con- 
solidation Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the 
defence of the realm : 

And whereas the said Act has been amended by the Defence of 
the Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, the Defence of the Realm 
(Amendment) (No. 2) Act, 1915, and the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, and other enactments : 

And whereas the said regulations have been amended by 
various subsequent Orders in Council : 

And whereas it is expedient further to amend the said 
regulations in manner hereinafter appearing : 


1. In subsection (1) of Regulation 23 the words “ on behalf of 
the Food Controller ” shall be omitted. 

2. For removing doubts it is hereby declared that the powers 
conferred on the Board of Trade by Regulation 255 shall include 
and shall be deemed always to have included power of making 
arrangements with the Food Controller, as well as with any other 
Government Department, for the exercise of the powers of the 
Board under Regulations 28, 2¥, 2c, 2H and 7, as applied by the 
said Regulation 2u3. 

3. After Regulation 344 the following regulation shall be 
inserted :— 

‘* 34B.—(1) Where a difference has been referred under 
sub-section (2) of Section one of the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, for settlement in accordance with the provisions of the 
First Schedule to that Act, and it appears to the Minister of 
Labour that an award cannot be obtained, and that in 
consequence thereof the production of any article essential 
to the successful prosecution of the war is hampered, the 
Minister may annul the reference and substitute therefor 
a reference to a single arbitrator appointed by himself. 

(2) An award given by any such arbitrator shall be 
binding both on employers and employed and may be 
made retrospective. 

(3) If any employer or person employed thereafter acts 
in contravention of or fails to comply with the award, or if 
an employer declares, causes, or takes part in a lock-out 
within the meaning of the said Act, or a person employed 
takes part in a strike within the meaning of the said Act, 
in connection with the difference so referred to a single 
arbitrator, he shall be guilty of a summary offence against 
these regulations, but a person guilty of any such offence 
shall not be sentenced to imprisonment.”

_ TRADING WITH THE ENEMY.—AMENDMENTS TO 
BLACK LIST. 


WHEREAS His Majesty has been pleased, in exercise of the 
power in that behalf conferred on Him by Section one, sub-sec-

being therein referred to as the Statutory List : 


And whereas by Section one, sub-section two, of the said 
Act, it is provided that any List of persons and bodies of persons, 
incorporated or unincorporated, with whom such trading is pro- 
hibited by a Proclamation under the said Act may be varied or 
added to by an Order made by the Lords of the Council on the 
recommendation of a Secretary of State : 

And whereas the Statutory List contained in the last-mentioned 
Proclamation has been varied and added to by subsequent Orders 
of Council : 

And whereas there was this day read at the Board a 
recommendation from the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
to the effect that the Statutory List should be further varied and 
added to as set forth in the Schedule hereto.

Nore (1).—All persons or firms resident, carrying on business or being 
in the United Kingdom are prohibited from having, with any person or firm 
mentioned in this List, or in any List issued under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, any dealings other than such as are 
expressly authorised by paragraph 5 of the Proclamation. A List (The 
Consolidated List, No. 614) consolidating all previous Lists, wp to and 
including that of the 9th August, 1918, is in press and will shortly be 
published. This Consolidated List, together with the List herewith 
annexed, contains all the names which up to this date are included in the 
Statutory List. 

Additions to and variations in these Lists will be published at intervals 
approximately of two weeks. 

The Lists are published in the London Gazette and reproduced in the 
Board of Trade Journal, and separate copies of all Lists may be obtained 
at a small cost from the Superintendent of Publications, His Majesty's 
Stationery Office, Imperial House, Kingsway, W.C. 

Nore (2).—Where a person or firm mentioned in the List has more than 
one address in the country, or group of countries under which the name of 
the person or firm appears, all dealings in that country, or in any country 
in the group, with such person or firm are prohibited, even in cases whero 
one only of the addresses or one only of the countries is specifically 
mentioned. 

Nore (3).—Trading is prohibited under the Trading with the Enemy 
Proclamations of 25th June, and 10th November, 1915, with any person, 
or firm of enemy nationality resident or carrying on business in China, Siam, 
Persia, Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese Kast Africa. Persons or firms in 
the United Kingdom are therefore prohibited from trading with any 
person or firm of enemy nationality in any of those countries, even though 
such person or firm is not mentioned by name in the Statutory List. 


Nore (4).—In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export trade 
owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, the 
Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of non- 
enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned in 
the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for indiidual firms on the 
Lists, without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. The Depart- 
ment is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His Majesty's 
Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. When 
the applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to undertake 
to pay the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly 
facilitate the work of the Forcign Trade Department if applicants in making 
enquiries would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes 
aro required. General enquiries for new connections abroad should be 
addressed to The Comptroller General, Department of Overseas Trade 
(Development and Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C, 2. 


Note (5).—-The Statutory List for each country is tolegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty s Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
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however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues of 
the List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty's Ambassador at 
Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


Note (6).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy ” (Trading Company) or “‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap " (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the firm under its proper name followed 
by the general descriptive term ‘“‘ Handel Maatschappy “ or ‘“‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap’ (N.V.) as in the case of an English company. For instance, 
Handel Maatschappy van den Berg & Company, and Naamlooze Venoots- 
chap de Komeet v/h Dumonceau Fréres will be found under * Berg” and 
“ Komeet ” respectively, and not under “ Handel’ or ‘ Naamlooze.”

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 


AMENDMENTS. 


WHEREAS by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-eighth 
day of November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty 
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was pleased to make regulations (called the “‘ Defence of the 
Realm Regulations”’) under the Defence of the Realm Con- 
solidation Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the 
defence of the realm : 

And whereas the said Act has been amended by the Defence of 
the Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, the Defence of the Realm 
(Amendment) (No. 2) Act, 1915, and the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, and other cnactments : 

And whereas the said regulations have been amended by 
various subsequent Orders in Council : 


And whereas it is expedient further to amend the said 
regulations in manner hereinafter appearing : 


1. The following regulation shall be substituted for Regula- 
tion 9B :— 


98. It shall not be lawful to hold any race meeting, that 
is to say any meeting at which racing with horses, galloways 
or ponies which is open to the public, whether on payment 
or otherwise, takes place; and if an attempt is made to hold 
a race meeting in contravention of this regulation it shall 
be lawful to take such steps as may be necessary to prevent 
the holding thereof; and if any person takes part in the 
control management or organisation of any such meeting, or 
allows any horse, galloway or pony to run at such meeting, 
or brings any horse, galloway, or pony to a place where any 
such meeting is proposed to be held for the purpose of 
taking part in a race, he shall be guilty of a summary 
offence against these regulations : 


Provided that nothing in this regulation shall apply to 
a race meeting held in Great Britain under the authority of 
the Stewards of the Jockey Club or the National Hunt Com- 
mittee in pursuance of any scheme or programme of racing 
sanctioned by the Army Council in consultation with the 
Board of Trade, or a race meeting held in Ireland in 
pursuance of any arrangements made by the Lord 
Lieutenant with the Irish Turf Club. 


2. The following regulation shall be substituted for Regulation 
11a :— 

11a. The Minister of Munitions, with a view to main- 

taining or increasing the supply of light, heat, or power 

for the purpose of the production, repair or transport of 

war material or any other work necessary for the successful 
prosecution of the war, may 

(a) by order direct that lights of any specified class or 

description shall be extinguished or their use 

restricted to such extent, between such hours, 
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within such area, on such premises, and during 
such period, as may be specified in the order; or 


(6) prohibit, restrict or otherwise regulate and control the 
supply, or means of supply, of electricity to, or its 
use in, any premises or class of premises, or any 
place or undertaking, 


and if any person having control of any light, or occupying 
or having control of, or managing, or being in charge of, 
premises in on or in connection with which any light is used 
acts in contravention of any such order as to lights, or if 
any person fails to comply with or acts in contravention of 
any order or requirement hereunder as to the supply, or 
means of supply, ar use of electricity he shall be guilty of a 
summary offence against these regulations : 


Provided that— 


{i) This regulation shall not apply to any lights 
required to be kept lighted by a competent naval or 
military authority, or other officer authorised by 
him for the purpose, or under any order made 
under Regulation 11 by the Secretary of State, or 
the Secretary for Scotland; and 


(ii) No order or requirement shall be made for the 
closing of any power station belonging to any local 
authority or for the connection of any such power 
station with any other power station except with 
the concurrence of the appropriate Government 
Department, and if any question arises as to 
which Government Department is the appropriate 
Government Department the question shall be 
finally determined by the Treasury. 


3. The following paragraph shall be inserted in Regulation 148 
after the words “specified in the order’? where they thirdly 
oceur :— 

The Secretary of State may make any such order as 
aforesaid with respect to any alien in any case where in his 
opinion the making of the order is calculated to secure the 
safety of any British subject in any foreign country. 


In the same regulation for “‘ Provided that any such order ” 
there shall be substituted the words “‘ Provided that any order 
under this regulation.” 


4. In Regulation 214 “ without lawful authority or excuse ” 
shall be omitted, and after “ not belonging to him” there shall 
be inserted the words ‘‘ and without the authority of the owner,” 
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5. The following paragraph shall be substituted for the 2nd 
paragraph of Subsection (13) of Regulation 56 :— 
For the purposes of this regulation the expression 
“ press offence ” means :— 

(a) the publication in print, or communication for the 
purpose of publication in print, of any information 
in contravention of Regulation 18, or the having 
in possession any printed publication in con- 
travention of that regulation ; 


(b) any offence under Regulation 27 in connection with 
any printed publication ; 

(c) any offence under Regulation 27a or 27AA, other than 
an offence under either of those regulations 
committed by means of a public speech, and any 
offence under Regulation 270; 

(d) the attempting to commit, or the soliciting or inciting 
or endeavouring to persuade another person to 
commit, or the procuring aiding or abetting, or the 
doing of any act preparatory to, the commission of, 
any offence which is a press offence within the 
meaning of paragraph (a), paragraph (6) or 
paragraph (c) ; 

and where a person alleged to be guilty of an offence which 
is a press offence within the meaning of this provision is 
also alleged to be guilty of any other offence against these 
regulations in relation to the matter in respect of which the 
press offence is alleged to have been committed, that other 
offence shall also be treated as a press offence. 


The decision of the Director of Public Prosecutions, the 
Lord Advocate, or the Attorney-General for Ireland, as the 
case may be, that an alleged offence is, or is to be treated 
as, a press offence, shall be final and conclusive. 


6. The following regulation shall be inserted after Regula- 
tion 64 :— 


64a. Where by any order made under these regulations 
by any Government Department or authority and for the 
time being in force, any clauses or words are directed to be 
added to or omitted from a previous order so made by the 
same Government Department or authority, or to be sub- 
stituted for any other clauses or words in such a previous 
order, then copies of that previous order printed under the 
authority of His Majesty’s Stationery Office after such 
direction takes effect may be printed with the clauses or 
words so added omitted or substituted, and the clauses and 
paragraphs thereof numbered in accordance with such 
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direction, and that previous order shall be construed as if

DOCKYARD PORT OF PORTSMOUTH— 
AMENDMENTS TO RULES. 


Whereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council, from 
time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a Dock- 
yard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make regulations 
in relation to any Dockyard Port for all or any of the purposes

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 
AMENDMENTS.

Nore (1).—All persons or firms resident, carrying on business or being 
in the United Kingdom are prohibited from having, with any person or 
firm mentioned in this List, or in any List issued under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, any dealings other than such as are 
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expressly authorised by paragraph 5 of the Proclamation. A List (The 
Consolidated List, No. 614) consolidating all previous Lists, up to and 
including that of the 9th August, 1918, together with List No. 62 of 23rd 
August, List No. 63 of 6th September, List No. 64 of 20th September, and 
the List herewith annexed, contains all the names which up to this date are 
included in the Statutory List. 

Additions to and variations in these Lists will be published at intervals 
approximately of two weeks. 

The Lists are published in the London Gazette and reproduced in the 
Board of Trade Journal, and separate copies of all Lists may be obtained 
at a small cost from the Superintendent of Publications, His Majesty's 
Stationery Office, Imperial House, Kingsway, W.C. 

Nore (2).—Where a firm is mentioned in the List, every partner in the 
firm is also included in the List, and all dealings with any partner in the 
firm, as well as all dealings with the firm, are prohibited : and conversely, 
all dealings with a firm, any partner in which is mentioned in the List, 
are also prohibited. 


Nore (3).—Where a person or firm mentioned in the List has more than 
one address in the country, or group of countries under which the name of 
the person or firm appears, all dealings in that country, or in any country 
in the group, with such person or firm are prohibited, even in cases where 
one only of the addresses or one only of the countries is specially mentioned. 


Nore (4).—Trading is prohibited under the Trading with the Enemy 
Proclamations of 25th June, and 10th November, 1915, with any person 
or firm of enemy nationality resident or carrying on business in China, 
Siam, Persia, Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese East Africa. Persons or 
firms in the United Kingdon are therefore prohibited from trading with 
any person or firm of enemy nationality in any of those countries, even 
though such person or firm is not mentioned by name in the Statutory 
List. 


Nore (5) —In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to the British traders by the dislocation of export 
trade owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, 
the Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of 
non-enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned 
in the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department. and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for individual firms on the 
Lists, without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. ‘The Depart- 
ment is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His Majesty's 
Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. When the 
applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to undertake to pay 
the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly facilitate the 
work of the Foreign Trade Departinent if applicants in making enquiries 
would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes are 
required. General enquiries for new connections abroad should be addressed 
to The Comptroller General, Department of Overseas Trade (Development and 
Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. 2. 


Note (6).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed. on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty's Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Oflicers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencics or branches with issues 
of the List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countrics in 
Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty’s Ambassador at 
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Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


Nore (7).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as “ Handel Maatschappy © (‘Trading Company) or“ Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient. to publish the firm under its proper name, followed. 
by the general descriptive term ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy ~ or ‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (N.V.) as in the case of an English company. For instance, 
Handel Maatschappy van den Berg & Company, and Naamlooze Venoots- 
chap de Komeet v/h Dumonceau Fréres will be found under * Berg and

TRADING WITH THE ENEMY—AMENDMENTS TO 
BLACK LIST, 


Wuereas His Majesty has been pleased, in exercise of the 
power in that behalf conferred on Him by Section one, sub-sec- 
tion one, of the Trading with the Enemy (Extension of Powers) 
Act, 1915, by divers Proclamations, and in particular by a Pro- 
clamation dated the 23rd day of May, 1916, and amended on the 
16th day of January, 1918, entitled ‘The Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation,” to prohibit all persons or 
bodies of persons, incorporated or unincorporated, resident, 
carrying on business, or being in the United Kingdom from 
trading with any of the persons or bodies of persons mentioned in 
the List contained in the last-mentioned Proclamation, such List 
being therein referred to as the Statutory List :

Norte (5).—In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export trade 
owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, the 
Foreign Trade Department ie collecting and classifying the names of non- 
enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned in 
the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for individual firms on the 
Lists, without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. The 
Department is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His 
Majesty’s Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. 
When the applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to under- 
take to pay the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly 
facilitate the work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants in making 
enquiries would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes 
are required. General enquiries for new connections abroad should be 
addressed to The Comptroller General, Department of Overseas Trade 
(Development and Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. 2. 


Nore (6).—The Statutory List for each country is telegréphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty's Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues 
of the List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty’s Ambassador at 
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Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


Nore (7).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as “‘ Handel Maatschappy ”’ (Trading Company) or “* Naamlooze 
Venootschap " (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the firm under its proper name followed 
hy the general descriptive term ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy ” or ‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (N.V.) as in the case of an English company.

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 
AMENDMENTS. 


Whereas by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-eighth 
day of November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty 
was pleased to make regulations (called the ‘“ Defence of the 
Realm Regulations ’’) under the Defence of the Realm Consolida- 
tion Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the defence of 
the realm : 


And whereas the said Act has been amended by the Defence of 
the Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, the Defence of the Realm 
(Amendment) (No. 2) Act, 1915, and the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, and other enactments : 


And whereas the said regulations have been amended by various 
subsequent Orders in Council : 

And whereas it is expedient further to amend the said regula- 
tions in manner hereinafter appearing : 


1. In Regulation 28 for the words, “sell or repair any article 
the sale or repair whereof, ”’ there shall be substituted the words, 
“sell, repair, or deliver any article the sale, repair, or delivery 
whereof.” 

2. In paragraph (e) of subsection (1) of Regulation 9aa after 
the words, ‘‘ His Majesty’s Forces,” there shall be inserted the 
words, “‘ or of the Forces of any of His Majesty's Allies.”

TEMPORARY ACTING WARRANT OFFICERS TO BE 
ON SAME BASIS AS CONFIRMED WARRANT 
OFFICERS FOR PURPOSES OF PAY, PENSION, AND 
ALLOWANCES. 


Wuereas the Regulations for the Government of Your Majesty's 
Naval Service provide that an Officer holding Acting Rank shall 
be entitled only to the lowest rate of full pay applicable to the 
Rank in which he is acting : 

And whereas a number of Pensioner and Royal Fleet Reserve 
Men have been granted Temporary Acting Warrant Rank during 
the period of Hostilities, and we consider that these Officers 
should be granted the same increments of pay, according to the 
length of their service in Warrant Rank, as are granted to Con- 
firmed Officers of similar Rank on the Permanent List of Your 
Majesty’s Navy : 

And whereas the Regulations further provide that the grant 
of widow’s pension to the widow of a Warrant Officer, and of 
compassionate allowances to his children, can only be authorised 
in cases where the Officer has completed one year’s satisfactory 
service as Warrant Officer, and has been confirmed in Rank, unless 
his death was attributable to the service : 

And whereas we consider that the widows of Temporary Acting 
Warrant Officers should be granted widow’s pensions, and their 
children compassionate allowances, under the conditions applicable 
to other Warrant Officers, provided the Officer has completed 
one ycar’s satisfactory service as Temporary Acting Warrant 
Ofticer, notwithstanding the fact that Temporary Acting Warrant 
Officers do not receive confirmation in Rank : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to sanction 
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the grant to these Officers of the increments of full pay 
authorised for Confirmed Warrant Officers, Royal Navy, and of 
pensions and allowances to their widows and children as proposed 
above.

NOTE (1).—All persons or firms resident, carrying on business or being 
in the United Kingdom are prohibited from having, with any person or firm 
mentioned in this List, or in any List issued under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, any dealings other than such as are 
y authorised by paragraph 5 of the Proclamation. A List (The 
Consolidated List, No. 61a) consolidating all previous Lists, up to and 
including that of the 9th August, 1918, together with List No. 62 of 23rd 
August, List No. 63 of 6th September, List No. 64 of 20th September, 
List No. 65 of 4th October, List No. 66 of 18th October, and the List. 
herewith annexed, contains all the names which up to this date are 
included in the Statutory List. 

Additions to and variations in these Lists will be published at intervals 
approximately of two weeks. 

The Lists are published in the London Gazette and reproduced in the 
Board of Trade Journal, and separate copies of all Lists may be obtained 
at a small cost from the Superintendent of Publications, His Majesty's 
Stationery Oftice, Imperial House, Kingsway, W.C. 


Nore (2).—Where a firm is mentioned in the List, every partner in 
the firm is also included in the List, and all dealings with any partner in 
the firm, as well as all dealings with the firm, are prohibited: and con- 
versely, all dealings with a firm, any partner in which is mentioned in the 
List, are also prohibited. 


Nore (3).—-Where a person or firm mentioned in the List has more than 
one address in the country, or group of countries under which the name of 
the person or firm appears, all dealings in that country, or in any country 
in the group, with such person or firm are prohibited, even in cases where 
one only of the addresses or one only of the countries is specifically 
inentioned, 

Note (4).—Trading is prohibited under the Trading with the Enemy 
Proclamations of 25th June, and 10th November, 1915, with any person, 
or firm of enemy nationality resident or carrying on business in China, Siam, 
Persia, Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese East Africa. Persons or firms in 
the United Kingdom are therefore prohibited from trading with any 
person or firm of enemy nationality in any of those countries, even though 
such person or firm is not mentioned by name in the Statutory List. 


Note (5).—In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export trade 
owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, the 
Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of non- 
enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned in 
the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for individual firms on the 
Lists, without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. The Depart- 
ment is, however. prepared on application to enquire of His Majesty's 
Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. When 
the applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to undertake 
to pay the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly 
facilitate the work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants in making 
enquiries would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes 
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are required, General enquiries for new connections abroad should be 
addressed to I'he Comptroller General, Department of Overseaa T'rade 
(Derelopment and Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C, 2. 


Norte (6).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty’s Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues of 
the List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty’s Ambassador at 
Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


Nore (7).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
torms such as *‘ Handel Maatschappy ” (‘Trading Company) or *‘ Naamlooze 
Venvotschap ” (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the firm under its proper name followed 
by the general descriptive term ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy ” or ‘* Naamlooze 
Venootschap ”’ (N.V.) as in the case of an English company. For instance, 
Handel Maatschappy van den Berg & Company, and Naamlooze Venoots- 
chap de Komeet v/h Dumonceau Fréres will be found under ‘“‘ Berg ”’ and 
“ Komeet ” respectively, and not under ‘* Handel” or ‘‘ Naamlooze.”

SUPPLEMENTARY SEPARATION ALLOWANCES TO 
WIVES AND DEPENDANTS OF SEAMEN, MARINES 
AND RESERVISTS. 


Wuereas by Your Majesty’s Orders in Council bearing dates the 
29th day of October, 1914, the 10th day of January, 1917, and 
the 13th day of March, 1917, sanction was given to the payment 
of Separation Allowance to the wives and in respect of the children 
of Seamen. Marines, and Reservists, borne on the books of Your 
Majesty’s Ships : 

And whereas we consider it desirable that in certain cireum- 
stances Supplementary Separation Allowances should be granted 
to the wives and dependants of Seamen, Marines, and Reservists, 
holding the Rating or Rank of Ordinary Seaman, Able Seaman, 
Private, or any relative Rating or Rank in other Branches of 
Your Majesty’s Naval and Marine Forces : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to sanction 
payment, with effect from the 16th May, 1918, of such Allowances, 
subject to the conditions as regards award and amount payable 
indicated in the Schedule hereto. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in this proposal, which is nevertheless 
most humbly submitted. 


SCHEDULE. 


1. It shall be a condition of the award of a Supplementary 
Separation Allowance under these Regulations that the Seaman 
or Marine in respect of whom it is claimed shall have declared in 
favonr of the claimant a weekly allotment from his wages, which—— 

(a) If his Full Pay and Allowances in the nature thereof 
do not exceed 12s. a week, is not less than 1s. 6d. a week, or 

(6) If his Full Pay and Allowances in the nature thereot 
exceed 12s. a week, is not less than the weekly excess of 
such Full Pay and Allowances over 10s. 6d., provided 
that, if the excess be not an exact multiple of 6d., it shall 
be not less than the precise multiple of 6d. next below such 
excess, 


2. Subject to the declaration of the minimum allotment 
prescribed above, the Supplementary Separation Allowance 


O 4881 Ft 
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shall be such weekly sum as, when added to that minimum 
allotment, and the amount of Navy Separation Allowance and 
Allotment Concession in course of payment, will make up a 
weekly sum equal to that which would have been payable to 
the claimant as Army Separation Allowance and State Allotment 
if the Seaman or Marine had been a Private in the Army. 


3. If the Full Pay and Allowances in the nature thereof of 
a Seaman or Marine, in respect of whom a Supplementary 
Separation Allowance has been granted, fall below the total at 
which they stood at the date on which the Supplementary 
Separation Allowance was awarded, the Admiralty may, in any 
case in which such a course appears appropriate, increase the 
Supplementary Separation Allowance, provided that the 
Allowance as thus increased shall in no case exceed the weekly 
sum properly payable under the two preceding Rules. Similarly 
if the Full Pay and Allowances in the nature thereof of any 
such Seaman or Marine be raised above the total at which 
they stood at the date on which the Supplementary Separation 
Allowance was awarded, such Supplementary Separation Allow- 
ance shall be reduced or withdrawn, as may be necessary to 
ensure that the Supplementary Separation Allowance, if any, 
continuing in course of payment shall not exceed the sum properly 
payable under the two preceding Rules.

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 
AMENDMENTS. 


Whereas by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-eighth day 
of November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty was 
pleased to make regulations (called the “ Defence of the Realm 
Regulations’) under the Defence of the Realm Consolidation 
Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the defence of the 
realm : 

And whereas the said Act has been amended by the Defence 
of the Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, the Defence of the Realm 
(Amendment) (No. 2) Act. 1915, and the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, and other enactments : 

And whereas the said regulations have been amended by 
various subsequent Orders in Council : 
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And whereas it is expedient further to amend the said 
regulations in manner hereinafter appearing : 

1. In Regulation 438 after the word “ soldier” wherever that 
word occurs there shall be inserted the words “ or airman.” 

2. The following Regulation shall be substituted for Regulation 
46a :— 

46a. If any person— 

(a) assists any prisoner of war to escape or knowingly 
harbours or assists any prisoner of war who has escaped ; 

(b) without lawful authority transmits cither by post or 
otherwise, or conveys to any prisoner of war any money or 
valuable security, or any article likely to facilitate the 
escape of any prisoner of war; 

(c) (i) without lawful authority transmits or conveys 
otherwise than by post to any prisoner of war any letter or 
written message. or written or printed matter ; 

(ii) without lawful authority transmits or conveys by 
post or otherwise on behalf of any prisoner of war any letter 
or written message, or written or printed matter ; 

(2) without lawful authority conveys or sells any article 
of food to any prisoner of war who is in any place of detention 
for prisoners of war, or who is in receipt of Government 
rations ; 

(e) without lawful authority conveys or sells any 
intoxicating liquor or tobacco to any prisoner of war; 

(f) being a person by whom any prisoner of war is 
employed fails to comply with any instructions issued to 
him by the proper authority as to the conditions of such 
employment ; 

(g) does any act calculated or likely to prejudice the 
discipline of any prisoner of war to interfere with the 
administration of any place of detention for prisoners of 
war or to interfere with the arrangements for the custody, 
management, employment, or proper conduct of any 
prisoner of war :

Nore (1).—All persons or firms resident, carrying on business or being 
in the United Kingdom are prohibited from having, with any person or firm 
mentioned in this List, or in any List issued under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, any dealings other than such as are 
expressly authorised by paragraph 5 of the Proclamation. A List (The 
Consolidated List, No. 614) consolidating all previous Lists, up to and 
including that of the 9th August, 1918, together with List No. 62 of 23rd 
August, List No. 63 of 6th September, List No. 64 of 20th September, 
List No. 65 of 4th October, List No. 66 of 18th October, List No. 67 of 
Ist November, and the List herewith annexed, contains all the names 
which up to this date are included in the Statutory List. 

Additions to and variations in these Lists will be published at intervals 
approximately of two weeks. 

The Lists are published in the London Gazette and reproduced in the 
Board of Trade Journal, and separate copies of all Lists may be obtained 
at a small cost from the Superintendent of Publications, His Majesty’s 
Stationery Office, Imperial House, Kingsway, W.C. 

Note (2).—Where a firm is mentioned in the List, every partner in the 
firm is also included in the List, and all dealings with any partner in the firm, 
as well as all dealings with the firm, are prohibited: and conversely, all 
dealings with a firm, any partner in which is mentioned in the List, are 
also prohibited. 

Note (3).—Where a person or firm mentioned in the List has more than 
one address in the country, or group of countries under which the name of 
the person or firm appears, all dealings in that country, or in any country 
in the group, with such person or firm are prohibited, even in cases where 
one only of the adresses or one only of the countries is specially mentioned. 


Nore (4).—Trading is prohibited under the Trading with the Enemy 
Proclamations of 25th June, and 10th November, 1915, with any person 
or firm of enemy nationality resident or carrying on business in China, 
Siam, Persia, Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese East Africa. Persons 
or firms in the United Kingdom are therefore prohibited from trading 
with any person or firm of enemy nationality in any of those countries, 
even though such person or firm is not mentioned by name in the Statutory 
List. 


oTE (5).—In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export 
trade owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, 
the Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of 
non-enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned 
in the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for individual firms on the 
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Lists, without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. The Depart- 
ment is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His Majesty's 
Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. When the 
applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to undertake to pay 
the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly facilitate the 
work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants in making enquiries 
would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes are 
required. General enquiries for new connections abroad should be addressed 
to The Comptroller General, Department of Overseas Trade (Development and 
Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. 2. 

Nore (6).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty's Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons and 
firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues 
of tho List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty's Ambassador 
at Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


Nore (7).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy ”’ (Trading Company) or ‘* Naamlooze 
Venootschap * (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the firm under its proper name followed 
by the general descriptive term “‘ Handel Maatschappy ” or ‘‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap ”’ (N.V.) as in the case of an English company. For instance, 
Handel Maatschappy van den Berg & Company, and Naamlooze Venoots- 
chap de Koreet v/h Dumonceau Fréres will be found under * Berg ’’ and 
“ Komeet ” respectively, and not under “ Handel” or “ Naamlovze,”

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 
AMENDMENTS.

And whereas it is provided by Section 2 of the Customs 
(Exportation Restriction) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation made 
under Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, may, 
whether the Proclamation was made before or after the passing 
of the Act now in recital, be varied or added to, whilst a state 
of war exists, by an Order made by the Lords of the Council on 
the recommendation of the Board of Trade:

And whereas by Section one, sub-section two, of the said 
Act, it is provided that any List of persons and bodies of persons, 
incorporated or unincorporated, with whom such trading is pro- 
hibited by a Proclamation under the said Act may be varied or 
added to by an Order made by the Lords of the Council on the 
recommendation of a Secretary of State : 
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And whereas the Statutory List contained in the last- 
mentioned Proclamation, has been varied and added to by 
subsequent Orders of Council : 

And whereas there was this day read at the Board a 
recommendation from the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
to the effect that the Statutory List should be further varied as 
set forth in the Schedule hereto.

Note (5).—In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to the British traders by the dislocation of export 
trade owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, 
the Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of 
non-enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned 
in the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for individual firms on the 
Lists, without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. The Depart- 
ment is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His Majesty’s 
Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. When the 
applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to undertake to pay 
the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly facilitate the 
work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants in making enquiries 
would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes are 
required.

the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for individual firms on the 
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Lists, without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. The Depart- 
ment is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His Majesty's 
Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. When 
the applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to undertake 
to pay the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly 
facilitate the work of the Foreign Trade Deparfinent. if applicants in making 
enquiries would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes 
are required.

Nore (6).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty's Representative in that. country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Ofticers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues of 
the List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty’s Ambassador at 
Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


Note (7).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
Fast Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy °’ (‘Trading Company) or ** Naamlooze 
Venootschap © (Limited Liability Company).

TEMPORARY WOUNDS PENSIONS TO OFFICERS— 
AWARD OF, IN ADDITION TO GRATUITY. 


Wuerkas the Regulations for the Government of Your Majesty’s 
Fleet provide that an Officer who receives a wound or injury 
which is not equivalent or nearly equivalent to the loss of a limb 
or the use of a limb may receive a gratuity of such sum as we 
may think fit, provided that it does not amount to one year’s full 
pay of his rank : 


And whereas Army Officers who sustain wounds or injuries 
which are very severe, but not nearly equivalent to the loss of a 
limb, may receive, in addition to a gratuity, temporary pensions 
at half the rates of pension allowed for the loss of a limb, and we 
consider that provision for the payment of similar pensions should 
be made in the case of Naval Officers whose wounds or injuries 
are of the same description : 
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We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to approve of 
such cases being dealt with under the following Regulation :— 


Officers and Warrant Officers on the Permanent, Supplemen-

MERITORIOUS SERVICE MEDAL—AWARD OF, FOR 


e SERVICES NOT PERFORMED IN THE PRESENCE OF 
THE ENEMY. 


WHEREAS by the Royal Warrant of the 19th December, 1845, 
a silver medal, entitled ‘‘ Phe Meritorious Service Medal,” was 
created to be awarded to Sergeants who rendered distinguished or 
meritorious service, and by the Royal Warrant of the 10th June, 
1884, was extended to all soldiers above the rank of Corporal, 
and by your Majesty's Royal Warrant of the 4th October, 1916, 
was extended to Non-Commissioned Officers below the rank of 
Sergeant and to Men for valuable and meritorious service : 


And whereas by Your Majesty’s Royal Warrant of the 3rd 
January, 1917, it is ordained that the Meritorious Service Medal 
may be awarded to Warrant Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers 
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and Men who are duly recommended for the grant in respect of 
gallant conduct in the performance of military duty otherwise 
than in action against the enemy, or in saving or attempting to 
save the life of an officer or soldier, or for devotion to duty in a 
theatre of war: 


And whereas Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Your 
Majesty's Order in Council dated the 14th October, 1914, to 
establish a silver Medal, known as the Distinguished Service 
Medal. for such Chief Petty Officers, Petty Officers and Men 
of the Royal Navy, and Non-Commissioned Officers and Men of 
the Royal Marines, and all other persons holding corresponding 
positions in Your Majesty’s service afloat as may at any time 
show themselves to the fore in action, and set an example of 
bravery and resource under fire, but without performing acts of 
such pre-eminent bravery as would render them eligible for the 
Conspicuous Gallantry Medal : 


And whereas we are of opinion that it would be desirable 
that a medal should be awarded to the above classes of Your 
Majesty’s Navy in numerous instances of bravery or devotion to 
duty not in the presence of the enemy, which cannot be rewarded 
by the award of the Conspicuous Gallantry Medal or the Distin- 
guished Service Medal : 


We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to ordain that 
the Meritorious Service Medal, but without annuity or additional 
pension, may be awarded to Chief Petty Officers, Petty Officers, 
Men and Boys of the Royal Navy and to Warrant Officers. 
Non-Commissioned Officers and Men of the Royal Marines and 
others holding corresponding positions in the Naval Service who 
may be considered deserving of award for arduous and specially 
meritorious service cither afloat or ashore not in action with the 
enemy, or for a specific act of gallantry in the performance of his 
duty when not in the presence of theenemy, provided always that 
nothing in the foregoing provisions shall be deemed to apply to 
the Annuity Fund placed at our disposal for distribution in annui- 
tics not exceeding £20, under the terms of Article 1193 of the 
Regulations for the government of Your Majesty’s Naval Service 
as rewards for distinguished or meritorious service rendered by 
Sergeants, Royal Marines.

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 
AMENDMENTS. 


Wuereas by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-eighth day 
of November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty was 
pleased to make regulations (called the “ Defence of the Realm 
Regulations ’’) under the Defence of the Realm Consolidation Act, 
1914, for securing the public safety and the defence of the realm : 

sn hens the said Act has been amended by the Defence 
of the Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, the Defence of the Realm 
(Amendment) (No. 2) Act, 1915, and the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, and other enactments : 

And whereas the said regulations have been amended by 
various subsequent Orders in Council : 

And whereas it is expedient further to amend the said regula- 
tions in manner hereinafter appearing : 
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And whereas owing to the suspension of hostilities it is 
expedient that several of the said regulations should be revoked : 


1. Regulation 55 shall be amended as follows :— 


(1) After the first paragraph the following paragraph 
shall be inserted :— 

Any person so arrested may be detained either in civil 
custody or in military custody ; and without prejudice 
to any other powers of detention any such person may, 
on the order of the competent naval or military autho- 
rity, be detained in any of His Majesty’s prisons as 
a person committed to prison on remand, or, in Scot- 
land, for further examination, until it has been 
determined whether or not he is to be proceeded 
against for an offence under these regulations and, if 
the offence for which he is to be proceeded against is 
not a summary offence, until it has also been deter- 
mined in what manner he is to be tried. 


(2) After the words “‘ direction from the competent naval 
or military authority ’’ the following paragraph shall be 
inserted : 

The power given by this regulation to an officer of the 
police to discharge any person in custody shall in 
Ireland be exerciseable by a resident magistrate or in 
the police district of Dublin Metropolis by a divisional 
justice of that district. 


2. For subsection (10) of Regulation 56 the following sub- 
sections shall be substituted :— 


(10) Any person who is in custody in respect of any 
offence under these regulations may be detained either in civil 
custody or in military custody and may at any time be trans- 
ferred from civil custody to military custody or from military 
custody to civil custody ; and without prejudice to any other 
powers of detention any such person as respects whom it has 
been determined that he is to be tried by court martial or 
by a civil court with a jury, may, on an order made by the 
competent naval or military authority in the form set 
out in Part III. of the Schedule to these regulations, be 
detained in any of His Majesty’s prisons, as a person 
committed for trial for felony, until thence delivered in due 
course of law, and in every case in which a person detained 
in pursuance of this provision is to be tried by a civil 
court with a jury such an order shall, if application is 
made for the purpose, be made by a competent naval or 
military authority: ~ 

(10a) Where any person as respects whom it has been 
determined as aforesaid is detained in pursuance of the 
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provisions of the foregoing subsection either in prison or 
otherwise, he may apply to the competent naval or military 
authority, and if that authority signifies in writing that 
in his opinion the case is a proper one for bail the said person 
may apply to a justice of the peace for bail, and the justice 
may on that application admit him to bail in like manner in 
England and Ireland as if he had been committed by that 
justice for trial for a felony. 

Nothing in this regulation shall affect any power of the 
High Court or the High Court of Justiciary, or any power 
of any court of summary jurisdiction, to admit any person 
to bail. 

The powers conferred by this subsection on justices of 
the peace shall be exerciseable in Scotland only by a sheriff, 
and in Ireland only by a resident magistrate or in the police 
district of Dublin Metropolis by a divisional justice of that 
district. 

3. In Regulation 57 after the words “as if he belonged to the 
unit in whose charge he may be,” there shall be inserted the 
words “‘ or if he is in civil custody as if he belonged to such unit 
as the competent naval or military authority may direct.” 

4. In Regulation 58 for the words “ paragraphs (6) to (10) ” 
there shall be substituted the words “ paragraphs (6) to ().” 

5. The following shall be substituted for the form of order set 
out in Part III of the Schedule to the Regulations :— 

To the Governor of His Majesty's Prison Qt.....sssecceseeee 2 

Whereas A.B. is to be proceeded against for an offence 
under the Defence of the Realm Regulations :— 

Now I, the undersigned, being the competent naval (or 
military) authority within the meaning of the said regula- 
tions do hereby request and require you to receive the said 
A.B. into His Majesty’s Prison aforesaid, and therein to 
detain him as a prisoner committed to the said prison for 
trial for felony and to produce him, as and when required, 
for the purpose of his trial in pursuance of the said regulations 
and until he be delivered from your custody in due course of 
law.

Nore (1).—All persons or firms resident, carrying on business or being 
in the United Kingdom are prohibited from having, with any person or 
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firm mentioned in this List, or in any List issued under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, any dealings other than such as aro 
expressly authorised by paragraph 5 of the Proclamation. A List (The 
Consolidated List, No. 68a) consolidating all previous Lists, up to and 
including that of the 15th November, 1918, together with List No. 69 of 
29th November, List No. 70 of 13th December, List No. 71 of 20th 
December, and List No. 72 of 3rd January, List No. 73 of 17th January, 
List No. 74 of 24th January, 1919, and the List herewith annexed, contain 
all the names which up to this date are included in the Statutory List. 

Additions to and variations in these Lists will be published at intervals 
approximately of two weeks. 

The Lists are published in the London Gazette and reproduced in the 
Board of Trade Journal, and separate copies of all Lists may be obtained 
at a small cost from the Superintendent of Publications, His Majesty's 
Stationery Office, Imperial House, Kingsway, W.C. 


Note (2).—Where a firm is mentioned in the List, every partner in the 
firm is also included in the List, and all dealings with any partner in the 
firm, as well as all dealings with thejfirm, are prohibited : and conversely, 
all dealings with a firm, any partner in which is mentioned in the List, 
are also prohibited. 


Nore (3).—Where a person or firm mentioned in the List has more than 
one address in the country, or group of countries under which the name of 
the person or firm appears, all dealings in that country, or in any country 
in the group, with such person or firm are prohibited, even in cases where 
one only of the addresses or one only of the countries is specially mentioned. 


Nore (4).—Trading is prohibited under the Trading with the Enemy 
Proclamations of 25th June, and 10th November, 1915, with any person 
or firm of enemy nationality resident or carrying on business in China, 
Siam, Persia, Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese East Africa. Persons or 
firms in the United Kingdon are therefore prohibited from trading with 
any person or firm of enemy nationality in any of those countries, even 
though such person or firm is not mentioned by name in the Statutory 
List. 


Nore (5).—In order to minimize as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export 
trade owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, 
the Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of 
non-enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned. 
in the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for individual firms on the 
Lists, without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. The Depart- 
ment is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His Majesty's 
Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. When the 
applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to underteke to pay 
the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly facilitate the 
work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants in making enquiries 
would specify the particular trade or trados for which substitutes are 
required. General enquiries for new connections abroad showd be addressed 
to The Comptroller General, Department of Overseas Trade (Development and 
Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, London, 12.C. 2. 


Norr (6).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty's Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agoncies or branches abroad would, 
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however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues 
of the List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty’s Ambassador at 
Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


Norte (7).—Ht is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
Fast Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy ”’ (Trading Company) or ‘‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the firm under its proper named followed 
hy the general descriptive term ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy ” or “‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap " (N.V.) as in the case of an English company. For instance 
Handel Maatschappy van den Berg & Company, and Naamlooze Venoots- 
chap de Komeet v/h Dumonceau Fréres will be found under “ Berg ’’and 
‘“* Komeet ” respectively, and not under “ Handel” or ‘‘ Naamlooze.”’

A PROCLAMATION—LICENSING FRADE 
WITH ALSACE-LORRAINE. 


Wuereas by Our Proclamation, dated the 9th day of September, 
1914, called the Trading with the Enemy Proclamation No. 2, 
certain prohibitions therein specifically set forth as regards 
trading, or having commercial or financial transactions, with 
persons resident or carrying on business in the German Empire 
or Austria-Hungary were imposed upon persons resident, carrying 
on business, or being in Our Dominions : 


And whereas by our Proclamations, dated the 8th day of 
October, 1914, the 7th day of January, 1915, and the 14th day 
of September, 1915, Our first-mentioned Proclamation has been 
amended as in such Our Proclamations appears : 


And whereas by the 8th paragraph of Our first-mentioned 
Proclamation it was provided that nothing in that Proclamation 
should be taken to prohibit anything which should be expressly 
permitted by Our Licence : 


And whereas by the terms of the Armistice agreed upon 
between the Associated Governments and the German Empire, 
the territories of Alsace-Lorraine, part of the German Empire, 
are now in the occupation of the Armies of the Associated Govern- 
ments, and it is expedient to allow trade and commercial and 
financial transactions with persons resident or carrying on business 
in the territories of Alsace-Lorraine : 
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Now, therefore, We, by and with the advice of Our Privy 
Council, give and grant full licence and authority unto, and 
do hereby permit, all persons resident, carrying on business, 
or being in Our Dominions, to trade and have commercial and 
financial transactions with any person resident or carrying on 
business in the territories of Alsace-Lorraine (other than and 
except any persons with whom the President of the French 
Republic shall order persons resident in France not to trade or 
have commercial or financial transactions) in as full and ample 
a mannor as if the said territories did not form part of the German 
Empire, but formed part of the territories of the Republic of 
France. 


Provided always that any Licence which may be necessary 
in respect of any transaction under any prohibition of export or 
prohibition of import for the time being in force in the United 
Kingdom, or in respect of any remittance of money out of the 
United Kingdom prohibited by the Regulation numbered 41 D. 
of the Defence of the Realm Regulations, is first obtained : 


Provided also that this Our Licence shall not permit any 
person to pay to or for the benefit of any person resident or 
carrying on business in the said territories any sum of money 
which by the terms of the Trading with the Enemy Amendment 
Acts, 1914 and 1915, or either of them, is required to be paid 
to the Custodian appointed under the Trading with the Enemy 
Amendment Act, 1914, but such sums must be paid to the said 
Custodian :

A PROCLAMATION LICENSING TRADE WITH THE 
TERRITORIES OF AUSTRIA-HUNGARY IN THE 
OCCUPATION OF THE ALLIED ARMIES. 


Wuereas by Our Proclamation, dated the 9th day of September, 
1914, called the Trading with the Enemy Proclamation No. 2, 
certain prohibitions, therein specifically set forth as regards 
trading or having commercial or financial transactions with 
persons resident or carrying on business in the German Empire 
or Austria-Hungary were imposed upon persons resident, carrying 
on business, or being in Our Dominions : 

And whereas by Our Proclamations, dated the 8th day of 
October, 1914, the 7th day of January, 1915, and the 14th day of 
September, 1915, Our  first-mentioned Proclamation has been 
amended as in such Our Proclamations appears : 
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And whereas by the 8th paragraph of Our first-mentioned 
Proclamation it was provided that nothing in that Proclamation 
should be taken to prohibit anything which should be expressly 
permitted by Our Licence: 


And whereas by the terms of the Armistice agreed upon 
between the Kingdom of Italy and Austria-Hungary, certain 
territories of Austria-Hungary have been evacuated by the 
Austro-Hungarian Armies and are now in the occupation of the 
Armies of the Associated Governments, and it is expedient to 
allow trade and commercial and financial transactions with 
persons resident or carrying on business in the territories so 
occupied by the Armies of the Associated Governments : 


Now, therefore, We, by and with the advice of Our Privy 
Council, give and grant full licence and authority unto, and 
do hereby permit, all persons resident, carrying on business, 
or being in Our Dominions, to trade and have commercial and 
financial transactions with any person resident, or carrying on 
business, in the territories occupied as aforesaid by the Armies of 
the Associated Governments, in as full and ample a manner as if 
the said territories did not form part of Austria-Hungary but 
formed part of the territories belonging to one of the Governments 
with which Our Government is associated :

DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS— 
AMENDMENTS. 


Whereas by an Order in Council, dated the twenty-eighth 
day ot November, nineteen hundred and fourteen, His Majesty 
was pleased to make regulations (called the ‘“‘ Defence of the 
Realm Regulations ”’) under the Defence of the Realm Consolida- 
tion Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the defence of 
the realm : 


And whereas the said Act has been amended by the Defence of 
the Realm (Amendment) Act, 1915, the Defence of the Realm 
(Amendment) (No. 2) Act, 1915, and the Munitions of War Act, 
1915, and other enactments : 


And whereas the said regulations have been amended by various 
subsequent Orders in Council : 


And whereas it is expedient further to amend the said 
regulations in manner hereinafter appearing : 
1, The following regulation shall be substituted for Regulation 
39DD :— 
39pp.—(1) Except under and in pursuance of a licence 
granted by the Shipping Controller, no British ship registered 
in the United Kingdom shall proceed to sea on any voyage 
whatsoever, and no British ship whatsoever shall proceed to 
sea from any port in the United Kingdom : 


Provided that the foregoing provisions shall not apply— 
(a) To sailing ships, (6) to steamers of less than 500 
tons gross tonnage, or (c) to steamers proceeding to 
sea on voyages from a port in the British Islands to 
any other port in the British Islands. 


(2) A licence under this regulation may be granted in 
respect of ships of any class, or voyages of any class, or in 
respect of any special ship or ships, or any special voyage or 
voyages, and may be granted so as to be in force for any 
time and subject to any terms or conditions specified therein. 
At the time that application for a licence is made a copy of 
any charter party entered into in respect of the voyage for 
which the application is made shall be forwarded to the 
Shipping Controller. 


(3) If any ship obtains or attempts to obtain clearance 
outward for the purpose of proceeding. or attempts to pro- 
ceed, ov proceeds, to sea in contravention of this regulation, 
or if in the case of any ship there is a failure to comply with 
any terms or conditions contained in a licence granted under 
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this regulation in respect of that ship, the owner, the dispo- 
nent, the agent and the master thereof, shall be guilty of an 
offence against these regulations, and if the ship is at the 
time of the commission of the offence, or is subsequently at 
any time found at any port of, or within the territorial 
waters adjacent to, the United Kingdom, it: may be detained 
in the same manner as if it were a ship liable to be detained 
under the Merchant Shipping Acts, 1894 to 1916. 

(4) There shall be included in every contract for the 
charter of any ship to which this regulation applies a 
provision making the validity of the contract or charter 
party conditional upon the granting from time to time of 
such licences as may be required under this regulation. 

(5) In this regulation the expressions “ship” and 
“ British ship ” have the same meaning as in the Merchant 
Shipping Acts, 1894 to 1916, and the expression ‘‘disponent ”’ 
in relation to any ship includes any person responsible for 
the management or control of the ship. 


2. Regulation 39ppp is hereby rescinded and shall be omitted. 


3. This Order shall come into operation on the thirty-first day 
of March, nineteen hundred and nineteen.

A PROCLAMATION—DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZE MONEY 
TO THE FLEET. 


Wuereas by the Naval Agency and Distribution Act. 1864, it 
is provided that money distributable among the Officers and 
Crews of any of Our Ships of War in respect of Awards made in 
the several cases therein mentioned, so far as full provision 
respecting the distribution thereof is not made by or under any 
Act of Parliament other than that Act, shall be distributed under 
the direction of the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty in 
the shares in that behalf specified in any Royal Proclamation or 
Order in Council : 


And whereas by the Naval Prize Act, 1918, it is provided 
that if We are pleased to signify Our intention to make a grant 
of Prize Money to Our Flect out of the proceeds of Prizes captured 
in the present War, such Prize Money shall be of such amounts 
and payable to such members of Our Naval and Marine Forces 
and in such manner as We by Proclamation or Order in Council 
may determine : 


And whereas We were pleased by Our Proclamation of the 15th 
August, 1918, to order and direct that the net produce of all such 
Prizes, captured during the present War as shall be declared by 
the Tribunal appointed under the said Act to be Droits of the 
Crown, and of all other sums which under that Act shall be paid 
into the Naval Prize Fund, shall be for the entire benefit and 
encouragement of the Officers and Men of Our Naval and Marine 
Forces as defined in the above-mentioned Act, and shall be 
distributable in accordance with the said Act, and further, that 
when the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty shall judge that 
there is a sufficient sum standing to the credit of the Naval Prize 
Fund to warrant it, a distribution shall be made in the shares 
and proportions and in the manner and in accordance with the 
Regulations We may hereafter announce by Our Royal Proclama- 
tion to such members of Our Naval and Marine Forces as may be 
qualified to share therein, or in case of their death to their 
Tepresentatives : 


We do therefore now make known to all Our loving Subjects, 
and to all others whom it may concern, by this Our Proclamation, 
by and with the advice of Our Privy Council, that Our Royal Will 
and Pleasure is and We do hereby order and direct that the said 
distribution shall be made in the shares and proportions hereafter

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during the present War performed service at Sea in Our Ships and 
Vessels of War in accordance with the following Reeulavions or 
in case of their death to their representatives :— 


1. Service at sea shall be defined as having been borne for 
service at sea on the books of a seagoing Ship of War which goes 
to sea or on the books of a parent Ship for service in armed 
seagoing tenders. 


2. Offensively Armed Auxiliary Vessels serving with Our Fleet 
shall be deemed Ships of War, including Armed Boarding Vessels, 
Trawlers, Drifters, and Vessels of the Auxiliary Patrol. 


3. In any case of difficulty the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty are empowered to determine what Vessels or Classes 
of Vessels shall be regarded as Ships of War for the purposes of 
the distribution and what nature of service afloat shall be 
considered as sea service and harbour service respectively. 


4. As regards Our Royal Naval Air Service, trained Pilots and 
Observers, the crews of Our Naval Airships and others who have 
had to fly continuously at sea shall, while borne on the books of 
one of Our Ships and attached to a Naval Air Station, be consi- 
dered to have been performing service at sea, but no service at a 
Training Establishment or whilst employed on shore for service 
with Our Army or the Armics of any of Our Allies shall be so 
considered. 


5. Participation at the full rate shall be allowed to each 
individual Officer and Man who has performed service at sea as 
above defined for a period of not less than 30 months between 
the 4th August, 1914, and 11th November, 1918, or such later 
date as may be fixed by the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty 
to cover the cases of Officers and Men taking part in subsequent 
hostilities at sea. For lesser periods the rate shall be propor- 
tionate to the number of months so served, one month to be 
the minimum period of service at sea to qualify for participation, 
and final broken periods of 15 days or more to count as one month, 
but no one who shall be qualified to participate in the distribution 
shall be allotted a less amount than £1.

at sea, or either die, are invalided, or are certified as medically fit 
for shore service only, as a result of wounds or injuries so received. 

7. A similar rate to be allowed in all cases in which Officers 
and Men die or are invalided on account of disease attributable to 
the Service, provided that at least ten months of the qualifying 
period has been served.

8. Prisoners of War captured, under circumstances which cast 
no reflection on themselves, whilst serving afloat or disembarked 
from seagoing Ships of War for operations on shore, shall receive 
the maximum rate which could have been earned, irrespective of 
the time served at sea. 

The cases of individuals interned in Neutral Countries shall 
be decided by the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty. 


9, Each individual shall be allotted the number of shares,

13, Supernumerary Officers and Men doing duty on Our Ships 
and Vessels of War shall share according to the ranks which they 
hold in the Service. 


14. No person who has incurred forfeiture of Prize Money 
under the Naval Discipline Act, or who is discharged from the 
Service for misconduct, shall be entitled to share. 

15. In the event of any difficulty arising with respect to any 
of these Regulations, or if any case should occur not herein pro- 
vided for, the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty shall be 
competent to issue such directions thereon as may appear just 
and expedient.

Nore (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty's Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons and 
firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues 
of the List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty's Ambassador 
at Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 

Nore (6).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as ‘* Handel Maatschappy ” (Trading Company) or ‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the firm under its proper name followed 
by the general descriptive term ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy ” or ‘‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (N.V.) as in the case of an English company.

Nore (1).—All persons or firms resident, carrying on business or being 
in the United Kingdom are prohibited from having, with any person or 
firm mentioned in this List, or in any List issued under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, any dealings other than such as aro 
expressly authorised by paragraph 5 of the Proclamation. A List (The 
Consolidated List, No. 76a) consolidating all previous Lists, up to and 
including that of the 21st February, 1919 is in press, and will shortly be 
published. ‘This Consolidated List, together with the List herowith 
annexed, contains all the names which up to this date are included in the 
Statutory List. 

Additions to and variations in these Lists will be published at intervals 
approximately of two weeks. 

The Lists are published in the London Gazette and reproduced in the 
Board of Trade Journal, and separate copies of all Lists may be obtained 
at a small cost from the Superintendent of Publications, His Majesty's 
Stationery Office, Imperial House, Kingsway, W.C. 

Nore (2).—Where a person or firm mentioned in the List has more than 
one address in the country, or group of countries under which the name of 
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the person or firm appears, all dealings in that country, or in any country 
in the group, with such person or firm are prohibited, even in cases where 
one only of the addresses or one only of the countries is specially mentioned. 


Nore (3).—Trading is prohibited under the Trading with the Enemy 
Proclamations of 25th June, and 10th November, 1915, with any person 
or firm of enemy nationality resident or carrying on business in China, 
Siam, Persia, Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese East Africa. Persons or 
firms in the United Kingdom are therefore prohibited from trading with 
any person or firm of enemy nationality in any of those countries, even 
though such person or firm is not mentioned by name in the Statutory 
List. 

Nore (4).—In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to the British traders by the dislocation of export 
trade owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, 
the Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of 
non-enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned 
in the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for individual firms on the 
Lists, without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. The Depart- 
mont is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His Majesty's 
Representatives abroad fur the names of suitable substitutes. When the 
applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to undertake to pay 
the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly facilitate the 
work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants in making enquiries 
would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes are 
required. General enquiries for new connections abroad should be addressed 
to The Comptroller General, Department of Overseas Trade (Development and 
Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. 2. 

Nore (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty's Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues 
of the List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty's Ambassador at 
Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


Nore (6).—It is not unusual for firrns in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as ‘* Handel Maatschappy ” (Trading Company) or “* Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the firm under its proper name followed 
by the genera! deseriptive term ‘ Handel Maatschappy ” or  Naamtlooze 
Venootschap "’ (N.V.) as in the case of an English company. — For instance, 
Handel Maatschappy van den Berg & Company, and Naamlooze Venoot- 
schap de Komoet v/h Dumonceau Fréres will be found under “ Berg ” and 
“ Komeet ” respectively, and not under ‘ Handel” or ‘ Naamlooze.”

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to approve 
of the Engineer-in-Chief, on retirement, being granted the retired 
pay of his rank with’an addition of £50 for each complete year of 
service in the appointment up to a maximum of £950, discretion, 
however, being reserved to the Admiralty to grant the maximum 
after 3 years’ service as Engineer-in-Chief, provided that the 
conduct of his dutics has been satisfactory and that he has 
completed 30 years’ service counting towards retired pay.

SUPPLEMENTARY SEPARATION ALLOWANCES— 
ALTERATION IN CONDITIONS FOR AWARD.

Note (1).---All persons or firms resident, carrying on business or being 
in the United Kingdom are prohibited from having, with any person or 
firm mentioned in this List, or in any List issued under the Trading with the 
Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, any dealings other than such as are 
expressly authorised by paragraph 5 of the Proclamation. A List (The 
Consolidated List, No. 76a) consolidating all previous Lists up to and 
including that of the 21st February, 1919, together with List No. 77 of 
the 7th March, 1919, List| No. 78 of the 2Ist March, 1819, and the List 
herewith annexed contain all the names which up to this date are included 
in the Statutory List. 

Additions to and variations in these Lists will be published at intervals 
approximately of two weeks. 

The Lists are published in the London Gazette and reproduced in tho 
Board of Trade Journal, and separate copies of all Lists may be obtained 
at a small cost from the Superintendent of Publications, His Majesty's 
Stationery Office, Imperial House, Kingsway, W.C. 2. 

Nore (2).—-Where a firm is mentioned in the List, every partner in the

Nore (3).--Where a person or firm mentioned in the List has more than

non-enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned 
in the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes for individual firms on ihe 
Lists without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. The Depart- 
ment is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His Majesty's 
Ropresentatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes, When the 
applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to undertake to pay 
the eost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly facilitate tho 
work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants in making enquiries

would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes are 
required.

Nore (6).--The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed. on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty’s Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues 
of the List as they appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 

. Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty’s Ambassador at 
Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


Norte (7).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
East Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy " (Trading Company) or ** Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (Limited Liability Company).

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Nore (2).—-Where a firm is mentioned in the List, every partner in the 
firm is also included in the List, and all dealings with any partner in the firm, 
as well as all dealings with the firm, are prohibited; and conversely, all 
dealings with a firm any partner in which is mentioned in the List, are 
also prohibited. 


Nore (3).—Where a person or firm mentioned in the List has more than 
one address in the country, or group of countries under which the name of 
the person or firm appears, all dealings in that country, or in any country 
in the group, with such person or firmt are prohibited, even in cases where 
one only of the addresses or one only of the countries is specifically 
mentioned. 


Note (4).—-Trading is prohibited, under the Trading with the Enemy 
Proclamations of 25th June and 10th November, 1915, with any person or 
firm of enemy nationality resident or carrying on business in China, 
Siam, Persia, Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese East Africa. Persons 
or firms in the United Kingdom are therefore prohibited from trading 
with any person or firm of enemy nationality in any of those countries, 
even though such person or firm is not mentioned by name in the Statutory 
List. 


Nore (5).—In order to minimize as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export 
trade owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, 
the Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of 
non-enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms mentioned 
in the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is already 
available at the Foreign Trades Department, and it is in many cases possible 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes fur individual firms on the 
Lists without the necessity of referring the matter abroad. The Depart- 
ment is, however, prepared on application to enquire of His Majesty’s 
Representatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. When the 
applicant wishes this dune by telegraph he is required to undertake to pay 
the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly facilitate the 
work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants in making enquiries 
would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes are 
required. General enquiries for new connections abroad should be addressed 
to The Comptroller General, Department of Overseas Trade (Development and 
Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. 2. 


Nore (6).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty’s Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons and 
firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, 
however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues 
of the List as thoy appear. The names on the Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also notified to His Majesty's Ambassador 
at Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


NoTE (7).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and the Netherland 
Kast Indies to be registered under names commencing with descriptive 
terms such as ‘* Handel Maatschappy ” (Trading Company) or ‘‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (Limited Liability Company). In such cases it has been 
found more convenient to publish the firm under its proper name followed 
by the general descriptive term ‘‘ Handel Maatschappy ” or ‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap ” (N.V.), as in the case of an English company.

And whereas it is provided by the said Act that His Majesty 
may by Order in Council revoke or add to any Order in Council 
made thereunder ; 

And whereas it is now expedient to revoke the said Aliens 
Restriction Order and to substitute therefor the provisions 
hereinafter appearing. 


Part I, 


ADMISSION OF ALIENS. 

1.—(1) Analien coming from outside the United Kingdom shall 
not land in the United Kingdom except with the leave of an 
immigration officer. 

(2) Leave shall not be given to a former enemy alien to land 
in the United Kingdom except by permission of the Secretary of 
State. 

(3) Leave shall not be given to an alicn to land in the United 
Kingdom unless he complies with the following conditions. that 
is to say : 

(2) he is in a position to support himself and_ his 
dependents ; : 

(b) being desirous of entering the service of an employer 
in the United Kingdom he produces a permit in writing 
for his engagement issued to the employer by the Minister 
of Labour; 

(c) he is not a lunatic, idiot, or mentally deficient : 

(d) he is not the subject of a certificate given to the 
immigration officer by a medical inspector that for medical 
reasons it is undesirable that the alien should be permitted 
to land; 


(e) he has not been sentenced in a foreign country for 
any extradition crime within the meaning of the Extradition 
Acts, 1870 to 1906; 
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(f) he is not the subject of a deportation order in force 
under the Aliens Restriction Act, 1914, or any Order in 
Council thereunder, or of an expulsion order under the 
Aliens Act, 1905; 

(g) he has not been prohibited from landing by the 
Secretary of State ; 

(hk) he fulfils such other requirements as may be 
prescribed by any general or special instructions of the 
Secretary of State. 


(4) An immigration officer may in accordance with general or 
special directions of the Secretary of State attach such conditions 
as he may think fit to the grant of permission to an alien to land, 
and the alien shall comply with the conditions so attached. 


(5) For the purposes of this Part of this Order the Isle of Man 
shall not be deemed to be outside the United Kingdom. 


2.—(1) Analien coming from outside the United Kingdom shall Approved 
not land in the United Kingdom elsewhere than at an approved ports. 
port. 

(2) For the purposes of this Order the ports specified in the 
Second Schedule to this Order shall within the limits defined therein 
be approved ports. 

(3) The Secretary of State may by order add any port to the 
list of approved ports or remove any port from that list and 
prescribe or alter the limits of any approved port and this Order 
shall thereupon have effect accordingly. 


3.—(1) An immigration officer or a medical inspector may Inspection 
inspect any alien seeking to land in the United Kingdom, and and _ 
any such inspection shall be made as soon as practicable after his detention of 
arrival. 


(2) For the purpose of any such inspection an alien may land 
subject to such conditions as may be imposed either by an immi- 
gration officer or by the Secretary of State and any alien on whom 
any such condition is imposed shall not, for the purposes of this 
Order, be deemed to have landed so long as the conditions are 
complied with. An alien conditionally landed may, however, be 
detained in the prescribed manner, and whilst so detained shall 
be deemed to be in legal custody. The Secretary of State may 
prescribe for security to be given by the owners, agents, or 
master of the ship in the case of aliens conditionally landed. 

(3) An alien landing in contravention of this Order and an 
alien arriving at any port other than an approved port may, until 
dealt) with under this Order, be detained in such manner as the 
Secretary of State may direct, and whilst so detained shall be 
deemed to be in legal custody.

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(4) Where leave to land is refused to an alien and the ship in 
which he arrived is not leaving the port of arrival within 48 hours 
the alien may with the leave of an immigration officer be placed 
temporarily on shore and detained at some place approved by the 
Secretary of State, and whilst so detained shall be deemed to be 
in legal custody. 

An alien so placed on shore shall not for the purpose of this 
Order be deemed.to have landed, and shall on the first opportunity 
be removed from the United Kingdom by the owners, agents or 
master (as the Secretary of State may direct) of the ship in which 
he arrived. 


4. Nothing in this Part of this Order shall prevent the land- 
ing in the United Kingdom of any alien who satisfies an 
immigration officer either— 


(i) that he holds a prepaid ticket to some destination 
out of the United Kingdom and that the master or owner 
of the ship in which he arrived in or by which he is to leave 
the United Kingdom has given security to the satisfaction of 
the Secretary of State that, except for the purposes of 
transit or in other circumstances approved by the Secretary 
of State, the alien will not remain in, or having been rejected 
by another country will not re-enter, the United Kingdom, 
and will be properly maintained and controlled during 
transit; or 


(ii) that having taken his ticket in the United Kingdom 
and embarked direct therefrom for some other country after 
a period of residence in the United Kingdom of not less 
than six months, he has been refused admission to that 
country and has returned direct therefrom to a port in 
the United Kingdom. 


5. The master of any ship landing or embarking passengers 
coming from outside the United Kingdom at any port in the 
United Kingdom shall furnish to such person and in such manner 
as may be prescribed a return giving the prescribed particulars 
with respect to any passengers who are aliens, and any passenger 
shall furnish to the master of the ship any information required 
by him for the purpose of the return. 


Part II. 
SUPERVISION AND DEPORTATION OF ALIENS. 


6.—(1) An alien shall comply with the following requirements 
as to registration :— 


(a) He shall as soon as may be furnish to the registration 
officer of the registration district in which he is resident 
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particulars as to the matters set out in the First Schedule 
to this Order, and shall, unless he gives a satisfactory 
explanation of the circumstances which prevent his doing 
80, produce to the registration officer either a passport 
furnished with a photograph and duly issued to him not 
more than five years previously or some other document 
satisfactorily establishing his nationality and identity ; 

(6) He shall furnish to the registration officer of the 
registration district in which he is resident particulars of 
any circumstance affecting in any manner the accuracy of 
the particulars previously furnished by him for the purpose 
of registration within seven days after the circumstance has 
occurred, and generally shall supply to the registration 
officer all information (including where required by the 
registration officer a recent photograph) that may be 
necessary for maintaining the accuracy of the register kept 
under this Order ; 

(c) He shall, if he is about to change his residence, furnish 
to the registration officer of the registration district in which 
he is then resident particulars as to the date on which his 
residence is to be changed, and as to his intended place 
of residence, and on effecting any change of residence from 
one registration district to another he shall within forty- 
eight hours of his arrival in the registration district into 
which he moves report his arrival to the registration 
officer of that district ; 

(d) If at any time he is absent from his residence for a 
continuous period exceeding two months, he shall, on the 
expiration of the two months, forthwith report his current 
address to the registration officer of the district where he is 
for the time being, and shall, until he returns to his residence, 
report every change of address to the registration officer 
of the district of each new address. He shall also report 
his return to his residence to the registration officer of the 
district of his residence. 

(e) He shall— 

(i) on his registration obtain from the registration officer 
@ registration certificate ; 

(ii) on every subsequent alteration or addition of any 
entry in the register relating to his registration 
produce the certificate to the registration officer 
in order that, if necessary, a corresponding altera- 
tion or addition may be made in the certificate ; 

(iii) produce the certificate upon demand to any police 
officer or immigration officer or to any other 
person authorised by the Secretary of State for 
the purpose.

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(2) If an alien has no residence in the United Kingdom he shall 
report his presence in a registration district to the registration 
officer of the district, and conform to such instructions as to 
registration or otherwise as may be given him by that officer. 


(3) If an alien who is required under this article to register 
or report is lodging with, or living as a member of the household 
of, any other person, it shall be the duty of that person to take 
steps, either by giving notice to the registration oflicer of the 
presence of the alien in his household or otherwise, to secure 
compliance with the terms of this Order in respect of the 
registration of or reporting by the alien. 


(4) A registration certificate shall be in such form and shall 
contain such particulars as may be prescribed. 


(5) The provisions of this article shall not apply to any person 
under the age of sixteen years or to any alien not resident in the 
United Kingdom who has been in the United Kingdom for a 
period of not more than one month since the date of his last 
arrival. 


7.—(1) It shall be the duty of the keeper of any premises to 
which this article applies, to keep a register of all persons staying 
at the premises who are aliens not being under the age of sixteen 
years. 


The keeper of any such premises shall, on the arrival of any 
such alien at the premises, ascertain and enter or cause to be 
entered in the register kept for the purpose the name and 
nationality of such alien, together with the date of his arrival and 
the address from which he last came; and on the departure of 
any such alien the keeper of the premises shall enter or cause 
to be entered in the register the date of departure and destination 
on departure of the alien, and he shall also ascertain and enter 
in the register from time to time such other particulars as to the 
alien as may be prescribed. 


(2) The keeper of any premises to which this article applies 
shall also, if directions for the purpose are issued by the Secretary 
of State, make to the registration officer of the registration 
district in which the premises are situate, such returns as to the 
persons staying at the premises, at such times or intervals, and 
in such form, as may be specified in such directions. 


(3) It shall be the duty— 

(a) of every person (whether an alien or not) staying at 
any premises to which this article applies to sign, when so 
required, a statement as to his nationality and, if an 
alien, to furnish and sign a statement of the particulars 
required under this article ; 
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(b) of the keeper of any premises to which this article 
applies to require any person who stays at the premises to 
sign the statement and furnish the particulars required from 
him under this article and to preserve such statements 
for such period and in such manner as may be prescribed. 


(4) Every register kept, and all particulars furnished, under 
this article, shall at all reasonable hours be open for inspection 
by any officer of police or by any person authorised by the 
Secretary of State. 

(5) The Secretary of State may prescribe the form in which 
a register is to be kept or statements furnished under this article. 

(6). This article applies to any premises where sleeping 
accommodation is provided for reward. 


8.—(1) There shall be provided and maintained under the 
directions of the Secretary of State a central register of aliens in 
which there shall be registered such particulars in such form as 
may be prescribed. 


(2)}—(a) For the purposes of this Order the chief officer of 
police of each police district shall be the registration officer for 
that district, and the police district shall be the registration 
district. 

(b) A registration officer shall— 


(i) keep for his registration district a register of the aliens 
resident therein and required to be registered under this 
Order, and enter in the register particulars as to the 
matters set out in the First Schedule to this Order, and 
such other particulars and in such form as may be prescribed ; 
and 


(ii) furnish to the Secretary of State for the purposes of 
the central register at such time and in such manner as may 
be prescribed copies of all entries in the register or such 
of them as may ke prescribed; and 

(iii) supply registration certificates to aliens in accordance 
with the provisions of this Order and on such terms as 
to payment or otherwise as may be prescriled. 


9.—(1) The Secretary of State, on the recomn-endation of the 
Admiralty, Army Council, or Air Council, may by order declare 
any area to be a protected area. 

(2) The Secretary of State may as to any protected area by 
order— 

(i) prohibit any alien or any class of alicns from entering 
or remaining in the area; 

(ii) impose on any alien or class of aliens entering or 
being in the area such conditions or restrictions as he may

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think fit as to (a) registration with or reporting to the police 
or any naval, military, or air-force authority, (6) surveying 
or making sketches or photographs, (c) the use or possession 
of any machine, apparatus, or other article of any des- 
cription, (d) the acquisition of land or any interest in 
land within the area, (e) any other matter or thing as to 
which he may deem it necessary in the interests of public 
safety to impose conditions or restrictions ; 


(iii) impose on any householder or other person tho 
obligation to report to the police or any naval, military, or 
air-force authority the presence of any alien in his house- 
hold or in any premises occupied by him or under his 
control, and the departure of any such alien; 

(iv) exempt from the restrictions imposed in respect of 
the area aliens or any class of aliens who pass through the 
area in the course of a continuous journey ; 


Provided that the Secretary of State may authorise, subject 
to any general or special directions, the registration ofticer to 
grant to any individual alien a special permit dispensing with 
compliance with any general order made under this section. 


10.—(1) A chief officer of police, if so authorised by general 
or special order of the Secretary of State, may direct that any 
premises within his jurisdiction which, in his opinion, are used for 
the sale of refreshments to be consumed on the premises, or as 
a place of public resort or entertainment, or as a club, and which 
are or have recently been frequented by aliens, shall be either 
closed altogether or kept closed during such hours or for such 
purposes as may be required by him, if, in his opinion, either— 


- (a) the aliens so frequenting the premises are of criminal 
or disloyal associations or otherwise undesirable; or 


(b) the premises are conducted in a disorderly or im- 
proper manner, or in a manner prejudicial to the public 
good ; 


and if any premises are kept open in contravention of any such 
direction the occupier or person having control of the premises 
shall be deemed to have acted in contravention of this Order. 


(2) Where any premises have been closed under this section the 
occupier or person having control of the premises shall not occupy 
or control any other premises which are used for the sale of refresh- 
ments or as a place of public resort or entertainment or as a club 
without the consent of the chief officer of police for the district 
in which the premises are situate. 


(3) Any constable, if authorised by the chief officer of police, 
may, for the purpose of enforcing the provisions of this article, 
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enter, if necessary by force, and search or occupy any premises in 
respect to which an order under this article has been made by the 
Secretary of State. 


11. The Secretary of State may by order impose on any alien 
or class of aliens such restrictions (either in addition to or in 
substitution for the other restrictions imposed by this Order) as to 
residence, reporting to the police, registration, the use or possession 
of any machine, apparatus, arms and explosives, or other article, 
or otherwise, as he may deem to be necessary in the public interest, 
and any alien in relation to whom any such order is made shall 
comply with the terms of the order. 


12.—(1) The Secretary of State may, if he deems it to be 
conducive to the public good, make an order (in this Order 
referred to as a deportation order) requiring an alien to leave and 
to remain thereafter out of the United Kingdom. The Secretary 
of State may, by a deportation order, require the alien to return 
to the country of which he is a subject or citizen. 

(2) An order made under this article may be made subject to 
any condition which the Secretary of State may. think proper. 

(3) An alien with respect to whom a deportation order is made 
shall leave the United Kingdom for the destination and at the time 
prescribed by the order, and shall thereafter, so long as the order 
is in force, remain out of the United Kingdom. 

(4) An alien with respect to whom a deportation order is made, 
may be detained in such manner as may be directed by the 
Secretary of State and may be placed on a ship about to leave the 
United Kingdom, and shall be deemed to be. in legal custody 
whilst so detained, and until the ship, if British, reaches the port 
(if any) fixed by the Secretary of State or, whether British or 
foreign, finally leaves the United Kingdom. 

(5) The master of a ship about to call at any port outside the 
United Kingdom shall, if so required by the Secretary of State 
or by an immigration officer, receive an alien against whom a 
deportation order has been made and his dependents, if any, on 
board the ship, and afford him and them a passage to that port 
and proper accommodation and maintenance during the passage. 


13. Where a deportation order is made in the case of any 
alien, the Secretary of State may, if he thinks fit, apply any money 
or property of the alien in payment of the whole or any part of 
the expenses of or incidental to the voyage from the United 
Kingdom and the maintenance until departure of the alien and 
his dependents (if any).

15.—(1) Every person (other than a person under the age of 
sixteen years or an alien to whose landing Part I. of this Order 
does not apply) landing in the United Kingdom shall be in 
possession of a passport furnished with a photograph and duly 
issued not more than five years before the date of his arrival, or 
some other document establishing his nationality and identity to 
the satisfaction of an immigration officer. 

(2) Every person landing or embarking in the United Kingdom 
shall furnish to an immigration officer such information in such 
manner as may be prescribed. 


(3) This article shall not apply to any person not coming from 
or embarking for a place (other than the Isle of Man) outside the 
United Kingdom. 


16.—(1) Immigration officers for the purposes of this Order 
shall be appointed by a Secretary of State, and the Secretary of 
State may arrange with the Commissioners of Customs and 
Excise for the employment of officers of Customs and Excise as 
officers under this Order. 


(2) Medical Inspectors for the purposes of this Order may be 
appointed by the Minister of Health with the concurrence of the 
Secretary of State, and shall in the exercise of their powers under 
this Order act under instructions issued by the Minister of Health 
with the concurrence of the Secretary of State. 

(3) Subject to any such instructions, officers and inspectors 
appointed under this Order shall have power to enter or board 
any vessel, and to detain and examine any person arriving ator 
leaving any port in the United Kingdom who is reasonably 
supposed to be an alien, and to require the production of any 
documents by such person, and shall have such other powers 
and duties as are conferred upon them by or under this Order or 
as may be prescribed for giving effect to this Order. 


17.—(1) The Secretary of State may make regulations for 
prescribing anything which is by this Order to be prescribed. 


(2) Any order made, directions or instructions given, or 
conditions imposed by the Secretary of State or by any immigra- 
tion officer or other person under this Order may be revoked or 
varied either wholly or in part by any subsequent order, direction, 
instruction, or condition. 


18.—(1) If any person acts in contravention of, or fails to 
comply with, any provisions of this Order, or any order or rules 
made or conditions imposed thereunder, he shall be guilty of an 
offence against this Order. 
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(2) If any person aids or abets any person in any contravention 
of this Order, or knowingly harbours any person whom he knows 
or has reasonable ground for believing to have acted in contra- 
vention of this Order, he shall be guilty of an offence against this 
Order. 


(3) Where a person lands in contravention of this Order, the 
master of the ship from which he lands shall, unless he proves the 
contrary, be deemed to have aided and abetted the offence. 


(4) Any person shall be guilty of an offence against this Order 
if, in reply or in relation to any immigration officer, inspector, 
registration officer, or other person lawfully acting in the execution 
of the provisions of this Order, he— 


(a) refuses to answer any question reasonably put to 
him or to produce any document in his possession ; or 


(6) makes or causes to be made any false return, false 
’ statement, or false representation; or 


(c) alters any certificate or copy of a certificate or any 
entry made in pursuance of this Order; or 


(d) obstructs or impedes that person in the exercise of 
his powers or duties under this Order; or 


(e) without lawful authority uses or has in his possession 
any forged altered or irregular certificate passport or 
other document. 


(5) A person who is guilty of an offence against this Order shall 
be liable on summary conviction’ to a fine not exceeding one 
hundred pounds or to imprisonment, for a term not exceeding six 
months, and the court before which he is convicted may, either in 
addition to, or in lieu of any such punishment, require that person 
to enter into recognizances, with or without sureties, to comply 
with the provisions of this Order or any order or regulations 
made thereunder as the court may direct. 


(6) If any person fails to comply with an order of the court 
requiring him to enter into recognizances, the court, or any court 
of summary jurisdiction sitting for the same place, may order him 
to be imprisoned for any term not exceeding six months. 


(7) Sections six hundred and eighty-four, six hundred and 
eighty-five, and six hundred and eighty-six of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894 (which relate to the jurisdiction of courts and 
justices), shall apply with respect to jurisdiction under this 
Order as they apply with respect to jurisdiction under that Act, 
and section six hundred and ninety-three of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1894 (which relates to the levying of sums ordered to be paid 
by distress on a ship), shall apply with respect to any fines or 
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other sums of money to be paid under this Order by the master 
of a ship as it applies with respect to fines and other sums of 
money to be paid under that Act. 


(8) Proceedings for an offence under this Order, which consists 
of making or of causing to be made any false statement, false 
representation, false return, or false information, or of furnishing 
or of causing to be furnished any false particulars, may be in- 
stituted at any time within two months after the statement, 
representation, return, information, or particulars, as the case 
may be, was or were discovered to be false. 


(9) For the purpose of the trial of a person for any offence 
under this Order, the offence shall be deemed to have been 
committed either at the place in which the same actually was 
committed or at any place in which the offender may be. 


(10) Where any offence under this Order consists of failure to 
comply with any of the provisions of this Order requiring. any 
particulars to be furnished, or any report or return to be made, 
or any notice to be given, the offence shall, for the purposes of 
this Order, be deemed to have continued so long as such failure 
continues, whether or not any time is specified at or within which 
the particulars, report, return, or statement are to be furnished, 
made, or given. 


19. Any person who acts in contravention of this Order, or is 
reasonably suspected of having so acted, or being about so to act, 
may be taken into custody without warrant by an immigration 
officer or by any constable. 


20.—(1) The Interpretation Act, 1889, shall apply for the 
purpose of the interpretation of this Order in like manner as it 
applies for the purpose of the interpretation of an Act of 
Parliament. 


(2) In this Order— 


The expression ‘“‘ former encmy alien” means an alien who 
is a subject or citizen of a State with which His Majesty 
was at war at any time during the year nineteen hundred 
and eighteen : 

The expression ‘ police district’? means any district for 
which there is a separate police force; and the expression 
“chief officer of police’? means the chief constable, or 
head constable, or other officer, by whatever name called, 
having the chief command of the police force of the 
district : 


The expression ‘‘ keeper ”’ where used in relation to premises 
where accommodation is provided for reward includes 
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any person who for reward receives any other person to 
lodge in the premises, either on his own behalf or as 
manager or otherwise on behalf of any other person : 

The expression ‘‘ residence ’’ means ordinary dwelling-place, 
and where an alien has more than one dwelling-place, 
each of such dwelling-places; and the expression 
“resident ” shall have a corresponding meaning : 

The expression “ prescribed” means prescribed by the 
Secretary of State, or by rules made by the Secretary of 
State : 

The expression “‘ port ’’ includes any place where a person 
lands in or embarks from the United Kingdom :

(2) A reference in any Order in Council or other document to 
this Order shall, unless the context otherwise requires, be con- 
strued to refer to this Order as amended by any Order in Council 
for the time being in force.

24.—(1) This Order may be cited as the Aliens Order, 1919. 


(2) All Orders heretofore made under the Aliens Restriction 
Act, 1914, are hereby revoked, but without prejudice to the 
validity of anything done or any appointment made under those 
Orders, and any alien duly registered under those Orders with a 
registration officer shall be deemed to be duly registered under 
this Order at the date hereof, and an identity book issued under 
those Orders shall, until called in by a registration officer, be for 
the purposes of this Order equivalent to a registration certificate.

LORD KITCHENER NATIONAL MEMORIAL FUND— 
CHARTER OF INCORPORATION. 


WuereEas there was this day read at the Board a Report of a 
Committee of the Lords of His Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy 
Council, dated the 19th day of December, 1919, in the words 
following, viz. :— 


“Your Majesty having been pleased, by Your Order 
of the 30th day of July, 1919, to refer unto this Committee 
a humble Petition of the Most Honourable the Marquess of 
Salisbury, K.G., G.C.V.0O., C.B., and others, on behalf of 
themselves and all other the Members of the Council of the 
Lord Kitchener National Memorial Fund, praying for the 
grant of a Charter of Incorporation to the said Memorial 
Fund : 


““The Lords of the Committee, in obedience to Your 
Majesty’s said Order of Reference, have taken the said 
Petition into consideration, and do this day agree humbly 
to report, as their opinion, to Your Majesty, that a Charter 
may be granted by Your Majesty in terms of the Draft 
hereunto annexed.” 


His Masesty having taken into consideration the said 
Report, and the Draft Charter accompanying it, was pleased, 
by and with the advice of His Privy Council, to approve thereof, 
and to order, as it is hereby ordered, that the Right Honourable 
Edward Shortt, one of His Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of 
State, do cause a Warrant to be prepared for His Majesty’s 
Royal Signature, for passing under the Great Seal of the United 
Kingdom a Charter in conformity with the said Draft, which is 
hereunto annexed. .

GEORGE THE FrFTH by the grace of God of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and of the British Dominions 
beyond the Seas, King, Defender of the Faith. 


To all to whom these Presents shall come, Greeting : 
WHEREAS it has been represented to Us— 


(i) That after the death of The Right Honourable Horatio 
Herbert Earl Kitchener of Khartoum a public appeal was made 
for contributions towards a Fund to be called “ The Lord 
Kitchener National Memorial Fund” which should constitute 
a@ permanent memorial of the late Lord Kitchener and of the 
eminent services rendered by him to the Empire and that the 
original objects of the said Fund were to provide for and assist 
disabled officers and men of Our Navy and Army (A) by equip- 
ping and endowing a home or homes for disabled officers and 
(B) by establishing a permanent fund for the purpose of relieving 
disabled officers and men in their own homes but that these 
objects were afterwards enlarged so as to include (c) the founding 
of Scholarships for the purpose of promoting the higher indus- 
trial and commercial education of (1) Officers and Men of Our 
Forces of suitable age (2) Sons of Officers and Men of Our Forces 
And that Her Majesty Queen Alexandra is the President of the 
said Fund and that it is under the management of a Council 
of which the Lord Mayor of the City of London for the time 
being is the Chairman. 


(ii) That contributions amounting to upwards of £400,000 
have been made for the general purposes of the said Fund and 
have been duly invested by or under the directions of the 
Council thereof and that in addition the sum of £50,000 was 
given to the said Fund by the late Mr. Thomas Fenwick Harrison 
upon the condition that it should be used as a free fund not 
to be invested but to be kept upon deposit at the Bankers of 
the Council ready for the relief in such manner as the Council 
in their discretion might think fit ‘of disabled oftiecrs and men 
requiring help apart from any homes which the Council might 
provide and not to be used either for building or for the 
equipment of any institution and so that the whole of the 
capital and interest of the said sum should be spent upon the 
relief of disabled officers and men. 


(iii) That the sum of £21,000 part of the said sum of £50,000 
has already been expended upon the relief of disabled ofticers 
and men and that the sum of £29,000 the balance thereof is 
now on deposit at the Law Courts Branch of The London County 
Westminster & Parrs Bank in the joint names of Sir Hedley 
Le Bas and Sir Herbert James Creedy, K.C.B. as trustees for 
the said Council. 
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(iv) That the said Memorial Fund is not possessed of any 
real or leasehold property. 


(v) That it will greatly promote and facilitate the work of 
the said Memorial Fund if the same is incorporated by this Our 
Charter and that it is expedient that the said Memorial Fund 
when so incorporated shall have such powers and be subject to 
such provisions as are hereinafter contained. 


And whereas James Edward Hubert Gascoyne Cecil Marquess 
of Salisbury, K.G., G.C.V.0., C.B., Edward George Villiers 
Stanley Earl of Derby, K.G., G.C.V.0., C.B., Francis William 
Grenfell Lord Grenfell, G.C.B., C.G.M.G., and Sir William 
Edmund Garstin, G.C.M.G., G.B.E., on behalf of themselves 
and all other members of the Council of The Lord Kitchener 
National Memorial Fund have humbly petitioned Us to grant 
this Our Charter. 


Now therefore We of Our special grace certain knowledge 
and mere motion do hereby for Us Our Heirs and Successors 
will grant ordain and declare as follows :— 


1. The said James Edward Hubert Gascoyne Cecil Marquess 
of Salisbury Edward George Villiers Stanley Earl of Derby 
Francis William Grenfell Lord Grenfell and Sir William Edmund 
Garstin and all other persons who are now or shall hereafter 
become members of the Council of the body corporate hereby 
constituted pursuant to the provisions of these Presents or of 
the powers hereby granted shall for ever hereafter be one body 
corporate and politic by the name of “ The Lord Kitchener 
National Memorial Fund” (hereinafter referred to as “the 
Memorial Fund”) and by the same name shall have perpetual 
succession and a common seal with power to break alter and 
make anew the said seal from time to time at their will and 
pleasure and by the same name shall and may sue and be sued 
in all courts and in all manner of actions and suits and shall 
have power to do all other acts and things incidental or apper- 
taining to a body corporate. * 


2. We do also hereby for Ourselves and Our Successors 
license authorize and for ever hereafter enable the Memorial 
Fund or any person on its behalf to purchase take on lease or 
otherwise acquire any lands tenements or hereditaments what- 
soever within Our United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
not excceding at any one time in annual value the sum of £20,000 
(such annual value to be deemed to be the annual value thereof 
for the purpose of the assessment of property tax thereon at the 
time of the acquisition thereof by the Memorial Fund) and to 
hold all or any lands tenements or hereditaments or interest 
therein which the Memorial Fund is hereby authorized to acquire 
in perpetuity or on lease or otherwise and from time to time 
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but subject to all such consents as are by law required to grant 
demise alienate or otherwise dispose of the same or any part 
thereof. 


3. And We do hereby also for Ourselves and Our Successors 
give and grant Our licence to any person or persons and any 
body politic or corporate to assure in perpetuity or otherwise 
or to demise to or for the benefit of the Memorial Fund any 
lands tenements or hereditaments or any interest in any lands 
tenements or hereditaments whatsoever within Our United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland within the limits of value 
aforesaid but so that it shall not be incumbent upon any such 
“person or persons or body to enquire as to the annual value of 
the lands tenements or hereditaments which may have been 
previously acquired by the Memorial Fund. 


DEFINITIONS. 


4. For the purposes of this Charter and the Rules and 
Regulations contained in the Schedules hereto (unless the context 
otherwise requires) ‘The Memorial Fund” “ The President ” 
“The Vice-Presidents ” ‘‘The Chairman of the Council’? and 
“The Council” shall respectively mean The Lord Kitchener 
National Memorial Fund as hereby constituted and The President 
for the time being The Vice-Presidents for the time being The 
Chairman for the time being and The Council for the time being 
of the Memorial Fund. 


“The Committee’ shall mean the Executive Committee 
for the time being appointed by the Council in accordance 
with the provisions hereinafter contained or such members 
thereof as shall be entitled to act on behalf of the 
Committee. 


“The Scholarship Committee ” shall mean the Committee 
for the time being appointed by the Council in accordance 
with the provisions hereinafter contained for the purpose 
of awarding and managing the Kitchener Scholarships 
hereinafter mentioned or such members thereof as shall be 
entitled to act on behalf of the Scholarship Committee. 


“ Disabled Officers ” shall mean persons who have held His 
Majesty’s Commission in the British Navy, Army or Air 
Force but by reason of wounds or ill-health have ceased to 
hold a Commission. 


“ Deceased Officers” shall mean persons who formerly held 
His Majesty’s Commission in the British Navy, Army or 
Air Force but have died. 

“ Retired Officers ”’ shall mean persons not above 30 years of 
age who formerly held His Majesty’s Commission in the 
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British Navy, Army or Air Force but have retired from the 
Service. 


“Disabled men” shall mean persons (other than Officers) 
who have served in the British Navy, Army or Air Force 
but by reason of wounds or sickness are no longer serving. 

“‘ Deceased men ”’ shall mean persons (other than officers) who 
formerly served in the British Navy, Army or Air Force 
but have died. 

“ Retired men ” shall mean persons not above 30 years of age 
(other than Officers) who formerly served in the British 
Navy, Army or Air Force but have obtained their discharge. 

“The British Navy ” shall include the Naval forces of the 
Dominions over Seas, ‘‘ The British Army ” shall include 
the Indian Army and the Military forces of the Dominions 
over Seas, and “the British Air Force ”’ shall include the 
Air Force of the Dominions over Seas. 


Words importing the singular only shall include the plural 
number and vice versd. 


Words importing the masculine gender shall include the 
female. 


Words importing persons shall include Corporations. 


OBsEcTs. 


5. The objects for which the Memorial Fund is established 
and incorporated are :— 


(i) To take over and hold the balance of the investments 
moneys and assets belonging to or held in trust for The 
Lord Kitchener National Memorial Fund (including the 
said sum of £29,000 being the balance of the said sum of 
£50,000 contributed by the said Thomas Fenwick Harrison) 
after payment of the costs charges and expenses of and 
incidental to the obtaining of this Charter. 


(ii) To provide equip furnish carry on and maintain a 
home or homes for the treatment of disabled Officers and 
men of His Majesty’s Forces and for that purpose to acquire 
by purchase or on lease any land buildings or hereditaments 
or any interest therein (but within the value hereinbefore 
mentioned) and to erect repair and maintain buildings. 


(iii) To acquire provide and supply for such home or 
homes all such medical surgical and other apparatus 
appliances and things and all such food wines liquors and 
consumable stores and provisions of every description as 
the Council may consider proper for the purpose of pro- 
moting the relief or benefit of the residents therein for the 
time being and of maintaining them in such home or homes, 
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(iv) To relieve and assist disabled Officers and men and 
their wives children and dependants in their own homes or 
elsewhere and for that purpose to acquire and permit to be 
used in such homes or elsewhere such medical surgical and 
other apparatus and appliances and things and such food 
wines liquors and consumable stores and provisions of 
every description as the Council may deem suitable. 


(v) To retain and engage all such doctors surgeons nurses 
attendants servants and other persons as the Council may 
deem proper as well for the purposes of such home or homes 
as for the purpose of relieving or assisting disabled Officers 
and men and their wives children and dependants in their 
own homes or elsewhere and to pay such remuneration 
salary or wages as the Council may from time to time think 
proper to such doctors and other persons. 


(vi) To make grants in money to Officers and men of 
the British Navy or Army (whether disabled or not) for 
the purpose of enabling them to obtain medical or surgical 
assistance and treatment or any other assistance or 
treatment calculated in the opinion of the Council to 
alleviate suffering or promote physical welfare or for any 
other purpose which in the opinion of the Council is calcu- 
lated to promote or assist their physical or mental comfort. 


(vii) Generally to expend such portion of the funds for 
the time being of the Memorial Fund as the Council may 
from time to time think fit in the relief and assistance of 
Officers and men of the British Navy or Army (whether 
disabled or not) whom the Council may consider deserving 
of relief or assistance. 


(viii) To establish constitute and endow in accordance 
with the regulations hercinafter mentioned Scholarships to 
be called “ Kitchener Scholarships’ for the purpose of 
assisting and promoting the higher education with special 
reference to industry and commerce of retired Officers and 
men and of the sons of deceased or disabled Officers or men. 


(ix) To provide equip furnish carry on and maintain a 
College School or other similar Institution for the purpose 
of the higher education hereinbefore mentioned and with 
that object to acquire by purchase or lease any land buildings 
or hereditaments or any interest therein (but within the 
value hereinbefore mentioned) and to erect repair and 
maintain buildings and to provide all necessary or proper 
chattels or things for the purposes aforesaid and to engage 
and pay professors teachers servants and other persons and 
generally to carry on and maintain such College School or 
Institution in such manner as the Council may from time to 
time think proper with a view to promoting and assisting 
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the higher education aforesaid and to expend from time to 
time for the purposes aforesaid ‘such part of the funds for 
the time being of the Memorial Fund as the Council may 
from time to time think necessary or proper. 


(x) To erect furnish and maintain in or in connection with 
St. Paul’s Cathedral a Chapel to the memory of Lord 
Kitchener and to expend in erecting furnishing and main- 
taining such chapel such portion. of the funds as the 
Council may think fit but not exceeding £30,000. 


(xi) To procure erect and maintain statues and monu- 
ments of Lord Kitchener on suitable sites in Scotland and 
Ireland and to expend in procuring erecting and maintaining 
such statues and monuments such portion of the funds as 
the Council may think fit but not exceeding £10,000. 


(xii) To solicit receive and accept subscriptions and gifts 
of all kinds whether absolute or conditional for all or any of 
the purposes of the Memorial Fund. 


(xiii) Subject and without prejudice to the provisions of 
Clause 6 of this Charter to invest all moneys and funds of 
the Memorial Fund which are not immediately required 
to be expended for the purposes thereof and which the 
Council shall think proper to be invested in such investments 
as may be authorized with respect thereto in or by the 
powers contained in the instrument (if any) of gift of such 
moneys or funds or of the moneys or property from which 
the same shall have arisen or by the powers contained in any 
writing under the hand or signed on behalf of the donor 
within six months after the gift or if and so far as there 
shall not be any such instrument or writing or any such 
instrument or writing shall not extend then in any invest- 
ments authorized by the law for the time being in force 
for the investment of trust funds or to deposit the same at 
interest or otherwise with any Bank Provided always 
that the Council shall not invest money in or retain any 
investment in respect whereof any liability shall exist unless 
the liability is of limited amount and is to be discharged 
or is capable if the Council shall think fit of being discharged 
within a fixed period from the date of investment but save 
as in this proviso mentioned nothing in this Charter shall 
interfere with the full exercise by the Council of any dis- 
eretion or authority given by any donor in the choice of 
investments. All investments may be varied or trans- 
posed from time to time into or for other investments 
authorized according to the provisions of this paragraph 
with respect to the original investments or the proceeds 
thereof. Muneys awaiting investment may if the Council 
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so think fit be advanced on the security of investments 
the purchase of which would be authorized by the law for 
the time being in force for the investment of trust funds. 


(xiv) Generally to execute and do all instruments acts 
and things which the Council may think expedient for 
the purpose of effectually carrying out all or any of the 
objects aforesaid. 


Fenwick Harrison Funp. 


6. The said sum of £29,000 being the balance of the said 
sum of £50,000 so contributed by the late Mr. Thomas Fenwick 
Harrison as aforesaid shall be held and retained as a separate 
fund distinct from the other investments and funds of the 
Memorial Fund and shall not be invested but shall be placed 
and kept on deposit at interest in the names of two of the 
members of the Council with the Bankers for the time being of 
the Memorial Fund unless and until it shall be applied as here- 
inafter mentioned. No part of the said sum or of the interest 
thereon shall be expended or applied in providing erecting 
equipping or maintaining homes for disabled Officers or in 
establishing or endowing Scholarships but such sum and the 
interest thereon shall from time to time be expended and applied 
in such manner as the Council may think proper in assisting and 
relieving Officers and men other than Officers and men who shall 
for the time being be inmates of any home or homes for the 
time being established by the Council. It shall not be obligatory 
on the Council at any time to expend any part of the capital of 
the said sum in manner aforesaid unless they shall deem it 
expedient so to do. 


OFFICERS AND MANAGEMENT. 


7. There shall be a President and not exceeding twenty-five 
Vice-Presidents of the Memorial Fund. The first President shall 
be. Her Majesty Queen Alexandra during her lifetime and after 
her death the President shall be such person as may be nominated 
from time to time in that behalf by the Council. The first 
Vice-Presidents shall be His Grace the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
G.C.V.0., His Grace the Archbishop of York His Eminence 
Cardinal Bourne The Right Hon. H. H. Asquith, K.C., His 
Excellency Field-Marshal the Right Hon. the Viscount French, 
K.P., G.C.B., O.M., G.C.V.O., K.C.M.G., Admiral the Viscount 
Jellicoe, G.C.B., O.M., G.C.V.0., The Right Hon. the Lord 
Cunliffe, G.B.E., Field-Marshal the Earl Haig, K.T., G.C.B., 
G.C.V.0., K.C.LE., the Chairman of the Free Church Council 
The Very Rev. J. H. Hertz Chief Rabbi Bramwell Booth Esquire 
the General of the Salvation Army the Chairman of the Baltic 
Exchange the Chairman of Lloyds and the Chairman of the 
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London Stock Exchange. Upon the death or resignation or 
incapacity to act of any Vice-President or of any person succeeding 
to the position of such Vice-President the Council may nominate 
any person as a Vice-President in his place and if at any time the 
number of Vice-Presidents shall be less than twenty-five the 
Council may nominate any other persons to be Vice-Presidents 
so as to make up the full number of twenty-five Vice-Presidents. 


8. The management of the Memorial Fund shall be vested in 
the Council who shall be the Governing Body thereof and all the 
powers or rights of the Memorial Fund shall be exercisable 
by and vested in the Council. The Council shall from time to 
time appoint such members of the Council as they may think 
proper to be an Executive Committee but so that the members 
of such Executive Committee shall not be more than fourteen 
in number at any one time and may delegate to such Committee 
all or any of the powers or rights exercisable by or vested in 
the Council under this Charter. The Council shall also from 
time to time appoint such persons (whether being members of 
the Council or not) as they may think proper to be a Scholarship 
Committee for the purposes of the Kitchener Scholarships 
hereinafter mentioned but so that the members of such Scholar- 
ship Committee shall not at any one time be more than twelve 
in number and may delegate to such Scholarship Committee all 
or any of the powers or rights exercisable by or vested in the 
Council under this Charter. The Council shall also have uncon- 
trolled power from time to time to remove any member whether 
of the Executive Committee or of the Scholarship Committee 
and to appoint any other person to be a member thereof in his 
place. 


9, The Council shall consist of not more than fifty nor less 
than ten persons. The first Council shall consist of those persons 
who were members of the Council of The Lord Kitchener 
National Memorial Fund for disabled Officers and men of the 
Navy and Army immediately before the granting of this Our 
Charter. Vacancies shall from time to time be filled up by the 
Council itself but the Council may at all times act notwithstanding 
any vacancies in its Body. If at any time the number of members 
of the Council shall be less than fifty the Council may nominate 
any persons to be members of the Council so as to make up the 
full number of fifty. The Committee and the Scholarship Com- 
mittee respectively may also at all times act notwithstanding any 
vacancies in their Bodies respectively. 


10. There shall be a Chairman of the Council. The first 
Chairman shall be the Lord Mayor for the time being of the 
City of London. On the death or retirement or incapacity to 
act of the present Lord Mayor or of any person succeeding to 
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his place the Council shall from time to time appoint some 
other member of the Council to be Chairman of the Council 
for such period and upon such terms as the Council think proper. 


11. There shall be a Treasurer of the Council. The first 
Treasurer shall be The Right Hon. James Edward Hubert 
Gascoyne Cecil Marquess of Salisbury, K.G., G.C.V.0. C.B. On 
the death or retirement or incapacity to act of the said Marquess 
of Salisbury or of any person succeeding to his office the Council 
shall from time to time appoint some other person whether 
being a member of the Council or not to be Treasurer of the 
Council for such period and upon such terms as the Council 
may think proper. 


ReGuLaTIONS OF THE MEMORIAL FunD. 


12. The affairs of the Memorial Fund shall be managed 
and regulated in accordance with the Rules set forth in the 
First Schedule hereto or with such other Rules as may for the 
time being be in force under or by virtue of the succeeding 
provisions of this clause. Any of the Rules may from time to 
time be altered added to or repealed by the Council and any 
new Rules may from time to time be made in the like manner. 
Provided that no new Rule and no repeal or alteration of or 
addition to any of the Rules shall have any force or effect unless 
and until it shall have been approved by the Lords of Our Council 
of which approval a Certificate under the hand of the Clerk to 
Our Council shall be conclusive evidence. 


KitcHENER SCHOLARSHIPS. 

13. The Kitchener Scholarships hereinbefore mentioned shall 
be established constituted and endowed and awarded under and 
in accordance with the regulations set forth in the Second 
Schedule hereto unless and until the same regulations shall be 
altered added to or repealed in manner hereinafter appearing. 


14. The said regulations or any of them may from time to time 
be altered added to or repealed by the Council and any new 
regulations in relation to the Kitchener Scholarships may from 
time to time be made in like manner. Provided always that 
no new regulation and no repeal or alteration of or addition 
to any of the Regulations shall have any force or effect unless 
and until the same shall have been approved by the Lords of 
Our Council of which approval a Certificate under the hand of 
the Clerk to Our Council shall be conclusive evidence. 


SURRENDER, &C., OF CHARTER. 
15. It shall be lawful for the Council with the sanction of 
an Extraordinary Meeting of the Council called for the purpose 
to surrender this Our Charter subject to the sanction of Us 
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Our Heirs or Successors and upon such terms as we or they may 
consider fit and to wind up or otherwise deal with the affairs 
of the Memorial Fund in such manner as shall be directed by 
such Meeting or in default of such direction as the Council shall 
think expedient having due regard to the liabilities for the time 
being of the Memorial Fund. 


16. Any Supplementary Charter granted by Us Our Heirs 
or Successors whether repealing amending or adding to the 
provisions of these Presents may be accepted by an Extra- 
ordinary Meeting of the Council specially called for the purpose 
and shall be valid and binding upon the Memorial Fund and 
all the members thereof if accepted by the votes of two-thirds 
of the members of the Council present at such Meeting. 


And lastly. We do by these Presents for Us and Our 
Successors grant and declare that these Our Letters Patent shall 
be in all things valid and effectual in law according to the true 
intent and meaning thereof and shall be taken construed and 
adjudged in the most favourable and beneficial sense for the 
best advantage of the Memorial Fund as well as in Our Courts 
of Record as elsewhere by all Judges Justices Officers Ministers 
and other subjects whatsoever of Us and Our Successors any 
non-recital mis-recital or other omission defect or thing to the 
contrary notwithstanding.

SCHEDULE I. 


RULES. 


1. The Council shall hold an Ordinary General Meeting once 
in every year at such place and time as the Council may from 
time to time determine for the purposes (inter alia) of receiving 
and dealing with any reports of the Committee and the 
Scholarship Committee respectively and of filling up any 
vacancies in the Council or the Committee or the Scholarship 
Committee and for such other purposes as the Council may 
think proper. At such Ordinary General Meeting the Council 
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shall submit a balance sheet showing the receipts and expendi- 
ture of the Memorial Fund for the preceding twelve months and 
the true financial position of the Memorial Fund. 


2. An Extraordinary General Meeting of the Council may 
be called at any time by the President or by the Chairman of 
the Council. 

3. Any question arising at any Ordinary or Extraordinary 
General Meeting of the Council shall be decided in accordance 
with the votes of the majority of the members of the Council 
present at such Meeting. 

4. The Committee and the Scholarship Committee shall 
respectively report once a year to the Council at its Ordinary 
General Meeting and shall respectively for the purposes of such 
report prepare and furnish the Council with properly certified 
Balance Sheets for the previous twelve months duly audited by 
Auditors to be appointed by the Council dealing with all 
moneys received by them respectively and showing the details 
of the manner in which such moneys have been invested or 
expended. ; 

5. The financial control of the Fund shall be vested in the 
Executive Committee and no Committee or Sub-Committee 
shall enter into any financial arrangements without the sanction 
of the Executive Committee. 

6. The Committee and the Scholarship Committee shall 
respectively have power to appoint Sub-Committees and to dele- 
gate to them respectively any of the powers for the time being 
exercisable by the Committee and the Scholarship Committee 
respectively. . 

7. All receipts of subscriptions and donations shall be 
acknowledged on official receipt forms to be issued by the 
Council. 

8. Any of these Rules may from time to time be altered 
added to or repealed as provided by the Charter. 


SCHEDULE II. 


ScHOLARSHIP REGULATIONS. 


1. A sum to be fixed by the Council shall be appropriated 
and set apart in any investments for the time being authorized 
by law for the investment of trust funds with power for the 
Council to vary such investments which sum and the invest- 
ments for the time being representing the same are hereinafter 
referred to as “ The Kitchener Scholarship Fund.” 
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2. The income of The Kitchener Scholarship Fund shall 
(subject as hereinafter provided) be devoted to providing 
Scholarships to be awarded by the Scholarship Committee and 
to be called ‘‘ Kitchener Scholarships” for the purpose of 
assisting the higher education with special reference to industry 
and/or commerce of (a) Retired Officers and men and (B) the 
sons of Officers and men. 


3. The Council shall have absolute discretion as to the age 
at which any person may be admitted as a candidate for a 
Kitchener Scholarship except that unless and until otherwise 
decided no candidate shall be admitted who has not attained 
the age of 16 years or who is over the age of thirty years. 


4. Kitchener Scholarships shall consist of (a) Scholarships 
for study and training (hereinafter referred to as “ Training 
Scholarships’) which will be awarded for the purpose of 
enabling successful candidates to undertake a complete course 
of higher education (including education in Industrial Art) at 
any University in the United Kingdom (hereinafter referred to 
as ‘‘the University”’) or at any Institution in the United 
Kingdom for the time being approved of by the Council (here- 
inafter referred to as ‘“‘the approved Institution”) or at any 
College School or Institution provided and maintained (wholly 
or partly) by the Memorial Fund and (B) Scholarships (herein- 
after referred to as ‘‘ Travelling Scholarships”) which will be 
awarded (if and when circumstances so permit) for the purpose 
of enabling persons (A) who have completed their degree course 
or diploma course at the University or approved Institution or 
elsewhere or (B) who shall be specially selected by the Scholar- 
ship Committee (including persons who have held Training 
Scholarships) to study at home or abroad or partly at home and 
partly abroad with special reference to the promotion of Trade 
and Industry in the British Empire such subjects as Foreign 
Languages Commercial subjects Methods of industrial develop- 
ment or scientific or technological subjects or to gain industrial 
or commercial experience by studying at first hand the methods 
of Commerce and Industry in the United States of America or 
elsewhere out of the United Kingdom. 


5. Training Scholarships will be of two kinds (a) Industrial 
Scholarships and (8B) Commercial Scholarships. The holder of 
an Industrial Scholarship shall be under the obligation of 
spending such time as the Council may from time to time 
prescribe (not exceeding three years) either previously to or 
concurrently with his course at the University or approved 
Institution in gaining practical shop experience by actual work 
in some factory works or other place of business. The holder 
of a Commercial Scholarship shall not be under any such obliga- 
tion unless and until the Council shall think fit so to prescribe. 
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6. A Training Scholarship shall be of such annual value not 
exceeding in any one case £200 as the Council may from time to 
time determine together with such further annual sum as in the 
opinion of the Scholarship Committee will be sufficient to cover 
tuition fees (if any) for.the year and such further sum (if any) 
and such travelling expenses as may be specially sanctioned by 
the Scholarship Committee for any year. A Travelling Scholar- 
ship shall be of such annual amount as the Council may from 
time to time determine not exceeding in any one case £200. 
No Kitchener Scholarship shall be awarded to or held by any 
person who is for the time being the holder of any other scholar- 
ship or entitled to receive any other like annual payment unless 
in any particular case the Council shall otherwise determine. 


7. A Training Scholarship shall be tenable for such period 
as the Council may from time to time prescribe not exceeding 
six years including the period during which the holder of an 
Industrial Scholarship shall be employed in any factory or works 
or place of business. 


8. A candidate for a Kitchener Scholarship shall comply 
with and conform to such regulations as the Council may from 
time to time prescribe. 

(a) To apply to the Scholarship Committee in such form 
and manner as such Committee may from time to time 
prescribe for permission to become a candidate for a 
Kitchener Scholarship. 

(B) To satisfy the Scholarship Committee that he has 
undergone such a previous course of education as in the 
opinion of the Scholarship Committee qualifies him to be a 
candidate for a Kitchener Scholarship. 

(c) At the appropriate time to pass any necessary 
entrance examination to the University or approved 
Institution or other College School or Institution at which 
he proposes to study or to produce a certificate of exemption 
from such examination. 

(D) To submit to the Scholarship Committee a complete 
plan of the training which he proposes to undergo including 
(if the case so requires) the works or business training as 
well as the University or Institution training. 

(£) To furnish the Scholarship Committee with a statc- 
ment as to his career at school (if any). 

(F) To furnish the Scholarship Committee with a recom- 
mendation by the Head Master or Principal of the School 
(if any) at which he has been for the two years preceding 
the date of his application or if he has been at more than one 
school during the two years immediately preceding the 
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date of his application then with recommendations from 
the Head Masters or Principals of the Schools at which he 
has been during those two years or if he has been engaged 
in Industry or Commerce then with a recommendation from 
his last employer. 


(@) To furnish the Scholarship C Committee with a state- 
ment as to the University or Institution at which he proposes 
to study and (if the case so requires) as to the factory or 
works or house of business where he proposes to gain 
practical experience and as to the estimated cost of the 
training which he proposes to undergo. 


(H) To furnish the Scholarship Committee with a state- 
ment (to be marked ‘ Confidential for the information of 
the Scholarship Committee’) as to his financial circum- 
stances and the period and amount of the pecuniary 
assistance which he desires to receive and 


(1) To pass such medical test of fitness as the Scholarship 
Committee may from time to time prescribe. 


Provided that the Scholarship Committee shall have full power 
at any time or times to waive all or any of the above obligations 
in the case of any particular candidate or candidates. 


9. No candidate shall directly or indirectly canvass for a 
Scholarship under penalty of disqualification. 


10. The Scholarship Committee shall not be bound to award 
a Kitchener Scholarship to any particular candidate or to give 
any reason for not awarding a Scholarship to any particular 
candidate and there shall be no obligation on the Council to 
expend the whole income of the Kitchener Scholarship Fund in 
any year in the provision of Kitchener Scholarships. 


11. The Council shall have absolute power at any time to 
determine and cancel the tenure of a Scholarship in the case of 
any person who in the opinion of the Scholarship Committee 
(A) is not making satisfactory progress in his training or (B) ought 
for any other reason connected with his conduct or mode of life 
to be deprived of such Scholarship or (c) is unable by reason of 
illness or otherwise to carry out the course of study and training 
originally undertaken by him. 


12. The Scholarship Committee may employ a Secretary 
and such clerks and assistants as they may think proper and 
may pay them respectively such remuneration or wages as the 
Council may from time to time determine. 


13. Tf and as often as in any year the whole of the income 
of the Kitchener Scholarship Fund shall not be expended in 
providing Kitchener Scholarships the Council may apply the 
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balance of such income for all or any of the following purposes 
(A) in providing and assisting in any manner which the Council 
may think proper the general education of Officers and men 
who may not for the time being be holders of Kitchener 
Scholarships (B) in accumulating the same in augmentation of 
and so as to form part of the Kitchener Scholarship Fund 
(c) in establishing and maintaining a reserve fund to be 
applicable for any of the purposes for which the income of the 
Kitchener Scholarship Fund: is hereby made applicable or , 
(D) in such other manner as the Council may from time to time 
consider to be calculated to promote the objects of the Kitchener 
Scholarship Fund as hereinbefore set forth.

with the consent of Your Majesty in Council, from time to time 
establish : 


And whereas by the Naval Forces Act, 1903, it is enacted 
that the Admiralty shall have power to raise and maintain a 
Force to be called the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, and that 
any volunteer enrolled under this Act, when serving for training 
afloat, or called out for actual service, shall be deemed to be 
serving in Your Majesty's Naval or Marine Force within the 
meaning of the Naval and Marine Pay and Pensions Act, 1865: 


And whereas during the war certain changes in the rules 
governing promotion and the rates of full pay and _ retiring 
allowances of Officers of various ranks of Your Majesty’s Naval, 

sae 
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Marine and Reserve Forces have from time to time been deemed 
desirable and have, with the concurrence of the Lords Commis- 
sioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury, been introduced. 


And whereas, with the consent of the Lords Commissioners 
of Your Majesty’s Treasury, pending a general revision of the 
pay of Officers, temporary bonuses were granted with effect from 
the Ist February, 1919, to all Officers of Your Majesty’s Naval, 
Marine and Reserve Forces : 


And whereas we are of opinion that the Regulations governing 
service, promotion and retirement in certain ranks require further 
revision so as to place Officers of various Branches of the Royal 
Navy, Royal Naval Reserve and Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve 
on an equality as regards the age at which the several ranks 
may be attained, so far as possible, with due regard to the 
responsibilities and to the technical and professional knowledge 
required for the performance of the duties of the several ranks : 


And whereas we are of opinion that Officers of the Royal 
Marines should be treated, in regard to their emoluments during 
active service and on retirement, similarly to Naval Officers, 
and further that there should be one scale of pay applicable to 
all such Officers whether belonging to the Royal Marine Artillery 
or to the Royal Marine Light Infantry and whether serving at 
sea or ashore :

SCHEDULE III. 


ScHOOLMASTER BRANCH. 


The following new constitution to be introduced for this 
branch from the 29th November, 1918. 

The Schoolmaster Branch in future to be a branch by itself 
and not to be considered comparable with other Warrant Officer 
branches, except in so far as the following regulations deal with 
relative rank :— 

T.—-Schoolmaster Candidate. 

1. Schoolmasters to be entered either direct from the shore 

or by transfer from other ratings. On entry to have the title of 
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“ Schoolmaster Candidate’ with the relative rank of Aoting 
Warrant Officer. 


2. Candidates to be of such age and to possess such qualifica- 
tions as we may from time to time prescribe. 


3. To be regarded as on probation for twelve months from date 
of entry or transfer and during that period to be liable to be 
discharged, or to revert to their original rating, at any time if found 
unsuitable. 


4. In the oase of a man who reverts to his original rating 
the time served as “ Schoolmaster Candidate ” or “ Probationary 
Schoolmaster ”’ to count as time served in the rating held prior 
to appointment to the Schoolmaster Branch. 


5. Schoolmaster candidates who reach a standard of special 
merit in the first part of their preliminary course of instruction 
and are recommended as likely to prove Schoolmasters of excep- 
tional ability to be advanced to ‘“ Probationary Schoolmaster ” 
from the date of the examination. The remaining candidates 
to complete the preliminary course and those who reach the 
necessary qualifying standard to be advanced to “ Probationary 
Schoolmaster ” at the end of the course. 


IL.--Probationary Schoolmaster (Relative Rank of Acting Warrant 
Officer). 

1. Probationary Schoolmasters, not recommended for con- 
firmation on the completion of 5 months’ service afloat, to be 
discharged to the shore or revert to their original rating, unless 
at the discretion of the Admiralty they may be allowed the 
option of a further period of probation not exceeding 6 months. 

2. Seniority as Schoolmasters, when confirmed in the rank, 
to be reckoned as from the date of promotion to “ Probationary 
Schoolmaster.” 


TII.—Schoolmaster (Relutire Rank of Warrant Officer). 


1, All Schoolmasters to be required to take a short requalifying 
course at such intervals as we may prescribe. 


2. Schoolmasters who fail to pass not to be eligible for further 
increments of pay or for advancement to the relative rank of 
Commissioned Warrant Officer. 


IV.—Schoolmaster (Relative Rank of Commissioned Warrant 
Officer). 

1. Schoolmasters to be advanced “automatically” to the 
relative rank of Commissioned Warrant Officer on the completion 
of 20 years’ service, provided that they are recommended and 
have obtained a pass in each of their re-qualifying courses, 
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V.—Advanced Course. 


1. Schoolmasters who are recommended for early advancement 
as having shown marked ability, both as teachers and in 
organising the work of their ship, and who reach the necessary 
standard in the first re-qualifying course—or subsequently in 
special cases—to be eligible for selection for an Advanced Course 
of instruction. 


2. Those who complete the course and examination satis- 
factorily to have their names distinguished by a f in the list of 
Schoolmasters, and to be eligible for appointments on the 
“ Special List (see Section VI.). 


VI.—“ Special List of Higher Appointments. 

1. A list to be established consisting of those appointments 
which carry special responsibilities or call for technical knowledge 
of an advanced character. This list to be known as the ‘“‘ Special 
List.” 


2. Schoolmasters who have passed the Advanced Course and 
are appointed to positions on this “ Special List,” or are appointed 
acting temporarily to such a post by the Senior Officer, to receive 
additional remuneration of Is. a day (see Section VII.). This 
allowance to be payable under the same conditions as specialist 
allowances (vide Article 1407, King’s Regulations). 


VIL.--Staff for Organisation and Supervision, 

1. Two higher grades to be instituted to be termed ‘“ Head- 
master’ and ‘Senior Master.” These grades to be confined to 
a limited number of Officers who have been selected by a gradual 
process of elimination as specially fitted for responsible positions. 

Officers of these grades to hold the relative ranks of Lieutenant, 
and Commissioned Warrant Officer respectively. 


Senior Master. 


2. The number of Senior Masters not to exceed, in the normal 
course, 25 per cent. of the total number of active service Officers 
of the Schoolmaster Branch. Subject to this limit the establish- 
ment to be determined by the number of appointments in which 
the services of a Nenior Master are required. 

3. In the Schoolmaster Branch, Senior Masters to rank 
above all “ Schoolmasters.” 

4, Appointments as Senior Masters to be made only into 
vacancies, and to be by selection from among those School- 
masters who have passed the Advanced Course, have completed 
one year’s satisfactory employment in a “ Special List’? appoint- 
ment, and are recommended as possessing the special qualities 
requisite for a supervising appointment, 
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5. Senior Masters to be considered as “‘ Acting ” for the first 
12 months of their service in that grade. 


VIII.—Headmaster (Active List). 

1. Senior Masters with not less than three years’ service as 
such to be eligible for promotion to Headmaster on the Active 
List. 

2. The number of Headmasters on the Active List not to 
exceed, in the normal course, 8 per cent. of the total number of 
active service Officers of the Schoolmaster Branch. Subject to 
this limit, the actual number at any time to be determined by 
the number of appointments in which the services of a Headmaster 
are required. 

3. Promotions to be made by selection as vacancies occur. 


VITIA.—-Headmaster (Retired List). 

1. Senior Masters who retire after not less than 10 years’ 
service in that rank to be eligible for promotion to the rank of 
Headmaster on the Retired List. 

2. Similar promotion, as a reward for long and zealous service, 
to he allowed in the case of specially recommended Schoolmasters 
who retire after not less than 23 years’ service.

All time served as Head Schoolmaster, 
including ‘‘ acting ” time, to count as double time as regards 
seniority as ‘‘ Schoolmaster,” and towards the completion 
of the 20 years’ service required in the grade before advance- 
ment to the relative rank of Commissioned Warrant Officer, 
but not for any other purpose such as increase of pay or 
pension. 


(d) Schoolmasters entered as Naval Schoolmasters for 
continuous service prior to the outbreak of the late war to 
reckon their seniority in relative rank as from the date 
of their Acting Warrant, but to reckon their qualifying 
service for advancement, pension, &c., from a date subse- 
quent by six months to that of their Continuous Service 
Engagement.

Officers 
granted the acting rank of Engineer Lieutenant Commander 
(temporary service) who may be selected to be given the 
rank of Engineer Lieutenant Commander in the Reserve. 


(b) Acting Mates (E) R.N. (period of hostilities) if 
selected, to be given the rank of Mate (E) in the Reserve. 


(c) Acting Artificer Engineers R.N. (period of hostilities) 
other than those promoted from C.E.R.A. (pensioner) if 
selected, to be given the rank of Artificer Engineer in the 
Reserve. 


2. Sentority—Temporary Officers appointed to be placed in 
the Special Reserve with the seniority last held by them in the 
Royal Navy. 


Officers confirmed in the rank of Engineer Lieutenant Com- 
mander, on entering the Reserve, to reckon their seniority in that 
rank from the date of their seniority in the acting rank. 


Similarly Acting Mates (E), and Acting Artificer Engineers 
R.N. confirmed in those ranks on entering the Reserve, to reckon 
their seniority from the date of their seniority in the acting rank. 


3. Liability—Special Reserve Officers to be liable to be 
called up for immediate and continuous service at home or abroad 
at a time when a national emergency appears in the opinion of 
the Admiralty to be imminent. 


4. Compulsory and Voluntary Training.—All Officers of the 
Special Reserve to be required to undergo such training from 
time to time as may be considered necessary. 


5. Pay and Allowances.—Pay during training or when recalled 
to Service to be at the rates laid down for the time being for 
Engineer Officers of corresponding rank and seniority on the 
permanent list of the Royal Navy. 


Officers of the Special Reserve while undergoing training or 
when recalled to service to be eligible for allowances at the 
same rates and under the same conditions as Engineer Officers 
of corresponding rank and seniority on the permanent list of 
the Royal Navy. 
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6. Outfit.—On being called up for service Officers to be granted 
allowances as follows :— 


Engineer Lieutenant Commanders and Engineer 


Lieutenants - - - - £30 
Engineer Sub-Lieutenants and 9 Mates ) - - £25 
Artificer Engineers - - - - £20 


provided that uniform allowance has not previously been paid 
within two years from the date of being called up. 


Officers voluntarily employed for 12 months’ service to be 
granted allowances at half the above rates, but no such allowance 
to be repeated to the same Officer within a period of five years. 

A special allowance of £10 for provision of mess kit, &c., to 
be granted to Officers when appointed for 12 months’ service in 
the Fleet, and subject to the allowance not being repeated to the 
same Officer within a period of five years. 


7. Wounds and Widows’ Pensions and Compassionate Allowance, 
&c.—Officers who may receive hurts or wounds on active service 
to receive gratuities or pensions on the scale applicable to Officers 
of corresponding rank on the active list, and widows, children 
and other dependent relatives of Officers who die whilst on 
service will be eligible for pensions, gratuities and compassionate 
allowances at the rates, and subject to the conditions from time 
to time prescribed for the benefit of the widows, children or other 
dependent relatives of Officers of corresponding rank in the 
Royal Navy on the Active List. 


8. Promotion.--Promotion in the Special .Reserve to be 
granted as follows :— 


Engineer Lieutenants to be advanced to the rank of 
Engineer Lieutenant Commander on completion of a total 
period of eight years’ service on the active list or in Special 
Reserve, provided their records are satisfactory, and that 
they pass the ordinary professional examination for the 
rank of Engineer Lieutenant Commander, R.N. (Permanent 
List). 


9. Promotion to Engineer Lieutenant.—-Engineer Sub-Lieu- 
tenants and Mates (FE) to be required to obtain a certificate that 
the Officer is capable of taking charge of the engine room depart- 
ment of a small ship. This certificate to be obtainable during 
the periods of compulsory training or voluntary service referred 
to in paragraph 5. 

Promotion to Engineer Lieutenant not to take place below 
the age of 24. 

Artificer Engineers if recommended as being suitable for 
commissioned rank to be considered for promotion to the rank of 
Engincer Lieutenant subject to their obtaining a certificate that, 
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the Officer is capable of taking charge of the engine room depart- 
ment of a small ship. This certificate to be obtainable during 
the periods of compulsory training or voluntary service referred 
to in paragraph 5. 

In exceptional circumstances, promotions to be made by the 
Admiralty irrespective of the above regulations. 


10. Removal from the Reserve-—Officers to be removed from 
the Special Reserve as follows :— 


(a) for misconduct ; 

(b) on resignation if accepted by the Admiralty ; 

(c) if medically unfit for service ; 

(d) at the age of 45 for Engineer Lieutenant Commanders, 
Engineer Lieutenants, and Artificer Engineers; at the age 
of 35 for Mates (E) and Engineer Sub-Lieutenants. 


1l. Retaining Fee.—Subject to compliance with the provisions 
of paragraph 5 and the conditions set forth below, an Officer of 
the Special Reserve to be granted a retaining fee for each com- 
pleted year of service of — 


£15 in the case of Artificer Engineers. 

£20 in the case of Engineer Sub-Lieutenants and Mates (FE). 

£25 in the case of Engineer Lieutenants and Engineer 
Lieutenant Commanders. 


(a) Ordinarily the fee to be payable annually in arrear 
on or after the Ist January of each year on application 
to the Accountant General of the Navy. 


(b) The first payment to be due on the Ist January 
following the year in which the Officer was appointed to 
the Reserve, and to bear proportion to the the full annual 
fee as the number of days subsequent to the appointment 
to the Reserve bears to the total number of days in the 
calendar year. 


(c) Similarly the final payment on the Officer's removal 
from the Special Reserve, and any other payment that may 
be due for a period less than a calendar year to be propor- 
tionate to the period to which it relates. 


(d) No payment to be due to an Officer who volunteers 
for 12 months’ temporary service in the Fleet while so 
employed, nor in respect of any period during which the 
Officer is serving, and in receipt of pay from the Crown 
during a time of national emergency, but such service to be 
deemed to be equivalent of annual service in the Reserve 
for the purpose of qualifying the Officer for retaining fees 
during fractional parts of a calendar year preceding and 
succeeding such service. 
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(e) No retaining fee to be paid to an Officer after his 
removal from the Special Reserve for misconduct or for 
any other cause which, in the opinion of the Admiralty, 
renders him ineligible. 

(f) A retaining fee may, however, be paid, if due, to the 
legal representative of an Officer who dies while a member 
of the Special Reserve.

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WAR GRATUITIES TO OFFICERS AND MEN OF 
THE R.N., R.M., R.N.R., AND R.N.V.R. 


Wuereas by Section 2 of the Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve 
Act, 1863, it-is enacted, inter alia, that the Admiralty may enrol 
Officers of the Reserve to the Royal Navy under, and subject to, 
such Rules, Orders, and Regulations as the Admiralty may, 
with the consent of Your Majesty in Council, from time to time 
establish : 

And whereas by the Naval Forces Act, 1903, it is enacted 
that the Admiralty shall have power to raise and maintain a 
Force to be called the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, and that 
any volunteer enrolled under this Act, when serving for training 
afloat, or called out for actual service, shall be deemed to be 
serving in Your Majesty's Naval or Marine Force within the 
meaning of the Naval and Marine Pay and Pensions Act, 1865 : 


And whereas we are of opinion that Officers and Men of the 
Royal Navy, Royal Marines, Royal Naval Reserve, and Royal 
Naval Volunteer Reserve who have served during the present 
War should be granted gratuities in respect of such service : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to sanction the 
payment of gratuities to these officers and men as set forth in the 
enclosed Schedules. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty's Treasury have 
signified Their concurrence in these proposals. 


SCHEDULE I. 


War GRATUITIES TO TEMPORARY AND RESERVE OFFICERS AND 
TO OFFICERS ON THE RETIRED AND EMERGENCY Lists. 


1. Gratuities on the following scales to be granted to tem- 
porary Officers, Ofticers of the Royal Naval Reserve and Royal 
Naval Volunteer Reserve and Officers of the Retired and Emer- 
gency Lists, who have served during the war. 

(a) All Officers (including temporary Officers) of the 
Royal Naval Reserve and Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, 
and other Officers granted temporary Commissions and 
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receiving Naval rates of pay, except as provided in (c) and 
in paragraphs 2 and 4 below :— 


(i) Entered or promoted from ratings, &c., on or 
before 18th February, 1919. 


For the first year’s service or part 


of a year’s service - - - 124 days’ pay. 
For each subsequent year or part 
of a year’s service - - - 62 days’ pay. 


(ii) Entered or promoted from 
ratings, &c., after 18th February, 1919 31 days’ pay. 


These rates to apply also to Officers of the Royal Naval 
Division, to Midshipmen, Royal Naval Reserve and Royal 
Naval Volunteer Reserve, Temporary Warrant Officers, 
Royal Navy (entered direct or promoted from temporary 
ratings), and Warrant Officers, Royal Naval Reserve and 
also to Officers entered under Admiralty Agreement T. 124 
or variants thereof, subject to the conditions given in 
paragraph 13. 


(b) All Officers on the Retired or Emergency Lists 
employed during the war :— 
For every year’s service or part of 
@ year’s service - - - - - 31 days’ pay. 


(c) Temporary Surgeon Lieutenants, Royal Navy and 
Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, to receive £60 for each 
year’s service or part of a year, subject, in the case of 
Temporary Surgeon Lieutenants, Royal Navy, toa minimum 
of two months’ pay as provided for in the existing regulations. 
Prior service as Surgeon Sub-Lieutenant, R.N.V.R., which 
would otherwise count for the War Gratuity under (a) above, 
to count towards this gratuity. 


Temporary Surgeon Lieutenants (D), Royal Naval 
Volunteer Reserve, to receive £50 for each year’s service 
or part of a year. The period to count as service to be 
decided by the Admiralty with the concurrence of the 
Treasury. 


Temporary Medical Officers above the rank of Surgeon 
Lieutenant and all Medical Officers who belonged to the 
permanent Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve on or before the 
1lth November, 1918, to receive gratuities at the ordinary 
rates. 


2. The following Temporary Warrant Officers, Royal Navy, 
and Temporary Commissioned Officers to be eligible only for

(a) Promoted Long Service Petty Officers and Chief

Officers, R.N. 
Temporary Commissioned Officers. 
(a) Promoted Long Service Petty Officers and Chief Petty 
Officers, R.N. 


(b) Promoted Long Service Non-Commissioned Officers 
and Warrant Officers, R.M. 

(c) Promoted Pensioner Petty Officers and Chief Petty 
Officers, R.N. 


(d) Promoted Pensioner Non-Commissioned Officers and 
Warrant Officers, R.M. 


(e) Promoted Pensioner Warrant Officers, R.N. 


3. For the purposes of assessing the gratuities, Army rates 
of pay covered by Admiralty Orders in Council to be regarded as 
Naval rates. 


4. The gratuities not to be paid to the following classes of 
Officers :— 

(a) Officers whose services have been terminated for 
unsatisfactory conduct or for inefficiency or other causes, 
in circumstances which, in the opinion of the Admiralty, 
disqualify them for the gratuity. 

(6) Officers re-employed before the war in receipt of 
civil salary and who have continued in their peace employ- 
ment during the war. 

(c) Officers granted commissions pro forma. 

(d) Officers serving under special contracts, which 
provide for the issue of a gratuity. In such cases, however, 
an Officer to be allowed to take the gratuity under this 
Order instead, if more advantageous. 


(e) Officers not in receipt of Naval rates of pay. But 
Officers serving at the Admiralty (except those referred to at 
(c) above), Transport Officers, Shipping Intelligence Officers, 
Convoy Officers, Salvage Officers, D.A.M.S. Officers, General 
Staff Officers, and R.N.D. Officers on consolidated pay, not 
being civil salary, to be regarded for this purpose as being 
in receipt of Naval rates of pay, and their gratuities to be 
based on the rate of full pay and not on the consolidated 
rate. 
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(f) Officers other than Surgeon Sub-Lieutenants 
R.N.V.R. (vide paragraph (g) ) who at their own request 
either 

(a) resigned their commissions, or 
(b) reverted to unemployment before the Ist June, 
1918. 


Any, however, who resigned their commissions or 
reverted to unemployment on or subsequent to that date, 
and who had completed two years’ service as Officers to 
be eligible. Officers who relinquished their commissions 
for reasons of ill-health before the 11th November, 1918, 
also to be eligible, although the disability which resulted 
in cessation of service was not contracted in and caused by 
the Naval Service, provided that not less than 6 months’ 
service as an Officer has been rendered. 

The stipulation as to the qualifying period of service 
not to apply in the case of Officers, including Surgeon 
Sub-Lieutenants, R.N.V.R.,- who resigned, reverted to 
unemployment, or were invalided on or subsequent to the 
1lth November, 1918. 

Officers invalided for reasons within their own control 
to be ineligible for the gratuity irrespective of the length of 
service rendered. 

(g) Surgeon Sub-Lieutenants, R.N.V.R., who were 
allowed to resign to resume their medical studies to be 
ineligible only when less than 6 months’ service as an 
Officer has been rendered. 


(h) Officers transferred to the permanent Naval Service. 
5. All Naval Service on full pay during the war (except as 
hereafter stated) up to an including the Ist August, 1919, to 
count for the assessment of these gratuities. 
6.—(a) The gratuities to be issuable 
(i) on demobilisation, or 


(ii) as soon as possible after the lst August, 1919, if the 
officer was still serving on that date, 


and to be based on the full pay of the paid acting or confirmed 
rank held by the Officer either 
(i) at the date of demobilisation if before the Ist 
August, 1919, or 
(ii) on the Ist August, 1919, if the Officer was then 
serving, or 
(iii) on the 11th November, 1918, if the Officer was 
then serving and it is more advantageous to him, 
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all allowances, and bonus on full pay, being excluded for purposes 
of assessment. In the case of Officers serving on and after the 
Ist February, 1919, the gratuity to be calculated on the appro- 
priate rate of pay of the scale in force prior to that date. 

(b) Officers to be granted the benefit of any acting rank held 
by them at any period during their service subject to the follow- 
ing conditions :— 

(i) that such acting rank has been held during the 
present war for an aggregate period of not less than 182 
days and has not been relinquished owing to misconduct or 
causes within the Officers’ own control, or 
(ii) that such acting rank or the pay thereof has been 
Telinquished owing to a wound received in and by Naval 
Service, or 
(iii) that the Officer became non-effective owing to a 
disability caused or aggravated, in the first instance, by 
Naval Service, while holding such acting rank. 
In assessing the 182 days under (i), any period less than 182 days 
in a higher rank to be counted towards the 182 days’ qualifying 
period in the next or any lower rank. 

Unpaid acting rank not to entitle an Officer to a higher rate 
of gratuity. 

7. Officers graded as Transport Officers, Shipping Intelli- 
gence Officers, Port Convoy Officers, D.A.M.S. Officers, and 
General Staff Officers, to be paid on the rate of full pay, exclusive 
of allowances, of their equivalent ranks. The period of service 
forming the basis of gratuity to be confined to full pay service 
as an Officer or service on consolidated rates of pay falling under 
paragraph 4 (e). Service as a rating not to qualify for Officer’s 
gratuity. In the case of temporary Lieutenants and Lieutenant- 
Commanders, R.N.R., and R.N.V.R., employed as Second Grade 
Transport and D.A.M.S. Officers, and Third Grade Shipping 
Intelligence and Port Convoy Officers, the gratuity to be based 
on the rate of Full Pay (exclusive of all allowances) they would 
receive as Temporary Lieutenant-Commanders, R.N.R., or 
R.N.V.R. 

8. An Officer eligible for a gratuity under this order who has 
previously during the war served as a rating to receive a separate 
gratuity for time served as a rating and a gratuity under this 
Order for time served as an Officer. 

9. In the case of deceased Officers, the gratuity to be payable 
to the estate. 

10. In the case of Officers with previous gratuity-bearing 
service in another Branch of the Forces, such previous service 
to be regarded as Naval Service for purposes of these gratuities. 
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Similarly in the case of Officers with subsequent gratuity-bearing 
service in another Branch of the Forces, the Naval Service to be 
regarded for War Gratuity purposes as service under the last- 
employing Department. 

11. Any Officer who may have received a gratuity under these 
regulations on relinquishment of a Commission or appoint- 
ment in the R.N.R., or R.N.V.R., or a Temporary Commission 
in the R.N., or R.M., or on demobilisation during the emergency, 
and who has been, or may be, appointed to a Permanent Com- 
mission in the Royal Navy or Royal Marines within six months 
of such relinquishment or demobilisation shall, as a condition 
of the grant of a Permanent Commission, be held liable at the 
discretion of the Admiralty to refund the difference between the 
gratuity paid and that payable under Schedule II. for such 
service. 

12. These gratuities to be exempt from Income Tax. 


13. Officers who have served during the war under Admiralty 
Agreement T. 124 or variants thereof to be eligible for gratuities 
on the scales given in paragraph 1, Clause (a). 

Payment of these gratuities to be subject to the same general 
conditions as those for General Service Officers. 

The Gratuities to be based entirely on the rank held at the 
date of demobilisation, and to be payable at the same rates as for 
temporary General Service Deck Officers, R.N.R., of the same 
or relative rank. Mates and Engineers not holding Commis- 
sioned rank to be regarded as Sub-Lieutenants for the purposes 
of gratuity. Chief Stewards (T. 124 or T. 124Z) in receipt of the 
maximum rate of pay for Stewards to be regarded as Warrant 
Officers, R.N. (non-mechanical branch). W/T Operators, M.M.R., 
to be paid on the scale applicable to Warrant Telegraphists, 
R.N.R. (General Service), and Midshipmen, M.M.R.., to be. paid 
on the scale applicable to Midshipmen, R.N.R. 

The Gratuities of Officers with ‘‘ Mixed”’ service, t.e., with 
part General Service and part T, 124 or variant service, to be 
assessed on the total period, irrespective of whether it is con- 
tinuous or not, at the rate of pay applicable to the last day of 
service. 

14. In any matter not affecting the scales herein laid down 
the Admiralty to be the sole administrators and interpreters of 
the rules for the assessment of the War Gratuities and of the 
eligibility of any officer or class of Officers for the same, and to 
make such further regulations for the administration thereof as 
they may from time to time determine, with the concurrence 
of Your Lords Commissioners of the Treasury where necessary.

13 Gratuities not to be payable to— 


(a) Officers who have left the Active List on account of 
misconduct or for other reasons which in the opinion of 
the Admiralty disqualify them for the gratuity, or have 
been invalided for causes within their own control. 


(b) Officers who have retired voluntarily or resigned 
their commissions during the war and have less than two 
years’ service counting towards gratuity. Officers who 
have retired with Admiralty approval on account of there 
being no further employment for them on the Active List 
may, if otherwise qualified, be granted the gratuity at 
Admiralty discretion, although they have not completed 
two years’ service counting towards gratuity, but if in such 
cases substantive service has not been rendered in the rank 
held on retirement the gratuity given to be that of the 
rank below. 


(c) Officers who are eligible for war gratuity granted by a 
Dominion Government. 


14. Officers who have entered the permanent service, ¢.9.. 
Naval Cadets rated Midshipmen, Officers granted permanent 
Commissions in the Royal Marines, &c., between the 12th No- 
vember, 1918, and the 10th February, 1919, inclusive, to be 
eligible for the gratuity. Officers entered after the latter date

not to receive the gratuity. Ratings, however, promoted to 
Officer’s rank after the 11th November, 1918, to be entitled to 
count their subsequent service towards Officers’ gratuity, under 
the provisions laid down in paragraphs 7 and 10.

16. In any matter not affecting the rates herein laid down 
the Admiralty to be the sole arbitrators and interpreters of the 
rules for the assessment of the War Gratuity, including the 
eligibility of any Officer or class of Officers to participate.

The scale for Warrant Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers, 
Men and Boys of the Royal Marines to be as laid down for equiva- 
lent ranks in the Army and to be inclusive of marching money 
now payable.

Men of colour entered under Continuous Service Engagements 
at Ordinary Naval rates of pay to be eligible for Gratuities 
assessed in accordance with Scale (A). 

Men of colour entered under Naval Non-Continuous Service 
Engagements and borne on Ships books on the Ist December, 
1919, to be paid the full rates shown in Scale (A) if natives of 
the West Indies or Cape Colony ; but all other such native ratings 
including Chinese so serving and then borne to be paid half the 
rates shown in Scale (A).

(6) Ratings discharged for misconduct, or other causes 
within their own control in the nature of misconduct ; 

(c) Ratings (other than guns’ crews of Defensively 
Armed Merchant Ships and certain ratings lent to Con- 
tractors) paid at Mercantile or civilian rates except that 
any such men as were paid Naval rates during a period of 
their service to be eligible for the Gratuity calculated on 
such period ; 

(d) Men re-employed before the war at civilian rates of 
pay who continued on their peace employment during the 
war under the same conditions ; 

(e) Colonial ratings paid from Colonial Funds, and Royal 
Naval ratings lent to Colonial Navies for the period during 
which they were in receipt of Colonial rates of pay ; 

(f) Ratings entered under special agreement on Form 
T. 124 or any of its variants, T. 299 or variants, or under 
Yardcraft or Dockyard agreements ; , 

(g) Ratings who entered the Royal Navy or Royal 
Marines after the 11th November, 1918, and had no qualify- 
ing war service prior to that date ; 

(hk) Ratings who rendered only part-time service in the 
Royal Naval Anti-Aircraft Corps and had no qualifying 
war service in any other branch of H.M. Forces; 

(i) Employees of the General Post Office in receipt of 
full civil pay; ; 

(j) Native ratings (men of colour) who were not serving 
on the Ist December, 1919, unless they were entered for 
Continuous Service at ordinary Naval rates of pay. 
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4. The Gratuity to be payable in addition to any pension or 
gratuity granted in respect of disability. 


5. War service qualifying for Gratuity to be service actually 
rendered within the period 2nd August, 1914, and the Ist August, 
1919 (both dates inclusive) subject to the other conditions speci- 
fied herein. Service in the Army or Royal Air Force prior to 
joining the Royal Navy or Royal Marines to be counted pro- 
vided it was not denied on entry, and would qualify for War 
Gratuity under the appropriate regulations and subject to the 
deduction from the Gross amount of War Gratuity assessed on 
the combined service of any War Gratuity (or Pay Warrant 
Gratuity recoverable from War Gratuity) already issued. 


6. In assessing the period of qualifying war service rendered 
all time prior to or in desertion to be ignored and the following 
periods not to be counted :— 


(a) The whole of any period of imprisonment or deten- 
tion of 29 days or over. 

(6) Time waiting trial after recovery from desertion and 
prior to resumption of duty and pay. 

(c) Time during which ratings (other than guns’ crews 
of Defensively Armed Merchant Ships and certain ratings 
lent to Contractors) have been paid at Mercantile or civil 
rates. 

(d) Any period of demobilised service rendered in the 
Reserve. 

(e) Service in the Coast Guard Pensioner Force. 

(f) Time during which ratings were lent to Colonial 
Naval Forces and received Colonial rates of pay. 


7. The Gratuity to be assessed on the basis of the substan- 
tive or paid acting rating (whichever rating is higher) actually 
held either on the Ist August, 1919, or on the date of discharge 
or demobilisation if earlier, or on the 11th November, 1918, if 
the man was actually serving on that date, provided the higher 
rating was not relinquished on account of misconduct, inefficiency 
or at the man’s own request. Men in receipt of ‘“ difference of 
pay” to be eligible only for the amount appropriate to their 
proper rating and not for the amount due to men holding the 
higher rating in which they are doing duty. 


8. The Gratuity for service as a rating in the case of a man 
promoted to Warrant or Commissioned rank to be issuable 
independently of the Gratuity for service as an Officer, except 
that where any part of the latter service was rendered at sea 
or overseas, the Gratuity for service as a rating to be calculated 
at the higher rate of monthly increment.

ALIENS ORDER 1920—AMENDMENT OF ALIENS 
RESTRICTION ACT, 1914-1919. 


Wuereas by the Aliens Restriction Act, 1914 (in this Order 
called the Principal Act), His Majesty was empowered at any 
time when a state of war might exist between His Majesty and 
any foreign power, or when it appeared that an occasion of 
imminent national danger or great emergency had arisen, by 
Order in Council to impose restrictions on aliens : 


And whereas in pursuance of the powers conferred by the 
Principal Act His Majesty in Council has been pleased by the 
Aliens Order, 1919, to impose certain restrictions on aliens : 

And whereas by the Aliens Restriction (Amendment) Act, 
1919, the powers so conferred upon His Majesty by the Principal 
Act have been extended and made exerciseable for a period of 
one year after the 23rd day of December, 1919, not only in the 
circumstances aforesaid, but at any time, and the Aliens Act, 
1905, has been repealed from such date as may be specified 
by Order in Council, and any such Order may incorporate with 
or without modification any of the provisions of the Aliens Act, 
1905 : 

And whereas it is provided by the Principal Act that His 
Majesty may by Order in Council revoke or add to any Order 
in Council made thereunder : 


And whereas it is desirable that the provisions of the said 
Aliens Order, 1919, should be amended in certain particulars and 
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as so amended should continue in force together with certain 
provisions of the Aliens Act, 1905, after the termination of the 
present war, and that a date may be fixed for the repeal of 
the Aliens Act, 1905: 


And whereas the provisions of section one of the Rules Publi- 
cation Act, 1893, have been complied with : 


Part I. 


ADMISSION OF ALIENS. 


1.—(1) An alien coming from outside the United Kingdom 
shall not land in the United Kingdom except with the leave of 
an immigration officer. 


(2) Leave shall not be given to a former enemy alien to land 
in the United Kingdom except by permission of the Secretary 
of State. 


(3) Leave shall not be given to an alien to land in the United 
Kingdom unless he complies with the following conditions, that 
is to say :— 

(a) he is in a position to support himself and_ his 
dependents ; 

(b) if desirous of entering the service of an employer 
in the United Kingdom he produces a permit in writing 
for his engagement issued to the employer by the Minister 
of Labour ; 

(c) he is not a lunatic, idiot, or mentally deficient ; 

(d) he is not the subject of a certificate given to the 
immigration officer by a medical inspector that for medical 
reasons it is undesirable that the alien should be permitted 
to land; 

(e) he has not been sentenced in a foreign country for any 
extradition crime within the meaning of the Extradition 
Acts, 1870 to 1906; 

(f) he is not the subject of a deportation order in force 
under the Principal Act, or any Order in Council thereunder, 
or of an expulsion order under the Aliens Act, 1905; 

(g) he has not been prohibited from landing by the 
Secretary of State ; 

(h) he fulfils such other requirements as may be pre- 
scribed by any general or special instructions of the Secretary 
of State. 


(4) The Secretary of State or an immigration officer, in accord- 
ance with general or special directions of the Secretary of State, 
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may attach such conditions as he may think fit to the grant of 
permission to an alien to land, and the alien shall comply with 
the conditions so attached. 

An alien who fails to comply with any conditions so attached 
shall for the purposes of this Order be deemed to be an alien to 
whom leave to land has been refused. 


(5) For the purposes of this Part of this Order the Isle of Man 
and the Channel Islands shall not be deemed to be outside the 
United Kingdom. , 


2.—(1) An alien (not being a seaman) coming from outside 
the United Kingdom shall not land in the United Kingdom else- 
where than at an approved port : 

Provided that at a port other than an approved port (a) an 
alien seaman may land with the leave of an immigration officer, 
and (6) any other alien may in special circumstances be permitted 
to land by the Secretary of State. 


(2) For the purposes of this Order the ports specified in the 
Second Schedule to this Order shall within the limits defined 
therein be approved ports. 


(3) The Secretary of State may by order add any port to the 
list of approved ports, or remove any port from that list, and 
prescribe or alter the limits of any approved port, and this Order 
shall thereupon have effect accordingly. 


3.—(1) An immigration officer or a medical inspector may 
inspect any alien seeking to land in the United Kingdom, and 
any such inspection shall be made as soon as practicable after 
his arrival. 


(2) For the purpose of any such inspection an alien may land, 
subject to such conditions as may be imposed either by an immi- 
gration officer or by the Secretary of State, and any alien on 
whom any such condition is imposed shall not, for the purposes 
of this Order, be deemed to have landed go long as the conditions 
ure complied with. An alien conditionally landed may be 
detained in such manner as the Secretary of State may direct, 
and whilst so detained shall be deemed to be in legal custody. 
The Secretary of State may prescribe for security to be given by 
the owners, agents, or master of the ship in the case of aliens 
conditionally landed. 

(3) An alien landing in contravention of this Order and an 
alien arriving at any port other than an approved port may, 
until dealt with under this Order, be detained in such manner as 
the Secretary of State may direct, and whilst so detained shall be 
deemed to be in legal custody. 

(4) Where leave to land is refused to an alien, the alien may, 
with the leave of an immigration officer, be placed temporarily 
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on shore and detained at some place approved by the Secretary of 
State, and whilst so detained shall be deemed to be in legal 
custody and not to have landed. 


(5) Any alien to whom leave to land has been refused (includ- 
ing a seaman engaged at a port outside the United Kingdom 
and seeking to land for discharge) shall be removed from the 
United Kingdom by the master of the ship in which he arrived, 
or, if directions for this purpose are given by the Secretary of 
State or an immigration officer, by the owner or agents of that 
ship, to the country of which he is a national or from which he 
embarked for the United Kingdom, or where (if a seaman) he 
was engaged. 


(6) Without prejudice to any other provision of this Article 
where leave has been refused to any alien to land by an immigra- 
tion officer, and the alien is found on shore in the United King- 
dom, it shall be lawful for the immigration officer or any 
constable, notwithstanding any intervening prosecution and 
imprisonment of the alien, at any time within one month after 
the arrival of the alien to replace that alien on board the ship 
in which he arrived in the United Kingdom, or on board any 
ship belonging to the same owners and bound for the port from 
which the alien came to the United Kingdom. 


(7) The master of any ship arriving at a port in the United 
Kingdom may detain on board any alien until inspected or 
landed for inspection under this Article, and shall on the request 
of an immigration officer so detain any alien arriving in that 
ship, whether scaman or ‘passenger, to whom leave to land has 
been refused by an immigration officer, and any alien so detained 
shall be deemed to be in legal custody. 


(8) Any alien landing or embarking at any place in the United 
Kingdom shall, on being required so to do by an immigration 
officer or constable acting under general or special directions of 
the Secretary of State, make a declaration as to whether or not 
he is carrying or conveying any letters, written messages or 
memoranda, or any written or printed matter, including plans, 
photographs and other pictorial representations, and if so 
required shall produce to the officer any such letters, messages, 
memoranda or written or printed matter, and the officer may 
search any such alien and any baggage belonging to him or under 
his control with a view to ascertaining whether the alicn is 
carrying or conveying any such letters, messages, memoranda or 
written or printed matter, and may examine and detain, for such 
time as he may think proper for the purpose of such examination, 
any letters, messages, memoranda or written or printed matter 
produced to him or found on such search. 
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4. Nothing in this Part of this Order shall prevent the landing 
in the United Kingdom of any alien who satisfies an immigration 
officer either— 


(i) that he holds a prepaid ticket to some destination out 
of the United Kingdom and that the master or owner of 
the ship in which he arrived in or by which he is to leave 
the United Kingdom has given security to the satisfaction 
of the Secretary of State that, except for the purposes of 
transit or in other circumstances approved by the Secretary 
of State, the alien will not remain in, or having been 
rejected by another country will not re-enter, the United 
Kingdom, and will be properly maintained and controlled 
during transit; or 

(ii) that having taken his ticket in the United Kingdom 
and embarked direct therefrom for some other country after 
a period of residence in the United Kingdom of not less 
than six months, he has been refused admission to that 
country and has returned direct therefrom to a port in the 
United Kingdom. 


5. The master of any ship landing or embarking passengers 
coming from or bound for a destination outside the United 
Kingdom at any port in the United Kingdom shall furnish to 
such person and in such manner as may be prescribed a return 
giving the prescribed particulars with respect to any passengers 
who are aliens, and any passenger shall furnish to the master 
of the ship any information required by him for the purpose of 
the return. 


Part II. 
SUPERVISION AND DEPORTATION OF ALIENS. 


6.—(1) An alien shall comply with the following requirements 
as to registration :— 

(a) He shall as soon as may be furnish to the registration 
officer of the registration district in which he is resident 
particulars as to the matters set out in the First Schedule 
to this Order, and shall, unless he gives a satisfactory 
explanation of the circumstances which prevent his doing 
so, produce to the registration officer either a passport 
furnished with a photograph and duly issued to him not 
more than five years previously or some other document 
satisfactorily establishing his nationality and identity ; 

(b) He shall furnish to the registration officer of the 
registration district in which he is resident particulars of 
any circumstance affecting in any manner the accuracy of 
the particulars previously furnished by him for the purpose 
of registration within seven days after the circumstance 
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has occurred, and generally shall supply to the registration 
officer all information (including where required by the 
registration officer a recent photograph) that may be 
necessary for maintaining the accuracy of the register kept 
under this Order ; 

(c) He shall, if he is about to change his residence, 
furnish to the registration officer of the registration district 
in which he is then resident particulars as to the date on 
which his residence is to be changed, and as to his intended 
place of residence, and on effecting any change of residence 
from one registration district to another he shall within 
forty-eight hours of his arrival in the registration district 
into which he moves report his arrival to the registration 
officer of that district ; 


(d) If at any time he is absent from his residence for a 
continuous period exceeding two months, he shall report to 
the registration officer of the district of his residence his 
current address and every subsequent change of address, 
including his return to his residence ; 


(e) He shall— 
(i) on his registration obtain from the registration 
officer a registration certificate ; 


(ii) on every subsequent alteration or addition of 
any entry in the register relating to his registration 
produce the certificate to the registration officer in 
order that, if necessary, a corresponding alteration or 
addition may be made in the certificate ; 


(iii) produce the certificate upon demand to any 
police officer or immigration officer or to any other 
person authorised by the Secretary of State for the 
purpose. 


(2) If an alien has no residence in the United Kingdom he 
shall attend at the office of a registration officer and, so far as 
possible, supply the particulars that would be reqnired under this 
Article if he were resident in the district of that officer, and shall 
report to the registration officer of any other district in which he 
stays for more than twenty-tour hours. He shall also give notice 
of any intended change of address to the registration officer to 
whom he has last reported : 

Provided that if any alien not having a residence in the United 
Kingdom shall supply to a registration officer the name and 
address of a British subject resident within the registration dis- 
trict of that officer and being a banker, solicitor, or the keeper, 
manager, or secretary of a hotel or of a tourist or theatrical 
agency or otherwise, and a person who in the opinion of the 
registration officer is a person of respectability and good credit, 
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the alien shall be deemed to be resident at that address, and the 
provisions of this Article (other than sub-clause (1) (d) as to 
reporting the current address) shall apply accordingly, and it 
shall be the duty— 

(a) of any such alien to keep the British subject whose 
name and address has been so supplied informed as to his 
current address ; 

(b) of the British subject on demand to furnish to any 
registration officer all information in his possession as to 
the alien ; 


(3) If an alien who is required under this Article to register 
or report is lodging with, or living as a member of the household 
of, any other person, it shall be the duty of that person to take 
steps, either by giving notice to the registration officer of the 
presence of the alien in his household or otherwise, to secure 
compliance with the terms of this Order in respect of the 
registration of or reporting by the alien. 

(4) A registration certificate shall be in such form and shall 
contain such particulars as may be prescribed. 

(5) The provisions of this Article shall not apply to any person 
under the age of sixteen years or to any alien not resident in 
the United Kingdom who has been in the United Kingdom for 
a period of not more than two months since the date of his last 
arrival or to any alien seaman not resident in the United 
Kingdom. 


6a.—(1) The provisions of this Part of this Order as to registra- 
tion shall not apply to an alien seaman not resident in the United 
Kingdom whose ship remains at a port in the United Kingdom 
and who does not land in the United Kingdom for discharge. 

(2) An alien seaman who lands for discharge in the United 
Kingdom and who is not resident in the United Kingdom shall 
on landing report forthwith to the registration officer of the 
registration district in which he lands and shall also— 

(a) report to the registration officer of any other district 
in which he remains for any period exceeding twenty-four 
hours; and 

(b) give notice of any intended change of address to the 
registration officer to whom he has last reported. 


7.—(1) It shall be the duty of the keeper of any premises to . 
which this Article applies to keep a register of all persons staying 
at the premises who are aliens not being under the age of sixteen 
years, 

The keeper of any such premises shall, on the arrival of any 
such alien at the premises, ascertain and enter or cause to 
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entered in the register kept for the purpose the name and nation- 
ality of such alien, together with the date of his arrival and the 
address from which he last came; and on the departure of any 
such alien the keeper of the premises shall enter or cause to be 
entered in the register the date of departure and destination on 
departure of the alien, and if required by the Secretary of State 
he shall also ascertain and enter in the register from time to time 
such other particulars as to the alien as the Secretary of State 
may direct. 


(2) The keeper of any premises to which this Article applies 
shall also, if directions for the purpose are issued by the Secre- 
tary of State, make to the registration officer of the registration 
district in which the premises are situate, such returns as to 
the persons staying at the premises, at such times or intervals 
and in such form, as may be specified in such directions. 


(3) It shall be the duty— 


(a) of every person (whether an alien or not) staying at 
any premises to which this Article applies to sign, when 
so required, @ statement as to his nationality and, if an 
alien, to furnish and sign a statement of the particulars 
required under this Article ; 

(b) of the keeper of any premises to which this Article 
applies to require any person who stays at the premises 
to sign the statement and furnish the particulars required 
from him under this Article and to preserve such statements 
(including any statements supplied under this Article to any 
previous keeper of the premises) for a period of two years 
from the date when the statements were signed. 


(4) Every register kept, and all particulars furnished, under 
this Article, shall at all reasonable hours be open for inspection 
by any officer of police or by any person authorised by the 
Secretary of State. 


(5) The Secretary of State may prescribe the form in which a 
register is to be kept or statements furnished under this Article. 


(6) This Article applies to any premises where sleeping 
accommodation is provided for reward. 


8.—{1) There shall be provided and maintained under the 
directions of the Secretary of State a central register of aliens 
in which there shall be registered such particulars in such form 
as may be prescribed. 


(2) (a) For the purposes of this Order the chief officer of police 
of each police district shall be the registration officer for that 
district, and the police district shall be the registration district. 
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(6) A registration officer shall— 

(i) keep for his registration district a register of the 
aliens resident therein and required to be registered under 
this Order, and enter in the register particulars as to the 
matters set out in the First Schedule to this Order, and 
such other particulars and in such form as may be prescribed ; 
and 


(ii) furnish to the Secretary of State for the purposes of 
the central register, at such time and in such manner as may 
be prescribed, copies of all entries in the register or such of 
them as may be prescribed; and 


(iii) supply registration certificates to aliens in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this Order and on such terms 
as to payment or otherwise as may be prescribed. 


Protectod 9.--(1) The Secretary of State, on the recommendation of the 
areas, Admiralty, Army Council, or Air Council, may by order declare 
any area to be a protected area. 


(2) The Secretary of State may as to any protected area by 
order— 


(i) prohibit any alien or any class of aliens from entering 
or remaining in the area ; 


(ii) impose on any alien or class of aliens entering or 
being in the area such conditions or restrictions as he may 
think fit as to (a) registration with or reporting to the 
police or any naval, military, or air-force authority; (b) 
surveying or making sketches or photographs; (c) the use 
or possession of any machine, apparatus, or other article 
of any description; (d) the acquisition of land or any 
interest in land within the area; (e) any other matter or 
thing as to which he may deem it necessary in the interests 
of public safety to impose conditions or restrictions ; 


(iii) impose on any householder or other person the 
obligation to report to the police or any naval, military, 
or air-force authority the presence of any alien in his house- 
hold or in any premises occupied by him or under his 
control, and the departure of any such alien; 


(iv) exempt from the restrictions imposed in respect of 
the area aliens or any class of aliens who pass through the 
area in the course of a continuous journey : 


Provided that the Secretary of State may authorise, subject to 
any general or special directions, the registration officer to grant 
to any individual alien a special permit dispensing with com- 
pliance with any general order made under this Article, 
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10.—(1) A chief officer of police, if so authorised by general Power to 
or special order of the Secretary of State, may direct that any close clubs 
premises within his jurisdiction which, in his opinion, are used 994 
for the sale of refreshments to be consumed on the premises, or restaurants. 
as a place of public resort or entertainment, or as a club, and 
which are or have recently been frequented by aliens, shall be 
either closed altogether or kept closed during such hours or for. 
such purposes as may be required by him, if, in his opinion, 
either— 

(a) the aliens so frequenting the premises are of criminal 
or disloyal associations or otherwise undesirable; or 


(b) the premises are conducted in a disorderly or 
improper manner, or in a manner prejudicial to the public 
good ; 


and if any premises are kept open in contravention of any such 
direction the occupier or person having control of the premises 
shall be deemed to have acted in contravention of this Order. 


(2) Where any premises have been closed under this Article 
the occupier or person having control of the premises shall not 
occupy or control any other premises which are used for the 
sale of refreshments, or as a place of public resort or entertain- 
ment, or as a club without the consent of the chief officer of police 
for the district in which the premises are situate. 


(3) Any constable, if authorised by the chief officer of police, 
may, for the purpose of enforcing the provisions of this Article, 
enter, if necessary by force, and search or occupy any premises 
in respect to which an order under this Article has been made by 
the Secretary of State. 


11. The Secretary of State may by order impose on any alien Power to 
or class of aliens such restrictions (either in addition to or in impose 
substitution for the other restrictions imposed by this Order) as 8Pecial re- 
to residence, reporting to the police, registration, the use or nat i 
possession of any machine, apparatus, arms and explosives, or 
other article, or otherwise, as he may deem to be necessary in the 
public interest, and any alien in relation to whom any such order 
is made shall comply with the terms of the order. 


12.—(1) The Secretary of State may, if he thinks fit, in any Deportation 
of the cases mentioned in this Article make an order (in this 0 aliens. 
Order referred to as a deportation order) requiring an alien to leave 
and to remain thereafter out of the United Kingdom. 


(2) An order made under this Article may be made subject to 
any condition which the Secretary of State may think proper. 


(3) An alien with respect to whom a deportation order is 
made shall leave the United Kingdom in accordance with the 
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order, and shall thereafter so long as the order is in force remain 
out of the United Kingdom. 


(4) An alien with respect to whom a deportation order is made, 
or a certificate is given by a court with a view to the making 
of a deportation order, may be detained in such manner as may 
be directed by the Secretary of State, and may be placed on a 
ship about to leave the United Kingdom, and shall be deemed 
to be in legal custody whilst so detained, and until the ship 
finally leaves the United Kingdom. 


(5) The master of a ship about to call at any port outside the 
United Kingdom shall, if so required by the Secretary of State 
or by an immigration officer, receive an alien against whom a 
deportation order has been made and his dependents, if any, on 
board the ship, and afford him and them a passage to that port 
and proper accommodation and maintenance during the passage. 


(6) A deportation order may be made in any of the following 
cases :— 

(a) If any court certifies to the Secretary of State that the 
alien has been convicted either by that court, or by any 
inferior court from which the case of the alien has been 
referred for sentence or brought by way of appeal, of 
any of the offences specified in the Third Schedule to this 
Order and that the court recommends that a deportation 
order should be made in his case either in addition to or in 
lieu of sentence; or 


(b) If a court of summary jurisdiction certifies to the 
Secretary of State after proceedings taken for the purpose 
within twelve months after the alien has last entered the 
United Kingdom, in accordance with Rules of Court made 
under section twenty-nine of the Summary Jurisdiction 
Act, 1879, that the alien— 


(i) has within three months from the time at which 
proceedings for the certificate are commenced been 
in receipt of parochial relief or been found wandering 
without ostensible means of subsistence; or 


(ii) has been sentenced in a foreign country for an 
extradition crime within the meaning of the Extra- 
dition Acts, 1870 to 1906; or 


(c) If the Secretary of State deems it to be conducive to 
the public good to make a deportation order against the 
alien. 


(7) Where any case in which a court has made a recom- 
mendation for deportation is brought by way of appeal against 
conviction or sentence before any higher court, and that court 
certifies to the Secretary of State that it does not concur in the 
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recommendation, such recommendation shall be of no effect but 
without prejudice to the power of the Secretary of State to make 
an order of deportation under the last-foregoing provision. 


13. Where a deportation order is made in the case of any alien, 
the Secretary of State may, if he thinks fit, apply any money or 
property of the alien in payment of the whole or any part of the 
expenses of or incidental to the voyage from the United King- 
dom and the maintenance until departure of the alien and his 
dependents (if any).

14, The Secretary of State may direct that any person or class 
of persons shall be exempt either unconditionallly or subject to 
such conditions as the Secretary of State may impose from all or 
any of the provisions of this Order. 


15.—(1) Every person (other than a person under the age of 
sixteen years or an alien to whose landing Part I. of this Order 
does not apply) landing in the United Kingdom shall be in 
possession of a passport furnished with a photograph and duly 
issued not more than five vears before the date of his arrival, or 
some other document establishing his nationality and identity to 
the satisfaction of an immigration officer. 


(2) Every person landing or embarking in the United Kingdom 
shall furnish to an immigration officer such information in such 
manner as may be prescribed. 


(3) This Article shall not apply to any person coming from or 
embarking for a place within the United Kingdom or the Channel 
Islands or the Isle of Man. 


16.—(1) Immigration officers for the purposes of this Order 
shall be appointed by a Secretary of State, and the Secretary of 
State may arrange with the Commissioners of Customs and Excise 
for the employment of officers of Customs and Excise as officers 
under this Order. 


(2) Medical Inspectors for the purposes of this Order may be 
appointed by the Minister of Health with the concurrence of the 
Secretary of State, and shall in the exercise of their powers under 
this Order act under instructions issued by the Minister of Health 
with the concurrence of the Secretary of State. 


(3) Subject to any such instructions, officers and inspectors 
appointed under this Order shall have power to enter or board 
any vessel, and to detain and examine any person arriving at or 
leaving any port in the United Kingdom who is reasonably 

- supposed to be an alien, and to require the production of any 
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documents by such person, and shall have such other powers 
and duties as are conferred upon them by or under this Order 
or as may be prescribed for giving effect to this Order. 

_17.—(1) The Secretary of State may make regulations for 
prescribing anything which is by this Order to be prescribed. 

(2) Any order made, directions or instructions given, or com- 

ditions imposed by the Secretary of State or by any immigration 
officer or other person under this Order may be revoked or 
varied either wholly or in part by any subsequent order, direction, 
instruction, or condition. 


18.—(1) If any person acts in contravention of, or fails to 
comply with, any provisions of this Order, or any order or rules 
made or conditions imposed or directions given thereunder, he 
shall be guilty of an offence against this Order. 

(2) If any person aids or abets any person in any contra- 
vention of this Order, or knowingly harbours any person whom 
he knows or has reasonable ground for believing to have acted 
in contravention of this Order, he shall be guilty of an offence 
against this Order. 

(3) Where a person lands in contravention of this Order, the 
master of the ship from which he lands shall, unless he proves 
the contrary, be deemed to have aided and abetted the offence. 


(4) Any person shall be guilty of an offence against this Order 
if. in reply or in relation to any immigration officer, inspector, 
registration officer, or other person lawfully acting in the execu- 
tion of the provisions of this Order, he— 

(a) refuses to answer any question reasonably put to 
him or to produce any document in his possession; or 

(b) makes or causes to be made any false return, false 
statement, or felse representation ; or 

(c) alters any certificate or copy of a certificate or any 
entry made in pursuance of this Order; or 

(d) obstructs or impedes that person in the exercise of 
his powers or duties under this Order; or 

(e) without lawful authority uses or has in his possession 
any forged, altered, or irregular certificate, passport, or other 
document or any passport or document on which any visa 
or endorsement has been altered or forged. 


(5) If any person acts in contravention of or fails to comply 
with any provision of this Order, he is liable on conviction under 
the Summary Jurisdiction Acts to a fine not exceeding one 
hundred pounds or to imprisonment with or without hard labour 
for a term not exceeding six months, and the court before which 
he is convicted may either in addition to or in lieu of any such 
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punishment require such person to enter into recognizances with 
or without sureties to comply with the provisions of this Order 
or such provisions as the court may direct. 


(6) If any person fails to comply with an order of the court 
requiring him to enter into recognizances, the court, or any court 
of summary jurisdiction sitting for the same place, may order 
him to be imprisoned with or without hard labour for any term 
not exceeding six months. 


(7) Sections six hundred and eighty-four, six hundred and 
eighty-five, and six hundred and eighty-six of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894 (which relate to the jurisdiction of courts 
and justices), shall apply with respect to jurisdiction under this 
Order as they apply with respect to jurisdiction under that Act, 
and section six hundred and ninety-three of the Merchant Ship- 
ping Act, 1894 (which relates to the levying of sums ordered to 
be paid by distress on a ship), shall apply with respect to any 
fines or other sums of money to be paid under this Order by the 
master of a ship as it applies with respect to fines and other 
sums of money to be paid under that Act. 


(8) Proceedings for an offence under this Order, which consists 
of making or of causing to be made any false statement, false 
representation, false return, or false information, or of furnish- 
ing or of causing to be furnished any false particulars, may be 
instituted at any time within two months after the statement, 
representation, return, information, or particulars, as the case 
may be, was or were discovered to be false. 


(9) For the purpose of the trial of a person for any offence 
under this Order, the offence shall be deemed to have been com- 
mitted either at the place in which the same actually was com- 
mitted or at any place in which the offender may be. 


(10) Where any offence under this Order consists of failure 
to comply with any of the provisions of this Order requiring 
any particulars to be furnished, or any report or return to be 
made, or any notice to be given, the offence shall, for the purposes 
of this Order, be deemed to have continued so long as such 
failure continues, whether or not any time is specified at or 
within which the particulars, report, return, or statement are 
to be furnished, made, or given. 

19. Any person who acts in contravention of this Order, or 
is reasonably suspected of having so acted or being about so to 
act, may be taken into custody without warrant by an immigra- 
tion officer or by any constable.

And whereas it is provided by Section 2 of the Customs 
(Exportation Restriction) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation made 
under Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, may, 
whether the Proclamation was made before or after the passing 
of the Act now in recital, be varied or added to, whilst a state 
of war exists, by an Order made by the Lords of the Council on 
the recommendation of the Board of Trade : 


And whereas by a Proclamation, dated the 10th day of May, 
1917, and made under Section 8 of the Customs and Inland 
Revenue Act, 1879, and Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms 
Act, 1900, and Section 1 of the Customs (Exportation Pro- 
hibition) Act, 1914, the Exportation from the United Kingdom 
of certain articles to certain or all destinations was prohibited :

WuErEAS it is provided by the Naval Discipline (Dominion

QUALIFICATION FOR ADVANCEMENT IN RANK 
ON RETIREMENT. 

Wueneas by Orders in Council bearing date the 3rd day of 


May, 1888, the 16th day of November, 1903, the 19th day of

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empowered to confer, at our discretion, the rank of Honorary 
Lieutenant on retirement, upon Chief Officers of Your Majesty’s

And whereas the Coast Guard Service has been reorganised 
and it is considered desirable that the qualifications which 
determine the eligibility of Chief Officers of Coast Guard for 
advancement in rank upon retirement should be revised : 

And whereas by Order in Council bearing date the 11th 
day of July, 1919, Your Majesty was graciously pleased to 
approve of all steps in rank conferred on or after retirement on 
Officers of Your Majesty’s Naval and Marine Forces being steps 
of substantive rank : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to 
authorize us to confer, at our discretion, the rank of Lieutenant, 
on retirement, upon Chief Officers of Your Majesty’s Coast

(6) The expression ‘‘ married person” includes a widower 
or widow with one or more children under 16 years of 
age dependent on him or her and the expression

or step-children of the pensioner, but do not include 
any person over the age of 16 years. 

Pensions to which these Regulations apply.

(a) Officers and men of the Royal Navy, Royal Marines and 
Naval Reserve Forces.

Conditions of eligibility. 

(3) The conditions for the increase of pensions under these 
Regulations are :— 

(a) The pensioner must reside in the British Islands. 

(6) Except as provided at (c) hereunder the pensioncr must 
have attained the age of 60 years or have been retired 
or discharged on account of physical or mental 
inf'rmity. 
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{c) The pensioner, if the widow of an Officer or man, and in 
receipt of a pension as such, must have attained the 
age of 40 years. 


(d) The pensioner must satisfy the Admiralty that his or her 
means, including his or her pension and any increase 
thereof granted under these Regulations, do not exceed 
one hundred and fifty pounds a year if he or she be 
an unmarried person or two hundred pounds a year 
if he or she be a married person. 


Limitations on the amount of Increase of Pensions. 


(4) The following limitations shall apply to all increases of

(0) When a Naval Pensioner is also in receipt of another or 
other pensions in respect of which increases may be 
granted, the Admiralty may, at its discretion, treat all 
the pensions as one pension cf an amount equal to the 
aggregate amount of the said pensions for the purpose 
of determining the percentage increase to be granted 
under the above scale in respect of the Naval Pen-ion. 
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(5) The following further limitations shall apply to pensions

Provisions respecting Greenwich Hospital Pensioners. 
(6) With the exception of 
(a) age pensions and increased age pensions granted to 
seamen and marines on attaining 55 and 65 years 
of age respectively, and 
(b) pensions granted to widows of seamen and marines 
which are chargeable partly to Navy Votes and partly to the funds 
of Greenwich Hospital, no pension, the cost of which is not 
chargeable wholly to Navy Votes, shall be increased under these 
Regulations. 

(7) An increase in a pension granted under any of these 
Regulations shall not be taken into account in determining the 
amount of, or the eligibility for, a Greenwich Hospital Special 
Pension under Section 5 of the Greenwich Hospital Act, 1869, as 
amended by Scction 4 of the Greenwich Hospital Act, 1898.

DOCKYARD PORT OF PORTSMOUTH—AMENDED 
REGULATIONS FOR RESERVATION OF AREAS 
FOR MINING OPERATIONS, &c. 


WHEREAS by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council, from 
time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a Dock- 
yard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make regulations 
in relation to any Dockyard Port for all or any of the purposes 
in the said Act particularly mentioned, and for such other 
purposes as from time to time seem necessary with a view to the 
proper protection of His Majesty’s vessels, dockyards, or 
property, or to the requirements of His Majesty’s Naval Service : 


And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in relation 
to any Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for His Majesty in 
Council, from time to time, by Order in Council, on the joint 
recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, to 
make rules concerning the Lights or Signals to be carried or used, 
and the steps for avoiding collision to be taken by His Majesty’s 
vessels, and other vessels, navigating the waters of the Port and 
of the approaches thereto :

PENSIONS AND GRATUITIES TO R.N. AND 
R.M. RATINGS—REVISION. 


Wuereas by Your Majesty’s Proclamation of the 3rd August, 
1914, pursuant to the Naval Enlistment Act, 1853, Seamen and 
Marines whose period of engagement, or term of enlistment, 
had expired, or might expire while the Proclamation remained 
in force were required to continue serving as Active Service 
ratings : 


And whereas we are of opinion that men who completed 
the qualifying period of Service for the award of a Long Service 
Pension or an extended term of engagement or of enlistment 
after the outbreak of war or who continued in Service although 
due for pension from a date prior to the outbreak of the War, 
should be allowed to receive their pensions from the date of 
completion of such qualifying period, re-engagement or re-enlist- 
ment or from 2nd August, 1914, whichever may be the later : 


And whereas we have had under our consideration the Regula- 
tions governing the award of Long Service Pensions to Petty 
Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers and men of Your Majesty’s 
Royal Navy and Royal Marines, and are of opinion that they 
should be amended in certain particulars : 


And whereas since the outbreak of the War several changes 
in these Regulations have from time to time been deemed 
desirable, and have, with the concurrence of the Lords Commis- 
sioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury, been introduced : 


And whereas we are of opinion that, owing to the altered 
economic conditions arising from the War, and for other reasons, 
the scale of Long Service Pensions should be substantially in- 
creased, and that Petty Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers and 
men of Your Majesty’s Royal Navy and Royal Marines should 
be pensioned on the same scale : 


And whereas by Her late Majesty’s Order in Council of 
28th June, 1892, it was ordained that the number of Greenwich 
Hospital Age and Increased Age Pensions of £7 12s. and £13 12s. 
@ year, respectively, in force at any one time shall be such a 
number as may be expedient, having regard to the funds avail- 
able for the purpose : 


And whereas the funds of Greenwich Hospital are insufficient 
to provide for every deserving Naval life pensioner on reaching the 
prescribed ages, and we are of opinion that these funds should 
be supplemented from Naval funds in order that every eligible 
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life pensioner of good character may be granted the Age and 
Increased Age Pension on reaching the qualifying ages, irrespective 
of the period he may have been borne on the Pension Rolls : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to authorize us 
to award pensions and gratuities at the rates and subject to 
the conditions specified in the Schedule annexed hereto. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in these proposals. 


SCHEDULE. 


(1) Award of Long Service Pensions. 


Seamen, men of the Coast Guard and Marines who, since 
the outbreak of the War, have completed the necessary qualifying 
period of Service, or a third or subsequent engagement, or term 
of enlistment, may, if they so desire, be allowed to receive pay- 
ment of the pension earned up to the date of such completion, 
provided that such date be not earlier than 2nd August, 1914, 
and subject to the recovery of any detained or extension pay 
that may have been issued during the period for which payment 
of the pension is allowed. 


The pension in question to be payable in addition to Active 
Service rates of pay, and the provision of Article 1934 of the 
King’s Regulations and Admiralty Instructions making the award 
of the pension dependent on discharge to be regarded as in- 
operative. 


(2) Increased basic rate and abolition of maximum rates as from 
lst October, 1917. 


(a) The basic rate of pension allowable to Seamen on com- 
pletion of 22 years’ pensionable service to be increased from 
tenpence to elevenpence per day as from Ist October, 1917, and 
the limitation of maximum rate for service, badges, medal and 
character to one shilling and twopence per day to be removed as 
from the aforesaid date. These advantages to be also applicable, 
as from the same date, to all Seamen pensioners then on the 
Pension Rolls who had been required to render 22 years’ service 
for the award of a Long Service Pension. 


(6) The maximum rates of pension allowable to Marines 
under Articles 1197 and 1198 of the Regulations for the Govern- 
ment of Your Majesty’s Naval Service to be removed as from 
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Ist October, 1917, and, when more advantageous than the pre- 
vious scale, increases of pension in respect of pensioner service 
during the War may be granted as from that date at the following 
rates :— 


Classes V. and VI.—One halfpenny a day for each year, 
up to a maximum of fivepence. 


Classes I. to IV.—One penny a day for each year, up to 
@ maximum of ninepence. 


These concessions, in so far as they are applicable, may 
also be granted to Marine Pensioners who were on the 
Pension Rolls on the aforesaid date. 


(c) The grant of the advantages laid down in Clauses (a) 
and (6) hereof to be subject to the condition that pensioner ser- 
vice rendered subsequent to 30th September, 1917, and while 
drawing pay and pension concurrently, shall not confer any 
claim to further increase of pension. 


Provided always that pensioners who have served during 
the War may retain any rights to which they were entitled 
under Regulations hitherto in force, in lieu of those arising from 
the foregoing concessions, when that course would be to their 
advantage. 


(3) Improved Pension Scale as from \st April, 1919. 


As from Ist April, 1919, Seamen and Marines to be pensioned 
on the same scale: Colour Sergeants and above counting time 
as Chief Petty Officers: Sergeants as Petty Officers: Corporals 
and Bombardiers, also Gunners, Privates, Musicians and Buglers 
after five years’ service on the recognised establishment of a 
Divisional or Depét Band, as leading Seaman: other Marines 
as Able Seamen. 


The basic rate of a Long Service Pension to be three half- 
pence a day for each complete year of service: the allowance for 
Good Conduct Badges to be increased to one penny a day for 
each, up to a maximum of three: and the addition for Good 
Conduct Medal to be twopence a day instead of the one penny 
hitherto allowed. The rate for a continuous record of “‘ V.G.” 
character throughout service, and the Petty time allowances for 
Chief Petty Officer, Petty Officer, and leading rate service to 
be on the same scale as heretofore. All service in leading rate 
to reckon as inferior Petty time, and Officers’ Stewards and 
Cooks to be allowed to count time for Pension and Medal from 
the age of 18, instead of 20. 

As from the aforesaid date, the pensions of men who have 
served during the War, or who, being under the age of 55 on the 
outbreak of hostilities and, therefore, liable for service, were 
exempted from mobilisation for the purpose of continuing in 
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their civilian employment under the Government, to be re- 
assessed on the foregoing scale. This concession to be subject 
to the condition that mobilised pensioner service subsequent to 
3lst March, 1919, will not reckon towards further increase of 
pension. Men whose pensions have been assessed or re-assessed 
under the conditions of Section 2 of this Schedule may, when 
to their advantage, be allowed to count time served subsequent 
to 30th September, 1917 and prior to Ist April, 1919, for pur- 
poses of re-assessment under this increased scale, subject to the 
recovery of the sum paid between the foregoing dates in excess 
of the amount that would have been payable under the Regula- 
tions previously in force. 


(4) Greenwich Hospital Age and Increased Age Pensions. 


The Greenwich Hospital funds available for the payment of 
these pensions may be supplemented from Naval funds with a 
view to all eligible pensioners being granted these pensions as 
from the date on which the prescribed ages are attained, or from 
ist April, 1919, if later. The men eligible for these pensions to 
be those referred to in Article 1961 of the King’s Regulations 
and Admiralty Instructions, and the conditions therein laid 
down, so far as they are applicable, to still apply, with the 
exception of the proviso requiring men to have been on the 
Pension Rolls for certain periods of time, and also of that sus- 
pending payment when men are in workhouses. 


(5) Long Service and Good Conduct Medal. 


The Regulations which admit of the award of the Medal 
on the completion of fifteen years with continuous “‘ Very Good ” 
character, and with previous character not inferior to ‘‘ Good,” 
in service reckoning for pension, to be so amended as to admit of 
the grant on the completion of 18 years of continuous “ Very 
Good” character, when men are disqualified for the award 
under the ordinary Regulations. 


(6) Good Conduct Gratuity. 


The new scale of Gratuity introduced by Your Majesty’s 
Order in Council of 17th May, 1920, to be applicable subject to 
the conditions therein laid down, to all ratings who are eligible 
for, and are awarded, the Long Service and Good Conduct 
Medal, with the following exceptions :— 


(a) Non-continuous Service men other than Officers’ 
Stewards and Cooks. 


(b) Men entered prior to Ist January, 1885, who were 
awarded the Medal without Gratuity under former Regula- 
tions. 
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(7) Payment of Good Conduct Gratuity on promotion to Commis- 
stoned or Warrant Rank. 

Notwithstanding any provision to the contrary in Articles 
750 and 751 of the King’s Regulations and Admiralty Instruc- 
tions, the amount of Gratuity earned up to the date of promotion 
to be then issuable, payment in the case of an acting Warrant 
Officer being suspended until he is duly confirmed in his rank. 

This concession to be granted to all men promoted on or 
after 2nd August, 1914, and retrospective effect to be given in 
the cases of all Commissioned and Warrant Officers who have 
served during the War and are in possession of the Good Conduct 
Medal.

PREVIOUS SERVICE IN R.N.R., R.N.V.R., BR.N.A.S.B.R. 
AND R.A.F. TO COUNT FOR NAVAL PENSION 
PURPOSES. 


Wuereas the Regulations for the government of Your Majesty's 
Naval Service preclude time served by men in the various branches 
of the Home Naval Reserve forces from counting for Naval 
or Marine Pension, except as regards men of the Royal Fleet 
Reserve who are allowed to count mobilised service under the 
Royal Fleet Reserve Regulations, if they re-enter the Royal 
Navy or Royal Marines : 

And whereas we are of opinion that former members of the 
Royal Naval Reserve, Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, and Royal 
Naval Auxiliary Sick Berth Reserve who may be allowed to enter 
the Royal Navy or the Royal Marines as Active Service ratings 
should also be allowed, at our discretion, to count their previous 
mobilised service as Reservists for all Naval purposes : 

And whereas we are also of opinion that provision should be 
made for previous service in Your Majesty’s Royal Air Force to 
count towards Naval or Marine Pension, and towards the acquisi- 
tion of Good Conduct Badges, in the event of ex-members of that 
force being allowed to join the Royal Navy or Royal Marines : 

And whereas the Regulations for the government of Your 
Majesty's Royal Naval Reserve provide for the counting of mobi- 
lised service of members of that Reserve as double time for 
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purposes of Royal Naval Reserve Pension, which is a privilege 
not extended to any other branch of Your Majesty’s Naval 
Service : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to sanction :— 

(1) The counting for all Naval purposes, at our discretion, 
of mobilised war service rendered by members of the 
Royal Naval Reserve, Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, 
and Royal Naval Auxiliary Sick Berth Reserve, who may 
be allowed subsequently to engage for service in the Royal 
Navy or Royal Marines, subject generally to former service 
being acknowledged on joining the Royal Navy or Royal 
Marines and entry taking place within five years of dis- 
charge from active service, and as regards pension to the 
conditions governing the counting of previous Army Service 
as prescribed in Your Regulations for the Government of 
Your Naval Service, except that no restriction be placed 
on the period of actual mobilised service that may be 
allowed to count, and with the proviso that the mobilised 
service of ex-members of the Royal Naval Reserve shall 
not count double for this purpose. 

(2) The counting towards Naval or Marine Pension and 
towards the acquisition of Good Conduct Badges, in the 
event of subsequent entry into the Royal Navy or Royal 
Marines, of previous service in the Royal Air Force under 
the conditions applicable to the reckoning of previous 
Army Service, as laid down in the Regulations for the 
Government of Your Majesty’s Naval Service. 

(3) The application of these provisions to all men affected 
thereby who may have entered the Royal Navy or Royal 
Marines since the outbreak of the Great War.

WOUND, INJURY OR DISABILITY PENSIONS TO R.N. 
AND R.M. OFFICERS—POWERS OF ADMIRALTY TO 
FORFEIT, SUSPEND OR RESTORE. 


Wuereas by His late Majesty’s Order in Council of the 20th day 
of November, 1905, it is directed that all Retired Pay and Pensions 
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of any Commissioned, Commissioned Warrant, or Warrant 
Officer shall be held only during good behaviour, and that the 
Admiralty may forfeit the same (if not already forfeited under 
the Forfeiture Act, 1870), or may suspend the same, conditionally, 
or unconditionally, and for such time as they may think fit, 
for any misconduct on the part of such Commissioned, Com- 
missioned Warrant, or Warrant Officer or for any act or habit 
rendering him in their opinion unworthy to receive the same: 
such misconduct, act or habit to be judged of solely by the 
Admiralty; and that the Admiralty shall be empowered at their 
discretion to restore the said Retired Pay or Pension in whole 
or part, and subject to such conditions as they may think fit, 
and whether the same has been forefeited under the Forfeiture 
Act, 1870, or under this Order; and that the above restrictions. 
conditions and provisions shall apply to all descriptions of such 
pensions not being pensions for wounds, injuries or disability, 
of such Commissioned, Commissioned Warrant, and Warrant 
Officers, including Naval, Travers, and Good Service Pensions and 
Greenwich Hospital Pensions, Gratuities and Allowances : 

And whereas Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Your 
Order in Council of the 27th day of September, 1918, to authorize 
us to administer the grant of Pensions for Wounds and Dis- 
abilities in the case of Officers of the Royal Navy and Royal 
Marines under such scales as may be laid down from time to 
time : 

And whereas we are of opinion that the powers conferred 
on us by His late Majesty’s Order in Council of the 20th day of 
November, 1905, should be extended to pensions for wounds, 
injuries or disability granted to Commissioned Officers, Warrant 
Officers and Subordinate Officers of Your Majesty’s Naval or 
Marine Force : 

And whereas Your Majesty’s Army Council is similarly 
empowered in the case of Officers and Men of the Army : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to grant us 
powers to forfeit, suspend or restore the pensions for wounds, 
injuries, or disability of all Officers of Your Majesty’s Naval 
or Marine Force in all respects similar to those conferred on us 
in regard to the retired pay and all other descriptions of pensions 
of such otticers.

DOCKYARD PORT OF ROSYTH--ALTERED 
REGULATIONS. 


Wuereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council from 
time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a Dock- 
yard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make regulations in 
relation to any Dockyard Port for all or any of the purposes 
in the said Act particularly mentioned, and for such other purposes 
as from time to time seem necessary, with a view to the proper 
protection of His Majesty’s vessels, dockyards or property or 
to the requirements of His Majesty’s Naval Service : 


And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in relation 
to any Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for His Majesty in 
Council from time to time by Order in Council, on the joint 
recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade to make 
rules concerning the Lights or Signals to be carried or used, 
and the steps for avoiding collision to be taken by His Majesty’s 
vessels, and other vessels navigating the waters of the Port and 
of the approaches thereto : 


And whereas, in pursuance of the said Act, certain Regulations 
and Rules were made by Orders in Council dated the 4th day 
of March, 1911, and the 9th day of February, 1914, with reference 
to the Dockyard Port of Rosyth : 


And whereas it appears expedient to repeal the said Orders 
in Council and Regulations and Rules and to substitute therefor 
this Order and the Regulations and Rules contained in the First 
and Second Schedules hereto respectively : 


And whereas the provisions of Section 1 of the Rules Publica- 
tion Act, 1893, have been complied with : 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in 
this behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Him vested and s0 
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far as regards the Rules contained in the Second Schedule hereto 
on the joint recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board 
of Trade, by and with the advice of His Privy Council, is pleased 
to order, and it is hereby ordered, as follows :— 


PRELIMINARY. 


1. This Order shall take effect from one calendar month from 
the date hereof. 


2. On this Order taking effect the said Orders of the 4th day 
of March, 1911, and of the 9th day of February, 1914, shall cease 
to operate, and in lieu of the Regulations and Rules thereby 
made the Regulations and Rules set forth in the First and Second 
Schedules to this Order are hereby made and shall have effect 
in relation to the Dockyard Port of Rosyth. 


3. In this Order, and in the Schedules hereto, unless the 
context shall otherwise require :— 

The term “ vessel’ shall mean and include ship, boat, 
lighter and craft of every kind however propelled : 

The term * steamer” shall include any vessel propelled 
by machinery : i 

The term ‘Master’? shall mean the person having 
command or charge of the vessel for the time being : 

The term “ King’s Harbour Master” shall mean the 
person for the time being appointed to be King’s Harbour 
Master of the Dockyard Port of Rosyth under the Dockyard 
Ports Regulation Act, 1865 : 

The term “ Dockyard Port” shall mean the Dockyard 
Port of Rosyth as defined in paragraph 4 hereof. 


Description OF Limits. 


Dockyard Port of Rosyth. 


4. For the purposes of the said Act, and of this Order the 
limits of the Dockyard Port of Rosyth shall be as follows :— 
All the waters, bays, creeks, and rivers so far as the 
tide flows, excepting the Harbours of Charlestown and South 
Queensferry, lving between the lines drawn as follows :— 

On the East by a line drawn South (true) through the 
South Point of Carron Harbour (which is situated 
about 1,200 yards westward from Burntisland) in the 
county of Fife to the South Shore of the Forth. 

On the West by a line drawn North (true) through Carriden 
House (which is situated about 3,000 yards eastward 
from Borrowstouness in the county of Linlithgow) 
to the North Shore of the Forth. 
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Delineation of Limits. 
5. The limits mentioned herein are delineated on the Chart 
annexed to this Order. 
PENALTIES, 


6. Any infringement of the Regulations contained in the First 
Schedule hereto shall render the person infringing liable to the 
penalty prescribed in Clause 14 of the said Schedule. 


FIRST SCHEDULE. 


REGULATIONS, 


1, All merchants or other private vessels shall be subject to 
the direction of the King’s Harbour Master. 


2. No merchant or other private vessel shall lie, or be moored, 
so ax to impede the free approach to His Majesty's Dockyard 
at Rosyth. 


3. No merchant or other private vessel shall, without licence 
in writing from the King’s Harbour Master be moored or fastened 
to any of the forts, or to any Government moorings, buoys, 
breakwaters, boom defences, dolphins, jetties, piles, or vessels in 
the Dockyard Port. 


4. Moorings for His Majesty's Ships, mark buoys, and other 
aids to navigation, and such other buoys as may be required 
for any purpose in connection with Naval operations, may be 
placed by the King’s Harbour Master in such positions as he may 
from time to time consider that the requirements of His Majesty's 
Service demand. 

5. No merchant or other private vessel shall be anchored or 
moored within 75 fathoms from the centre of any Government 
moorings, nor in such a position as to be liable to foul any of 
His Majesty's Ships at those moorings. 

6. No person shall lay moorings for private vessels in the 
Dockyard Port without the permission in writing of the King's 
Harbour Master, and all such moorings shall be in such positions 
as the King’s Harbour Master shall deem fit, and shall be forthwith 
removed on the requisition of the King’s Harbour Master to 
that effect. 

7. If at any time the anchor of any merchant or other private 
vessel hooks any Government moorings, or any electric cables, or 
moorings of buoys, the master, or other person having the charge 
or command of such vessel shall not proceed to unhook the same,

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but shall forthwith give notice thereof to the King’s Harbour 
Master, in order that aid may be given for clearing such moorings 
or cables without doing damage to the same. 


8. No merchant or other private vessel shall make fast to, or 
lie at, any of the buoys marking the channels or shoals in the 
Dockyard Port. 


9. Merchant and other private vessels moored, anchored, or 
placed within the Dockyard Port shall when directed to do so 
by the King’s Harbour Master remove to such position as he shall 
direct. If from having no crew on board or from any other cause 
the vessel does not remove as directed, the King’s Harbour 
Master may remove the said vessel and recover the expense 
incurred in so doing from her owner. 


10. No merchant or other private vessel shall be breamed 
in the port within 200 yards from any of His Majesty's docks, 
dockyards, arsenals, wharves, or powder magazines. 


11. No merchant or other private vessel shall anchor on the 
lines of any electric cable laid down in the Dockyard Port when 
such line is indicated by whitewashed posts or other discernible 
marks erected on shore, and a warning has been conveyed to 
mariners by notice issued by the Admiralty and published in the 
“ Edinburgh Gazette.” 


12. No boats are to approach within 100 feet of His Majesty's 
Dockyard or other Government Establishments unless proceeding 
to or from the same on duty or with permission from the King’s 
Harbour Master. ; 


13. Whenever it may be necessary for mining or gunnery 
operations or experiments, dredging operations, or other Naval 
purposes to reserve any area for such operations or purposes, 
the area will be marked by buoys coloured green and white. or 
by posts coloured red, and after 21 days’ warning notice has 
been issued by the Admiralty, and published in the “ Edinburgh 
Gazette,” prohibiting within the area so marked either trawling, 
or anchoring and kedging, or trawling, anchoring and kedging, 
or trawling, anchoring, kedging and passing through the said 
area, no vessel shall act in contravention of the said warning 
notice, unless compelled to do so by stress of weather, or to avoid 
accident; nor, when such area is uncovered or nearly uncovered 
at low water, shall any person pass through it or remain in it, 
unless by permission of, and under such arrangements as may 
from time to time be made by the Officer in charge of such 
operations. 

Penalties. 

14. The master of every merchant or other private vessel to 
which this Order relates shall observe and cause to be observed 
the provisions of this Order as far as it relates to his vessel, and 
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if any master or other person acts in any respect in contravention 
of any of the foregoing provisions and regulations of this Order, 


he shall for every such offence be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
the sum of Ten pounds. 


SECOND SCHEDULE. 


RULEs. 


Vessels to keep clear of His Majesty’s Vessels. 


1. When one of His Majesty’s vessels or other vessel in charge 
of His Majesty’s Officers intends to pass into, through or out of 
the Dockyard Port of Rosyth, she shall hoist the Red Ensign 
over ““M” Flag (International Code—Alphabetical) by day, or 
a red light by night at the foremast head, and all other of His 
Majesty’s vessels present in the port shall hoist the Pilot Jack by 
day, or show position lights (two white lights vertical, 8 feet 
apart, hoisted at the peak, or, if no gaff, hoisted abreast the 
maintop in the middle line of the ship or on the Ensign Staff) by 
night, as a general warning. The Pilot Jack shall also be hoisted 
by day, or position lights shown by night at the signal stations 
at Inchkeith and at His Majesty’s Dockyard at Rosyth and at 
Port Edgar for the same purpose, and all other vessels under 
way in the Dockyard Port of Rosyth shall keep out of the way 
of the said vessel flying the Red Ensign over ‘““M” Flag or 
showing a Red Light at the foremast head, provided always that 
the said vessel shall be navigated with due care and at a moderate 
speed. 

Passage through the Forth Bridge. 

2. No vessel may pass another vessel under the Forth Bridge. 
Outgoing steamers shall have priority of passage through the 
Bridge over incoming steamers, and incoming steamers shall not 
approach the Bridge within a distance of half a mile until it shall 
have been ascertained that no vessel is coming out. 


Lights and Signals for Dredgers. 
3. A dredger when at work or in position for working shall 
carry the following Lights and Signals, viz. :— 
Lights between Sunset and Sunrise :— 

(a) Forward.—In the forward part of the dredger at a 
height of not less than 20 and not exceeding 40 feet above 
the hull a white light in a lantern so constructed as to show 
a clear, uniform and unbroken light visible all round the 
horizon at a distance of at least one mile. 
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(b) Amidships.—Three such white lights placed in a 
triangular form at least 8 feet apart, at right angles to the 
keel and with the apex uppermost, the base of the triangle 
to be at least 10 feet higher than the forward light and to be 
also higher than and clear of the framework, funnels or 
other erections upon the dredger. If so moored or working 
as to make it necessary to prohibit the passage of vessels 
on one or both sides, a red light or lights in a lantern so 
constructed as to show a clear, uniform and unbroken light 
visible all round the horizon at a distance of at least one 
mile, is, or are, to be substituted for the lower light or lights 
of the triangle on the side or sides on which passage is 
prohibited. 


(c) Aft-——One such white light at or near the stern of 
the dredger and at such a height that it shall not be less 
than 15 feet lower than the forward light. 


Signals between Sunrise and Sunset :— 


Amidships.—Three black balls of not less than two feet 
in diameter placed in a triangular form at least 8 feet apart, 
at right angles to the keel with the apex uppermost, the 
base of the triangle to be higher than and clear of the 
framework, funnels or any other erection upon the dredger. 
If so moored or working so as to make it necessary to pro- 
hibit passage on one or both sides, a red flag or flags at 
least 5 feet in the hoist is, or are, to be substituted for the 
lower ball or balls of the triangle on the side or sides on 
which passage is prohibited. 


Signal in Fog :— 

In fog, mist, falling snow or heavy rainstorms a dredger 
at work or in a position for working, shall at intervals of 
not more than one minute sound a gong rapidly for about 
5 seconds. 


Sailing and small craft to keep clear of Steamers. 


4. When any sea-going steamship, steam vessel towing, steam 
dredger or steam hopper, within the limits of the Dockyard Port 
shall, by reason of the crowded nature of the channel or anchorage, 
or from other cause, find it unsafe or impracticable to keep out 
of the way of a sailing vessel or of a boat under oars or sail or 
steam or other mechanical power, she shall signify the same to the 
sailing vessel or boat by four short blasts of the steam whistle 
blown in rapid succession, when the sailing vessel or boat shall 
keep out of the way of the other vessel, provided always that the 
latter shall be navigated with due care and at a moderate speed. 
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Penalties. 


Notre.—The master. of every vessel to which these rules 
relate must observe and cause to be observed the provisions 
thereof so far as they relate to his vessel, and any such master 
by his wilful default infringing or causing any infringement of 
any of the provisions of these rules is guilty of an offence.

And whereas by Order in Council bearing date the 28th day 
of November, 1914, sanction was given for the payment of Hard- 
Lying Money to Officers and men serving in various other small 
craft employed during the present war period : 

And whereas we have found it necessary to retain for future 
service certain of the above-mentioned small craft : é 

And whereas the arduous conditions of service in such small 
craft, and in others which it may be necessary to employ from 
time to time, and in captured and escorted vessels, may render 
payment of Hard-Lying Money equally justifiable :

1. The existing provision under which Schoolmasters of 
Warrant Rank may be allowed to retire at any age, at the discre- 
tion of the Admiralty, to be retained. 

Retirement with Retired Pay. 

2.—-(a) Schoolmasters (Old System—entered as ratings) to 

be granted retired pay according to their ranks on the scale for 
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Commissioned Officers from Warrant rank and Warrant Officers, 
except when retired below the age of 40 at their own request 
or for inefficiency. 

(6) Schoolmasters (New System—entered in Warrant rank) 
to be granted retired pay according to their ranks on the scale 
for Commissioned Officers from Warrant rank and Warrant 
Officers except when retired below the age of 40 at their own 
request or for inefficiency, or when invalided below that age and 
before promotion to Commissioned rank. 

3. Schoolmasters (New System) if invalided before attaining 
the age of 40 years and before attaining Commissioned rank, to 
be granted retired pay— 

(a) of £10 for each year’s seniority up to 10 years; 

(b) of £120 if they have attained 10, but not 11, years’ 
seniority ; and 

(c) of £120 with an increment of £5 for each year’s 
seniority in excess of 10, if they have attained 11 or more 
years’ seniority. 

4. Time served as Schoolmaster Candidate not to reckon. 
Retirement with Gratuity. 

5.—(A) Schoolmasters (Old and New System) who may be 
allowed to retire below the age of 40 years to receive a gratuity 
according to scale A in the following table. 

(B) Schoolmasters (Old and New System) who are found 
to be inefficient or unworthy of further employment may be 
retired below the age of 40 years, at the discretion of the 
Admiralty, with a gratuity according to scale B in the following 
table.

DOCKYARD PORT OF SCAPA FLOW—LIMITS. 


Wuereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council from 
time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a Dock- 
yard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make regulations 
in relation to any Dockyard Port for all or any of the purposes 
in the said Act particularly mentioned, and for such other purposes 
as from time to time seem necessary, with a view to the proper 
protection of His Majesty’s vessels, dockyards, or property, 
or to the requirements of His Majesty’s Naval Service : 


And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in 
relation to any Dockyard Port it shall be lawful for His Majesty 
in Council from time to time, by Order in Council, on the joint 
recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, to 
make rules concerning the lights or signals to be carried or used, 
and the steps for avoiding collisions to be taken by His Majesty's 
vessels and other vessels navigating the waters of the Port and 
of the approaches thereto : 

And whereas Scapa Flow is a ‘“ Dockyard Port ” within the 
meaning of the said Act : 

And whereas it appears expedient to the requirements of His 
Majesty’s Naval Service that the limits of the Dockyard Port of 
Scapa Flow should be defined : 

And whereas the provisions of Section 1 of the Rules Publica- 
tion Act, 1893, have been complied with : 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Him vested, and so far as 
regards the rule contained in the Second Schedule hereto, on the

joint recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade is 
pleased, by and with the advice of His Privy Council, to order, 
and it is hereby ordered, as follows :— 


PRELIMINARY. 
1. This Order (which term shall include the Schedules hereto) 
shall take effect from one calendar month from the date hereof. 


2. The terms used in this Order shall have the same meaning 
as in the said Dockyard Ports Regulation Act. 


Description oF Limits. 


Dockyard Port of Scapa Flow. 


3. For the purposes of the said Act and of this Order the term 
“Dockyard Port of Scapa Flow,” shall mean all the waters 
bays, creeks, lakes and pools, so far as the tide flows, lying between 
the following limits :— 

On the West at Hoy Sound a line running west (true), from 
Black Craig on the Mainland (Hoy Sound) until it meets the 
meridian drawn north (true) from the Kame of Hoy. 


On the East a line drawn east (true), from Grim Ness Point 
(South Ronaldshay), immediately east (true) of the 108 foot 
summit of the Hill at Grim Ness, until it meets the meridian 
drawn south (true) from Rose Ness lighthouse (mainland). 


On the South a line drawn at Brims Ness (Hoy) east (true) 
until it meets the west shore of South Ronaldshay Island near 
Hoston Head. 


DeELtngEaTion oF Limits. 


4. On the chart accompanying this Order are marked all the 
limits referred to therein. 


PENALTIES. 


5. Any infringement of the regulations contained in the First 
Schedule appended hereto shall render the person infringing 
liable to the penalty prescribed in Clause 13 of the said Schedule. 


Loca AUTHORITIES. 

6. Nothing in this Order shall affect the authority of the 
Stromness Harbour Commissioners or of the Orkney Harbour 
Commissioners under the respective Acts of Parliament relative 
thereto, but the regulations and rules contained in this Order 
shall be observed in the areas under the management of the 
above-mentioned authorities so far as they relate to those areas. 
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FIRST SCHEDULE. 


REGULATIONS FOR THE PROTECTION OF THE DocKYARD Port oF 
Scapa FLrow anp oF His Masesty’s PROPERTY THEREIN, 
AND FOR ANCHORING, BERTHING, MOORING AND BREAMING 
IN THAT Port. 


1. All merchant or other private vessels shall be subject to the 
direction of the King’s Harbour Master. 


2. No merchant or other private vessel shall, without licence in 
writing from the King’s Harbour Master, be moored or fastened 
to any of the forts, or to any Government moorings, buoys, break- 
waters, jetties, piles, or vessels in the Dockyard Port. 


3. Moorings for His Majesty’s Ships, mark buoys, and other 
aids to navigation, and such other buoys as may be required for 
any purpose in connection with naval operations, may be placed 
by the King’s Harbour Master in such positions as he may from 
time to time consider the requirements of His Majesty's Service 
demand. 


4. No merchant or other private vessel shall be anchored or 
moored within 75 fathoms from the centre of any Government 
moorings, nor in such a position as to be liable to foul any of 
His Majesty's Ships at those moorings. 


5. No person shall lay moorings for private vessels in the 
Dockyard Port without the permission in writing of the King’s 
Harbour Master, and all such moorings shall be in such positions 
as the King’s Harbour Master shall deem fit, and shall be forthwith 
removed on the requisition of the King’s Harbour Master to that 
effect. 


6. If at any time the anchor of any merchant or other private 
vessel hooks any Government moorings, or any electric cables, 
or moorings of buoys, the master, or other person having the 
charge or command of such vessel shall not proceed to unhook 
the same, but shall forthwith give notice thereof to the King’s 
Harbour Master, in order that aid may be given for clearing such 
moorings or cables without doing damage to the same. 


7. No vessel shall anchor on the line of any electric cable laid 
down in the Dockyard Port, when such line is indicated by 
whitewashed posts, or other discernible marks erected on shore, 
and a warning has been conveyed to mariners by notice issued by 
the Admiralty and published in the ‘‘ Edinburgh Gazette.” 


8. No boats are to approach within 100 feet of any Government 
Establishment, afloat or ashore, unless proceeding to or from the 
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same on duty or with permission from the King’s Harbour Master, 
and no fishing from boats shall be carried on within the same 
distance from any Government Establishment. 


9. No merchant or other private vessel shall make fast to, or 
lie at, any of the buoys marking the channels or shoals in the 
Dockyard Port. 


10. Merchant and other private vessels moored, anchored, or 
placed within the Dockyard Port shall, when directed to do so by 
the King’s Harbour Master, remove to such position as he shall 
direct. If from having no crew on board or from any other cause 
the vessel does not remove as directed, the King’s Harbour 
Master may remove the said vessel and recover the expense 
incurred in so doing from her owner. 


11. No merchant or other private vessel shall be breamed in 
any part of the Harbour without the written permission of the 
King’s Harbour Master. 


12. Whenever it may be neceseary for mining or gunnery opera- 
tions or experiments, dredging operations, or other Naval purposes, 
to reserve any area for such operations or purposes, the area will be 
marked by buoys coloured green and white, or by posts coloured 
red: and after 21 days’ warning notice has been issued by the 
Admiralty, and published in the “ Edinburgh Gazette,”’ prohibiting 
within the area so marked either trawling, or anchoring and 
kedging, or trawling, anchoring and kedging, or trawling, anchoring 
kedging and passing through the said area no vessel shall act in 
contravention of the said warning notice, unless compelled to 
do so by stress of weather, or to avoid accident; nor, when such 
area is uncovered or nearly uncovered at low water, shall any 
person pass through it, or remain in it, unless by permission of, 
and under such arrangements as may from time to time be made 
by, the officer in charge of such operations. 


PENALTIES, 


13. The master of every merchant or other private vessel to 
which this order relates shall observe and cause to be observed 
the said regulations in this Schedule so far as they relate to his 
vessel, and if any master or other person acts in any respect in 
contravention of any of the said regulations, he shall for every 
such offence be liable to a penalty not exceeding the sum of ten 
pounds. 
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SECOND SCHEDULE. 


SIGNALS FOR DREDGERS. 


A dredger when at work or in position for working shall carry 
the following lights and signals, viz. :— 


Lights between Sunset and Sunrise. 


(a) Forward.—In the forward part of the dredger at a height 
of not less than 20 and not exceeding 40 feet: above the hull, a 
white light i in a lantern so constructed as to show a clear, uniform 
and unbroken light visible all round the horizon at a distance of 
at least one mile. 


(b) Amidships.— ‘Three such white lights placed in a triangular 
form at least 8 feet apart, at right angles to the keel and with the 
apex uppermost the base of the triangle to be at least 10 feet higher 
than the forward light and to be also higher than, and clear of, 
the framework, funnels, or other erection upon the dredger. If 
so moored or working as to make it necessary to prohibit the 
passage of vessels on one or both sides, a red light or lights in a 
lantern so constructed as to show a clear, uniform and unbroken 
light visible all round the horizon at a distance of at least one 
mile, is, or are, to be substituted for the lower light or lights of 
the triangle on the side or sides on which passage is prohibited. 


(c) Aft——One such white light at or near the stern of the 
dredger and at such a height that it shall not be less than 15 feet 
lower than the forward light. 


Signals between. Sunrise and Sunset. 

Amidships.—Three black balls of not less than 2 feet in 
diameter placed in a triangular form at least 8 feet apart, at right 
angles to the keel with the apex uppermost, the base of the 
triangle to be higher than and clear of the framework, funnels 
or any other erection upon the dredger. If so moored or working 
so as to make it necessary to prohibit passage on one or both sides, 
a red flag or flags at least 5 feet in the hoist is, or are, to be 
substituted for the lower ball or balls of the triangle on the side 
or sides on which passage is prohibited. 


Signal in Fog. 

In fog, mist, falling snow, or heavy rain-storms a dredger at 
work or in position for working shall at intervals of not more than 
one minute sound a gong rapidly for about 5 seconds. 

PENALTIES. 


Note.—The master of every merchant or other private vessel 
to which the rule in this Schedule relates must observe and cause

GEORGE HARRIS—REVISION OF RETIRED PAY. 


Wuereas certain Naval Ordnance Officers who were transferred 
from Your Majesty’s Army to the Naval Ordnance Store Depart- 
ment in 1891 have retired from Your Majesty’s Service with 
retired pay at the rate of £550 per annum as provided in Your

GRANT OF STEP IN RANK TO OFFICERS OF 
ROYAL MARINES ON OR AFTER RETIREMENT.

To continue to be eligible under Clause 14 of the 
Regulations contained in Order in Council of the 29th 
November, 1881, as modified by Order in Council of the 
llth July, 1919, for the rank of Major-General (Retired) 
on retirement provided they have completed 20 years’ 
service. (Clause 14 of the Regulations contained in Order 
in Council of the 29th November, 1881, to be regarded as 
cancelled so far as Officers other than Colonels Commandant 
are concerned.) 


(c) Colonels, Second Commandant. 


Provided they have not been passed over for the 
command of a Division, to be promoted to Major-General 
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(Retired) when they would have been promoted to Colonel 
Commandant had they continued to serve. 


(d) Lieutenant-Colonels. 


To be promoted to Colonel (Retired) on retirement 
provided they are 45 years of age, or on reaching that 
age. 


(e) Officers below the rank of Lteutenant-Colonel, including 
Officers promoted from the ranks to permanent commissions 
other than Quartermasters. 


To be granted one step in rank when they would 
normally have been promoted had they continued to 
serve, provided they have 12 years’ service as Commissioned 
Officer and have served for 3 years in the rank held on 
retirement. 


(f) Quartermasters and Directors of Music (including the 
Musical Director, Assistant Musical Director and Company 
Officers, Royal Naval School of Music. 


To be eligible under the provisions of Order in Council 
of the 7th July, 1897, as modified by Order in Council 
of the 11th July, 1919, for a step in rank on retirement 
provided they have ‘completed 20 years’ service, with the 
reservation that the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel may be 
granted only to Officers who have completed 3 years’ 
service as Major. 


(g) Commissioned Officers from Warrant Rank. 
To be granted on retirement the rank or equivalent 
rank of Lieutenant (Retired) provided they have completed 
3 years’ service as Commissioned Officers from Warrant 
Rank. 


II. Officers to be advanced under the foregoing rules only 
when they have rendered satisfactory service and are recommended 
by the Adjutant-General, Royal Marines, and the grant of all steps 
in rank under these rules to be subject to the discretion of the 
Admiralty. 


III. Temporary Officers, Royal Marines, and Officers of the 
Special Reserve of Officers, Royal Marines, not to be eligible for 
a step in rank under these Regulations. 


IV. Service covered by permanent commissions only to be 
allowed to reckon for the purpose of these Regulations. 


V. Majors promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel under these 
Regulations while in the Reserve of Officers, Royal Marines, to 
continue to be borne on the list of Reserve of Officers until they 
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reach the age of 50 notwithstanding the normal limitation of the 
Reserve of Officers to Officers below the rank of Lieutenant-

REGARDING PAY, LEAVE AND PENSIONS. 
Wuereas by His late Majesty's Order in Council of the 9th 
day of February, 1901, certain Regulations were laid down in 


regard to the retirement and pensions of Nursing Sisters in Your 
Majesty’s Naval Hospitals : 
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And whereas by His late Majesty’s Orders in Council of the 
6th day of March, 1902, and the llth day of August, 1902, it 
was approved that the staff of Nursing Sisters in Your Majesty's 
Naval Hospitals should be designated ‘“‘ Queen Alexandra's 
Royal Naval Nursing Service,’ and further Regulations were 
laid down in regard to their pay, allowances, leave and uniform : 


And whereas we consider it desirable that certain amendments 
should be made in the Regulations as to the rates of pay, leave 
and pension prescribed for members of Queen Alexandra’s Royal 
Naval Nursing Service : 


We beg leave humbly to submit that Your Majesty will be 
graciously pleased by your Order in Council to approve the 
Institution of the following Regulations, viz. :— 


(1) The pay of Head Sisters to be One Hundred and 
seventy pounds a year rising by annual increments of ten 
pounds to Two hundred pounds a year.

(8) The retired pay of a Sister retiring with less than 
one year’s service in the rank from which she retires to 
be assessed as if she had retired from the rank below.

AIRCRAFT—SALVAGE BY—MERCHANT SHIPPING 
ACT, 1894, TO APPLY. 


Wuereas by the Air Navigation Act, 1920, it is enacted that 
the law relating to wreck and to salvage of life or property and 
to the duty of rendering assistance to vessels in distress (including 
the provisions of the Merchant Shipping Acts, 1894 to 1916, and 
any other Act relating to those subjects) shall apply to aircraft 
on or over the sea or tidal waters as it applies to vessels, and 
the owner of an aircraft shall be entitled to a reasonable reward 
for salvage services rendered by the aircraft to any property 
or persons in any case where the owner of a ship would be so 
entitled, provided that provision may be made by Order in Council 
for making modifications of and exemptions from the provisions 
of such law and Acts as aforesaid in their application to aircraft 
to such extent and in such manner as appears necessary or 
expedient : 

And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that His 
Majesty may, by Order in Council, make provision as to the Courts 
in which proceedings may be taken for enforcing any claim under 
the Act or any other claim in respect of aircraft and im particular 
may provide for conferring jurisdiction in any such proceedings 
on any Court exercising Admiralty jurisdiction and applying to 
such proceedings any rules of practice or procedure applicable 
to proceedings in Admiralty : 
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And whereas it appears expedient to make, in the application 
to aircraft of the law relating to wreck and to salvage, the 
modifications and exemptions and provisions hereinafter contained, 
and to confer jurisdiction in such matters as hereinafter appears : 


And whereas the provisions of Section one of the Rules 
Publication Act, 1893, have been complied with : 


(1) Section 557 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, shall 
apply to aircraft and the word ‘“‘ship”’ in the said Section shall 
include aircraft provided that in sub-sections (1) and (2) of the 
said Section the words ‘“ Air Council ”’ shall be substituted for 
the word ‘‘ Admiralty.” 


(2) Every Court having Admiralty jurisdiction shall have 
jurisdiction over claims under Section 11 of the Air Navigation 
Act, 1920, and this Order. 


(3) The jurisdiction conferred by the said Act and by this 
Order may be exercised either by proceedings in rem or by 
proceedings in personam, provided that where the jurisdiction 
of any Court is limited as to the amount of the claim or as to the 
value of the property saved, the jurisdiction conferred by the 
said Act and by this Order shall be limited in the like manner. 


(4) The powers of all such Courts and the rules of practice 
and procedure for the time being in force in regard to the 
Admiralty jurisdiction of those Courts shall apply and be 
extended with such modification as may be necessary to claims 
under Section 11 of the Air Navigation Act, 1920, and this 
Order. 


(5) The expression “ wreck” in Sections 510 to 516, both 
inclusive, and in Sections 518 to 537, both inclusive, of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, as amended by subsequent legis- 
lation (but save and except in so far as those Sections relate 
to the claims of any Admiral, Vice-Admiral, Lord of the Manor, 
heritable proprietor duly infeft, or any other person to unclaimed 
wreck for his own use) shall include any aircraft or any part 
thereof or cargo thereof found lying derelict, and any aircraft 
or any part thereof or cargo thereof shall be deemed to be wreck 
within the meaning of the said Sections when it is found lying 
derelict, upon or near the shores of the seas surrounding the 
United Kingdom or the tidal waters thereof or any ports or 
harbours thereof. 

(6) Section 518 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, shall 
apply to any aircraft or any part thereof or cargo thereof found 
derelict at sea outside the limits of the United Kingdom and 
brought within the limits of the United Kingdom. 

(7) In their application to aircraft, Sections 511 (2) and 536 (1) 
of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, shall have effect as though 
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for references to the master of the vessel there were substituted 
references to the commander or person in charge of the aircraft. 

(8) In its application to aircraft, Section 516 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894, shall have effect as though the words 
“commissioned officer on full pay in the Air Service of His 
Majesty ” were inserted after the words “justice of the peace.” 

(9) The provisions of Section 517 of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1894, shall not apply in the case of aircraft. 

(10) The term “vessel”? in Sections 530 to 532 of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, both inclusive, shall include any. 
aircraft. 

(11) The provisions of Sections 538 to 543, both inclusive, 
of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, shall not apply in the case 
of aircraft. 

(12) In their application to aircraft, Sections 548 (2) and 
550 (3) of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, shall have effect 
as though for the word “maritime” there were substituted 
the word “ aeronautical.”

VICTORIA CROSS—INCREASE OF ANNUITIES 


PAYABLE. 


Whereas under Rule 10 of the Rules and Ordinances 
for the Government of the Victoria Cross Decoration dated 
the 22nd day of May, 1920, it is enacted that every recipient 
of the Cross, not being nor ranking as a Commissioned Officer, 
nor, in the case of the Navy, being or ranking with a Warrant 
Officer, nor coming within Rule 11, shall, from the date of the 
act by which the decoration has been gained, be entitled to a 
special pension of ten pounds a year and that each additional 
Bar conferred shall carry with it an additional pension of five 
pounds a year:

Wuereas the constitution and business of the Board of Admiralty 
were settled and defined by Order in Council of the 25th June, 
1918, which sanctioned certain additions to the Board, for reasona 
due to the War:

(a) The First Sea Lord, the Second Sea Lord, the 
Fourth Sea Lord, the Deputy Chief of Naval Staff, and the 
Assistant Chief of Naval Staff, to be responsible to the 
First Lord of the Admiralty for the administration of so 
much of the general business connected with Your Majesty’s 
Navy, and with the movement and condition of Your 
Majesty’s Fleet, and with the Personnel of that Fleet, as 
shall be assigned to them, or to each of them, from time te 
time, by the First Lord; and the First Sea Lord, as Chief 
of Naval Staff, to be in addition responsible to the First 
Lord for the issue of orders to the Fleet affecting war 
operations and the movement of ships, which orders may 
be issued in his own name in his capacity of Chief of the 
Naval Staff. 
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(b) The Third Sea Lord and Controller to be responsible 
to the First Lord for the administration of so much of the 
business relating to the Materiel of Your Majesty’s Navy 
as shall from time to time be assigned to him by the First 
Lord. 


(c) The Parliamentary and Financial Secretary to be 
responsible to the First Lord for the Finance of the Depart- 
ment, and for so much of the other business of the Admiralty 
as shall, from time to time, be assigned to him by the First 
Lord.

NAVAL SHIPWRIGHTS SERVING IN H.M. DOCKYARDS 


—SUPERANNUATION. 


WHEREAS by Order in Council dated the 29th day of November, 
1898, we were empowered to pay superannuation allowances on 
the scale of the Superannuation Act, 1859, to certain Shipwrights 
who under the special conditions of their engagement may after 
a period of service in Your Majesty’s Navy elect to serve in one of 
Your Majesty’s Dockyards, the sea time served by them being 
allowed to count as civil time for the said purpose and their service 
for pension being reckoned from the age of eighteen : 


And whereas under the Superannuation Act, 1909, and the

who were placed on the Retired List while serving on the Staff 
of the Inspection and Experimental Departments or in posts at 
the Admiralty connected with those Departments : 

And whereas Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Your 
Order in Council bearing date the 28th day of November, 1910, 
to sanction, subject to certain conditions, the grant of similar 
increases of retired pay to Ofticers of the Royal Marines who were 
seconded for service, and retired while serving, in any of the 
aforesaid posts : 

And whereas Your Majesty was further graciously pleased 
by Your Orders in Council bearing dates the 11th day of June,

SCHEDULE. 


REGULATIONS RESPECTING THE RETIRED PAY OF RETIRED 
OFFICERS OF THE R.N. anp R.M. SERVING IN THE 
INSPECTION EXPERIMENTAL AND Compass DEPARTMENT 
AND IN CERTAIN SIMILAR POSTS. 


1. These regulations have effect from the Ist February, 1919, 
and apply to all Ofticers of the R.N. and R.M. who were serving 
on that date in any of the posts (except those on the Staff of 
the Compass Department) referred to in rule 2 as well as to 
all Officers appointed to any of them thereafter. As regards 
Officers on the Staff of the Compass Department they have effect 
from the Ist April, 1920, and apply to all Officers then serving 
as well as those subsequently appointed. 

2. The posts to which these regulations apply are :— 

(a) All posts on the Staff of the Inspection and Experi- 
mental Departments and all posts at the Admiralty 
connected with those Departments ; 

(6) The posts of Superintendent and Assistant Superin- 
tendent of the R.N. Torpedo Factory at Greenock ; 

(c) The posts of Superintendent of Torpedo Experiments 
and First Technizal Assistant to the said Superintendent 
at Stokes Bay ; 
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(d) The post of Technical Assistant to the Director of 


Armament Supply for Duty as Ordnance Inspector of 
Depots and Factories; and 


(e) All posts on the Staff of the Compass Department 
at the Admiralty. 


3. Service in any of the aforesaid appointments before retire- 
ment from the R.N. or R.M. will count for increase of retired - 
pay under the ordinary regulations from time to time in force for 
Officers on the active lists of the R.N. and R.M. and increased 
retired pay under these regulations will accrue only in respect 


of service rendered in any of the appointments after retirement 
from the R.N. and R.M. 


4. The retired pay of all retired Officers of the R.N. and 
R.M. serving in any of these appointments will be suspended 
during such service and their service will count for increase of 
retired pay on the scales and subject to the conditions set forth 
hereunder, subject, however, to the proviso that an Officer of 
the R.M. who at the date of his retirement from the R.M. had 
earned retired pay in excess of the maximum at that date 
permissible in the case of a Lieutenant Commander, R.N., shall 
not count his further service for increase of retired pay. 


5. All Officers in any of the appointments referred to in 
these regulations who have not previously been discharged to 
retired pay at their own request or for some other reason, will 
be liable to such discharge on attaining 60 years of age. 


6. An Officer who is discharged to retired pay at his own 
request, or on completion of any period for which he may have 
been appointed or as unfit for further employment from any cause 
other than those specified in rule 7 may have the retired pay 
earned by his service before retirement from the R.N. or R.M. 
increased by one-sixtieth of the pay and allowances of the 
appointment held on discharge for each complete year of service 
after retirement in any of the appointments to which these 
regulations relate. 


7. An Officer who is discharged to retired pay on account 
of age, or medical unfitness, or abolition of office, or reduction 
or re-organisation of establishment, may have the retired pay 
earned by his service before retirement from the R.N. or R.M. 
increased :— 


(a) if with ten or more years’ service after retirement in 
any post to which these regulations relate, by one-sixtieth 
of the pay and allowances of the appointment held on 
discharge for each complete year of service after retirement ; 

(6) if with less than ten years’ service after retirement. in 
any post to which these regulations relate, by one-tifticth 
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of the pay and allowances of the appointment held on 
discharge for each complete year of service after retire- 
ment, provided that the total addition shall not exceed 
ten-sixtieths of such pay and allowances. 

8. For the purposes of rules 6 and 7 service on the retired 
list before the Ist February, 1919, in any post to which these 
regulations relate may reckon for increase of retired pay in the 

,case of any Officer who was then so serving. 

9. Officers on the Active List of the R.M. who are appointed 
to any of the posts to which these regulations relate shall be 
seconded from the Corps of the R.M. until they reach the rank 
of Lieutenant-Colonel when they will become supernumerary. 
They will be subject to the same rules as regards qualifications 
for promotion and retirement for age in any rank as other Officers 
of the R.M.

HYDRAULIC ENGINE ROOM ARTIFICERS TRANS-

COMPENSATION PAY, 


WueREAS we consider that the experience of Engine Room 
Artificers of Your Majesty’s Navy trained in Hydraulics would be 
specially valuable in the new Ordnance Artificer Branch instituted 
by Your Majesty’s Orders in Council of the 22nd January and. 
13th October, 1920, and that such Engine Room Artificers who 
volunteer when required to transfer to Ordnance Artificer should 
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be compensated for loss of the Engine Room Artificer Certificate 
Allowances referred to in Section C of Your Order in Council of 
the 17th May, 1920: 


We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to sanction the 
scheme described in the attached Schedule.

SCHEDULE. 


1. A lump sum to be paid at the outset to each Hydraulic 
Engine Room Artificer transferring to the Ordnance Artificer 
Branch who was in receipt of the Watchkeeping Allowance of 
ls. per diem before transfer. 


2. An Engine Room Artificer transferring to the new Branch 
who would probably have obtained the Watchkeeping Certificate 
in due course to be considered eligible for the compensation, 
but where the certificate would probably not have been secured 
the compensation to be withheld. 


3. The sum payable to men in their first engagement to be 
the present value of the amount of the allowance payable in 
respect of the remaining period of their first engagement (the 
rate of interest being taken at 5 per cent. per annum) subject 
to the deduction specified at (4). 


4. From the amount due under (3) a deduction of 5 per cent. 
to be made (to allow for possible loss to the Crown due to the 
death, &c., of men who have received capitalised sums paid 
in advance). A similar deduction also to be made from the 
amount to be paid on re-engagement. 


5. On completing his first engagement and re-engaging a 
man to become entitled to the present value of the allowance 
of £18 5s. per annum for 10 years, the amount to be paid on 
re-engaging in every case to be £75, less a deduction of 5 per 
cent., the balance, with interest at 5 per cent. per annum, being 
paid on completion of the engagement. 


6. Hydraulic Engine Room Artificers serving under a second 
engagement to be paid on transfer the full amount payable 
in respect of the remaining period of the engagement, subject 
to a maximum of £75 (less deduction of 5 per cent.), the 
balance, with interest at 5 per cent. per annum, being paid on 
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completion of the engagement. Hydraulic Engine Room Arti- 
ficers serving under a third engagement to receive on transfer 
the amount payable in respect of the remaining period of their 
engagement, less a deduction of 5 per cent. 


7. Compensation also to be allowed for the additional allowance 
of 1s. a day for which Chief Engine Room Artificers are eligible, 
and to be calculated from the estimated date on which advance- 
ment to Chief Engine Room Artificer would have occurred had 
the man remained in the Engine Room Artificer Branch. The 
whole of the compensation in this respect to be paid when the 
man completes time for pension, with the exception specified 
under (8). 


8. If the date of advancement to Chief Engine Room 
Artificer would have been prior to completion of first engagement, 
the compensation in respect of the additional Chief Engine Room 
Artificer allowance for the remaining period of the first 
engagement to be paid on completing that engagement. 


9. A proportionate amount of the compensation for any 
unexpired period to be recovered in full or in part at the 
discretion of the Admiralty from men discharged by purchase or 
promoted to Warrant or Commissioned Rank. 


10. The amount of prepaid bonus for any unexpired period 
of service of men discharged for misconduct, &c., or deserting 
to be met as far as possible out of any balance of pay, &c. 


11. No recoveries to be made in the case of men discharged 
dead or invalided. 


12. The final instalment not to be due to ‘any man who 
fails to complete time for pension; but payment may be granted 
in deserving cases at Admiralty discretion. 


13. The scheme not to apply to men likely to be invalided, 
but in cases of special hardship the Admiralty to be able to award 
reduced amounts. 


14. The scheme to apply to Hydraulic Engine Room 
Artificers of satisfactory character in the Royal Navy on the 
23rd February, 1921, and to Ordnance Artificers transferred from 
Hydraulic Engine Room Artificer on or before that date, or 
within a period of three months thereafter.

DISABILITY PENSIONS—POST-WAR SCALES FOR NAVAL 
AND MARINE RATINGS. 


Wuereas by Section 2, Sub-section (1), of the Ministry of Pensions 
Act, 1916, it was enacted, inter alia, that the powers and duties of 
the Admiralty with respect to pensions and grants to persons who 
have served as men, other than service pensions, so far as such 
pensions and grants are payable out of moneys provided by 
Parliament, and not provided exclusively for the purpose of 
Greenwich Hospital, should be transferred to the Minister of 


Pensions : 


And whereas under Section 1 of the War Pensions Act, 1920, 
it is enacted that the powers and duties transferred from the 
Admiralty to the Minister of Pensions by the Ministry of Pensions 
Act, 1916, shall, expect in so far as those powers and duties 
relate to pensions or grants to which the War Pensions Acts, as 
amended by the War Pensions Act, 1920, apply, or to pensions or 
grants awarded in respect of wounds, disabilities or other matters 
suffered, incurred, or happening in any war which occurred before 
the fourth day of August, 1914, be retransferred to the Admiralty 
as from the thirtieth day after the date fixed under the Termination 
of the Present War (Definition) Act, 1918, as the date of the 
termination of the present war : 

And whereas Your Majesty by Your Order in Council dated 
the tenth day of August, 1921, has fixed the thirty-first day of 
August, 1921, at midnight, as the date of the termination of the 
present war : 

And whereas we have had under our consideration the scales of 
pensions and gratuities allowable, under Articles 1206, 1208, 1931 
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and 1932 of the King’s Regulations and Admiralty Instructions, 
to petty and non-commissioned officers, seamen, marines and 
boys who, consequent on wounds, hurts, or disability, are invalided 
from Your Majesty's Naval Service, and are of opinion that, owing 
to the altered economic conditions arising from the war, and for 
other reasons, the scales should be substantially increased : 


And whereas we are further of opinion that invalided petty 
officers, non-commissioned officers and men of Your Majesty’s 
Royal Navy and Royal Marines should be pensioned on the same 
scales, and that a minimum period of fourteen years’ pensionable 
service should be required of all future entrants as a qualification 
for the award of a life pension when the invaliding is due to 
causes which cannot be attributed to the conditions of service : 


We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to authorise 
us to award at our discretion, to such men as may be invalided 
out of the Service on or after the first day of October, 1921, for 
causes which do not bring them within the scope of the War 
Pensions Acts, or as may be discharged after that date with a 
wound or injury, pensions and gratuities at the rates and subject 
to the conditions specified in the Schedules annexed hereto. 


We further beg leave to recommend that we may be 
empowered to apply the improved scales of pensions, at our 
discretion, to those pre-war disability pensioners who have served 
during the war, and have not again been invalided, or who, being 
under the age of 55 on the outbreak of hostilities and, therefore, 
liable for service, were exempted from mobilisation for the 
purpose of continuing in their civilian employment under the 
Government. Their present pensions to be re-assessed accord- 
ingly as from Ist April, 1919, on the basis of their tetal naval 
service, subject to the provisos that mobilised service shall not 
confer eligibility for a life pension on men otherwise ineligible, 
and that men who were originally invalided for wounds or injuries 
attributable to the Service, but not due to, or arising out of former 
wars, shall be required to undergo medical examination for the 
purpose of determining the present degree of disablement. 


The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in these proposals,

(a) Pensions—Where the degree of disablement is assessed 
at 20 per cent. and upwards, pensions may be awarded either 
temporarily or permanently according to the circumstances of 
the case, on the basis of a maximum scale of 32s. 6d. a week for 
total disablement (100 per cent.), lower degrees of disablement 
carrying proportionately reduced rates. 

(b) Gratuities —If the degree of disablement be assessed at 
less than 20 per cent., a gratuity appropriate to the degree of dis- 
ability, but not exceeding a maximum of £100, may be awarded 
at our discretion. Gratuities may also be granted at our dis- 
cretion in respect of slight permanent injury due to the Service, 
for which a Hurt Certificate was granted, when discharge is

(1) The foregoing scales to be applicable to the persons 
referred to in Articles 1196 and 1931, Clause 1, of the King’s 
Regulations and Admiralty Instructions, with the exception of 
those excluded, as regards non-attributable disabilities, by 
Article 356; always provided that the wound or injury or disability 
is not due to negligence or misconduct on the part of the man, 
or to his want of proper care.

This grant will be assessed partly under Ministry of Pensions 
Regulations and partly under these Regulations, according to the

proportion which the percentage of each disability, respectively, 
bears to the sum of the two percentages added together; the 
assessment under these Regulations being so regulated, however, 
as to ensure that the total grant made shall not be more than 
the person would receive if the two disabilities were dealt with 
as one combined disability under Ministry of Pensions Regulations, 
nor less than he would receive if they were so dealt with under 
these Regulations. 


(4) No compensation in respect of disability shall be payable 
under these Regulations to any person discharged after the 30th 
September, 1921, except in respect of the sickness, wound or 
injury for which he is invalided, unless suffering from a wound or 
injury due to the Service, which is recorded on any Hurt Certificate 
that may have been granted. In the latter case, and provided 
that discharge was not due to the man’s own request, and that 
the wound or injury was not occasioned by the late war or former 
wars, compensation may on discharge, but not later, be granted 
at the disablement element rate that would have been appropriate 
had he been invalided for such disability on date of discharge, 
but only in respect of the degree of disability persisting at that 
date. 


(5) Where a seaman or marine is injured in such circumstances 
that a pension, allowance, or grant is payable to or in respect of him 
under these Regulations, and where he receives compensation 
from or on behalf of the person alleged to be responsible for the act 
or omission which caused the injury, any such compensation may 
be taken into consideration in assessing any pension, allowance, 
or grant which might be awarded to or in respect of the man; 
and where the compensation is received after assessment, it may 
be taken into consideration and the assessment may be amended 
or cancelled accordingly. 


(6) The applicability of the foregoing scales to members of 
the Royal Fleet Reserve (Class B), the Royal Naval Reserve, 
and the Royal Naval Auxiliary Sick Berth Reserve to be reserved 
pending further consideration, notwithstanding any provision in 
existing Regulations to the contrary.

AIDES-DE-CAMP TO GOVERNORS-GENERAL OR 


GOVERNORS — SERVICE TO COUNT FOR ALL 
PURPOSES AS NAVAL SERVICE.

Majesty’s Naval Service it is provided that time on half pay 
shall not count as full service for purposes of promotion and 
retirement :

2. These special terms not to be applicable to Officers who 
may be retired for misconduct, or for non-service after being 
placed on half-pay by order of the Admiralty; nor to Officers 
whom, for unsatisfactory record, or for other reasons, the 
Admiralty do not consider worthy of receiving them. An Officer 
thus precluded from receiving these terms, to be eligible, if he 
retires voluntarily within the period allowed, for such reduced 
rates of retired pay, or gratuity, as the Admiralty may think fit. 


3. Officers who retire with gratuities under this scheme of 
retirement, if re-employed not to be liable to deduction from their 
full pay in respect of such gratuities, but otherwise to be subject 
to the same conditions of employment as Officers on the Retired 
List who are re-employed.

Midshipmen. 


This Section to apply to any Officer who held the rank of 
Midshipman on the 24th March, 1920. 

A withdrawal grant of £400 to be paid to the parent or 
guardian in respect of each Midshipman voluntarily withdrawn 
between the 24th March, 1920, and the 15th September, 1920.

To be granted retired pay at the rate of £700 per annum for 
18 years’ service counting towards retired pay, with an addition 
or deduction of £15 per annum for each complete year up to a 
maximum of five in excess of or short of 18 years’ service as if 
they retired on the 12th August, 1922. 


3. Captains of under three years’ seniority on the 12th August, 
1922. 

To be granted the rate of retired pay for which they would 
be eligible if they retired on the 12th August, 1922, under 
Schedule V, Section IX, Sub-Section IV of Order in Council 
of 22nd January, 1920, with an addition of £100 per annum.

NEW ZEALAND NAVAL FORCES—APPLICABILITY OF 
NAVAL DISCIPLINE ACT TO, AND INTERCHANGE- 
ABILITY OF OFFICERS OF THE R.N. AND NEW 
ZEALAND NAVY. 

Whereas Your Majesty has been graciously pleased to 

sunction the provision and maintenance by the Dominion of 

New Zealand of a Naval Force to be known as the New Zealand 

Division of the Royal Navy : 

And whereas provision has been made by the Parliament of 
the Dominion of New Zealand for the application to the New 
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Zealand Naval Forces of the Naval Discipline Act, 1866, as 
amended by any subsequent enactment and of the regulations 
for the government of the Royal Navy for the time being in force 
as regards disciplinary matters and for the coming into operation 
in relation to the New Zealand Naval Forces of the Naval 
Discipline (Dominion Naval Forces) Act, 1911: 

And whereas it is desirable that the Officers of the New 
Zealand Naval Forces shall be interchangeable with those of the 
Royal Navy and that all such Officers shall rank with those 
of the Royal Navy according to their rank and dates of 
commissions : 

And whereas this object will be secured if the Officers of the 
Royal Navy and the New Zealand Naval Forces have commissions 
which will be effective both in the Royal Navy and in the New 
Zealand Naval Forces : 

And whereas, subject to Your Majesty’s approval, it has been 
agreed between us and the Government of the Dominion of 
New Zealand that Commissions which may be granted for service 
in Your Majesty’s Fleet, whether by us or by the Governor- 
General of.the Dominion of New Zealand, shall include service 
both in the Royal Navy and in the New Zealand Naval Forces 
and that all Naval Commissions hitherto issued, whether by us 
or in accordance with the law in force in the Dominion of New 
Zealand shall be deemed to have been issued for service in Your 

* Majesty's Fleet : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to declare 
Your approval of the agreement aforesaid and to authorize us 
to grant commissions for service in Your Majesty’s Fleet as 
hereinafter defined to any Officers of the Royal Navy and to 
authorize the Governor-General of the Dominion of New Zealand 
to grant commissions for service in Your Majesty’s Fleet as 
hereinafter defined to any Olficers of the New Zealand Naval 
Forces.

(2) That in the event of a member of the Royal Marine

the Royal Marine Police, provided that such breach be 
neither Mutiny nor Felony, nor of such a nature as to be 
punished by dismissal with ignominy or disgrace. 


We beg leave further to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be pleased to direct that the rates of pay, and of gratuity on 
retirement or discharge, proposed above shall have effect until 
the 30th day of June, 1924, and shall be liable to revision periodi- 
cally thereafter, as Your Majesty in Council may be graciously 
pleased from time to time to direct.

DISCHARGE OF SURPLUS R.N. AND R.M. RATINGS. 
Wuereas in view of the reduced requirements of Your Majesty’s 


Naval Service a reduction has become necessary in the personnel 
of certain Naval ratings and Marine ranks : 


And whereas we are of opinion that compensation for the loss 
of advantages which would have accrued to them in Your 
Majesty’s Service should be paid to such men (with certain 
specified exceptions) as have been or may be selected for discharge 
for the purpose of such reduction : 


We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to sanction the 
payment of pensions, gratuities and bonuses at the rates, and 
subject to the restrictions, conditions and provisions set forth in 
the annexed Schedule, to those men who have been selected for 
discharge subsequently to the 12th May, 1922, in consequence of 
the reduction of Your Majesty’s Naval or Marine Force, or who 
may, at our discretion, hereafter be selected for discharge in order 
to complete that reduction, except in the following cases, viz. :— 

(i) men who are pensioners, or who have completed their 
engagements and have not re-engaged, unless they have 
become time-expired during the period of reduction and 
were not debarred from re-engagement by existing 
Regulations ; 


(ii) men who have undertaken to serve only during a 
Ship’s commission ;

1. Reservists when undergoing training at a Royal Naval 
Hospital or on board one of H.M. Ships or when called out on 
mobilisation will receive the rates of pay in force from time to 
time for the corresponding Continuous Service ratings of the 
Royal Navy. They will also be eligible for Marriage Allowance 
at the rates and subject to the conditions applicable from time to 
time in the Royal Navy, provided, as regards training, that the 
period thereof is not less than seven days. 


2. Only actual mobilised service will reckon towards in- 
crements of pay in the respective ratings. For this purpose past 
mobilised service during war or emergency in the ratings of

Any Reservist with previous service as a Sick Berth rating in 
the Royal Navy will reckon such service for progressive pay 
provided that the interval between the dates of his discharge from 
the Royal Navy and of his entry into the Reserve be less than 
five years. 


3. Reservists will be eligible for Good Conduct Badges under 
the regulations in force in the Royal Navy, except that only 
mobilised service or service as a Naval rating will be allowed to 
count towards the prescribed qualifying periods. Whilst under- 
going training or when mobilised, they will receive pay for such 
Badges at the rates authorized from time to time in the Royal 
Navy. 


4. A gratuity of £5 will be paid to each man on being called 
out provided that he is medically fit. 


5. A Reservist injured on duty while borne on the books of 
one of H.M. Ships or Establishments for training, and thereby 
rendered incapable of resuming his civil employment and caused 
to suffer pecuniary loss, may, at the discretion of the Admiralty, 
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be granted an allowance for a period not exceeding six months 
at rates to be settled from time to time with the concurrence of 
the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury. 


6. A similar allowance may at the discretion of the Admiralty 
be paid to a Reservist who is incapacitated by illness which is 
proved to the satisfaction of the Admiralty to have been con- 
tracted in or by the performance of training while borne on the 
books of one of H.M. Ships or Establishments. 


7. Payment of the allowance referred to in paragraphs 5 
and 6 will be limited to the period during which the Reservist 
is shown to have been unable to follow his occupation and will 
not be granted for any period during which he may have been 
treated in a Naval Hospital or Sick Quarters.

PORTSMOUTH DOCKYARD—AMENDED 
REGULATIONS. 


WuereEas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council, from 
time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a Dock- 
yard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make regulations 
in relation to any Dockyard Port for all or any of the purposes 
in the said Act particularly mentioned, and for such other 
purposes as from time to time seem necessary with a view to the 
proper protection of His Majesty’s vessels, dockyards, or property, 
or to the requirements of His Majesty’s Naval Service : 


And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in 
relation to any Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for His Majesty 
in Council from time to time, by Order in Council, on the joint 
recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, to 
make rules concerning the Lights or Signals to be carried or used, 
and the steps for avoiding collision to be taken by His Majesty's 
vessels, and other vessels, navigating the waters of the Port and 
of the approaches thereto : 


And whereas in pursuance of the said Act certain Regulations 
and Rules were made by Orders in Council dated the 16th day of 
December, 1912, the 9th day of February, 1914, the 4th day of 
September, 1918, and the -2lst day of December, 1920, with 
reference to the Dockyard Port of Portsmouth : 

And whereas it appears expedient to amend such Rules as 
hereinafter provided : 

And whereas the provisions of Section 1 of the Rules 
Publication Act, 1893, have been complied with : 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Him vested, on the joint 
recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade. by 
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and with the advice of His Privy Council, is pleased to order, 
and it is hereby ordered, as follows :— 


(1) This Order shall take effect from one calendar month from 
the date hercof. 


(2) Clause 17 of the Second Schedule to the said Order in 
Council dated the 16th day of December, 1912, as amended by 
the said Order in Council dated the 4th day of September, 1918, 
and Clause 20 of the Second Schedule to the said Order in Council 
dated the 16th day of December, 1912, as amended by the said 
Order in Council dated the 9th day of February, 1914, are hereby 
repealed. : 


(3) The following Rules shall have effect in relation to the 
Dockyard Port of Portsmouth, and shall be read and construed 
as though inserted in the Second Schedule of the said Order in 
Council dated the 16th day of December, 1912, in the position 
indicated by the numbers prefixed thereto :— 


17. When one of His Majesty’s vessels or other vessel 
being either in charge of His Majesty’s Officers or over 2,500 
tons gross register intends to pass in or out of the Harbour, 
she shall hoist the Red Ensign over ‘‘ M ” flag (Inter- 
national Code—alphabetical) by day, or a red light by night 
at the foremast head, and all other of His Majesty’s vessels 
present in the port shall hoist the Pilot Jack by day, or show 
position lights (two white lights vertical 8 feet apart, hoisted 
at the peak, or if no gaff, hoisted abreast of the maintop 
in the middle line of the ship or on the Ensign Staff) by 
night, as a general warning. The Pilot Jack shall be hoisted 
by day, or position lights by night at the sub-signal station, 
King’s Stairs, and at Fort Blockhouse, and position lights 
shall also be shewn at the Horse Fort by night, for the same 
purpose, and all other vessels under way in the harbour shall 
keep out of the way of the said vessel flying the Red Ensign 
over “* M” flag by day, or showing the red light by night, at 
the foremast head; provided always that the said vessel 
shall be navigated with due care and at a moderate speed. 


20. When it is specially necessary to keep the harbour 
channel clear owing to a very large vessel or royal yacht 
entering or leaving harbour, a red oblong flag with a white 
diagonal bar from the outer upper corner will be hoisted by 
day, or three green lights vertical by night, at the sub-signal 
station, King’s Stairs, Fort Blockhouse and Horse Fort, and 
while this flag is flying or those green lights are being shewn 
no vessel is to enter the harbour from either end.

DOCKYARD PORTS OF PLYMOUTH AND 
DEVONPORT—REVISED REGULATIONS. 


Wuereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council, from 
time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a Dock- 
yard Port for the purpose of that Act, and to make Regulations 
in relation to any Dockyard Port for all or any of the purposes

in the said Act particularly mentioned, and for such other pur- 
poses as from time to time seem necessary, with a view to 
the proper protection of His Majesty’s vessels, dockyards, or 
property or to the requirements of His Majesty’s Naval Service : 


And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in 
relation to any Dockyard Port it shall be lawful for His Majesty 
in Council, from time to time, by Order in Council, on the joint 
recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, to 
make rules concerning the Lights or Signals to be carried or 
used, and the steps for avoiding collision to be taken by His 
Majesty’s vessels, and other vessels, navigating the waters of 
the Port and of the approaches thereto : 


And whereas in pursuance of the said Act certain Regulations 
and Rules were made by Order in Council dated the 14th day 
of October, 1915, and the 4th day of September, 1918, with 
reference to the two Dockyard Ports of Plymouth and 
Devonport : 


And whereas it appears expedient to amend and add to such 
Regulations and Rules as hereinafter provided : 


And whereas the provisions of Section I of the Rules 
Publication Act, 1893, have been complied with : 


Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Him vested, on the joint 
recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, by 
and with the advice of His Privy Council, is pleased to order, and 
it is hereby ordered, as follows :— 


1. This Order shall take effect from one calendar month from 
the date hereof.

warning, notice has been issued by the Admiralty, and pub- 
lished in the London Gazette, prohibiting within the area so 
marked cither trawling, or anchoring and kedging, or trawling, 
anchoring and kedging, or trawling, anchoring, kedging and 
passing through the said area, no vessel shall act in contravention

position lights (two white lights vertical, 8 feet apart, hoisted 
at the Peak, or, if no gaff, hoisted abreast the maintop in the 
middle line of the ship or on the Ensign Staff) by night, as a 
general warning. For the same purpose there shall be hoisted 
on the flagstatfs at Longroom and North and South Dockyard 
Signal Stations by day only a Ball over Red Burgee when the 
vessel flying the Red Ensign over ‘“ M ” flag at the foremast head 
is proceeding from Sound to Hamoaze or when the said vessel 
is proceeding from Hamoaze to Sound a Red Burgee over Ball. 
and all traftic outwards between Rubble Bank and Mclampus 
Light Buoy is to cease when the Ball over Red Burgee is hoisted, 
and all traffic inwards between Melampus Light Buoy and the 
Rubble Bank is to cease when the Red Burgee over Ball is hoisted : 
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and all other vessels under way in the Dockyard Port of Devon- 
port or in the narrow waters of Plymouth Sound shall keep out 
of the way of the said vessel flying the Red Ensign over “ M ”

at a moderate speed. 


20. No vessel shall pass another vessel in the narrow waters 
of Plymouth Sound. Steamers navigating with the tide shall 
have priority of passage through the narrow waters of the Sound 
over steamers navigating against the tide, and a steamer 
navigating against the tide shall ease her engines and wait until 
a steamer navigating with the tide has passed clear.
